MORE  ON  STICK 
DANCES 

Editor’s  Note:  Last  week 
we  printed  two  letters  alleg¬ 
ing  that  Keith  Terry,  subject 
of  a  5/8/85  Bay  Guardian 
After  Dark  cover  story  by 
Derk  Richardson,  adapted 
his  stick  dance  from  Oak¬ 
land’s  Kusema  Vijiti  Institute 
without  giving  the  institute 
proper  credit.  Subsequently, 
we  received  a  letter  from 
Kusema  Vijiti ’s  director, 
William  Owens,  which  we  are 
printing  here.  We  are  also 
reprinting  Terry’s  reply  to 
the  two  previous  letters,  in 
which  his  last  two  paragraphs 
were  mistakenly  omitted  due 
to  a  typesetting  error. 

Several  parents  and 
students  of  the  Kusema  Vijiti 
institute  are  upset  because  of 
a  certain  paragraph  in  the  ar¬ 
ticle  which  has  Keith  Terry 
claiming  origin  of  the  rhythm 
stick  dance  that  was 
displayed  by  him  at  the 
ZeUerbach  Playhouse. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  ar¬ 
ticle  was  quite  large  and  ex¬ 
tensive,  especially  when  the 
last  paragraph  of  the  article 
seemed  to  have  the  Guardian 
confirming  the  actions  of  the 
Keith  Terry  Group  with  the 
statement,  “however  uncer¬ 
tain,  is  certainly  their  own,” 
it  is  hard  to  explain  to  some 
of  the  members  that  the  Bay 
Guardian  After  Dark  would 
not  purposely  print  some¬ 
thing  that  they  knew  was  in¬ 
correct.  The  Kusema  Vijiti 
Institute,  founded  in  1974,  is 
an  organization  dedicated  to 
researching,  preserving  and 
promoting  the  different  stick 
cultures.  The  Kusema  Vijiti 
Institute  developed  the  talk¬ 
ing  sticks  (rhythm  stick  danc¬ 
ing)  from  their  years  of 
research  and  hard  work.  The 
works  of  which,  I  am  sure, 
Keith  Terry  will  claim  never 
influenced  him. 

1  personally  think  your 
story  on  Keith  Terry  was  a 
good  article.  Derk  Richard¬ 
son  should  be  commended 
on  his  work,  although  we  did 
not  like  Keith  Terry’s  false 
claim.  At  the  same  time,  we 
must  be  thankful  that  the 
Bay  Guardian  wrote  the  story 
which  gave  Mr.  Terry  a 
chance  to  expose  his  true  in¬ 
tentions. 

We  were  aware  of  Mr. 
Terry’s  attempt  to  mimic  our 
rhythm  stick  dance,  but 
before  your  article  we  had  no 
idea  he  would  attempt  to  lay 
claim  to  it,  or  present  it  as  he 
did  at  the  Zellerbach  Play¬ 
house  and  without  a  hint 
given  to  the  audience  of  its 
true  origin. 

Of  course,  this  is  not  your 
problem,  it  is  ours.  But  since 
Mr.  Terry  used  the  Bay 
Guardian  After  Dark  as  a 
vehicle  to  further  exploit  our 
beautiful  culture,  we  are 
thinking  that  the  Bay  Guard¬ 
ian  would  give  us  equal  con¬ 
sideration  as  a  rebuttal  to  his 
claim.

Keith  Terry  responds:  The 

inspiration  for  my  musical 
and  choreographic  ideas  has 
come  from  many  sources. 
I’m  sorry  if  this  was  not  clear 


} 


in  Mr.  Richardson 's  article. 
Of  course  there  is  a  dif¬ 
ference  between  inspiration 
and  plagiarism,  so  I feel  com¬ 
pelled  to  speak  briefly  about 
the  sources  of  my  inspiration 
for  Body  Music  and  the  belt 
and  stick  dances. 

Unfortunately,  I  have  not 
had  the  opportunity  to  see 
the  "Talking  Stick’’ presen¬ 
tation  referred  to  in  the  let¬ 
ters  so  I  cannot  comment  on 
any  perceived  similarity. 
However,  stick  dances  have 
existed  for  centuries  in  many 
parts  of  the  world  and  are  still 
common  today  in  India,  the 
Philippines,  various  martial 
arts  traditions  and  English 
Morris  dancing,  to  name  a 
few.  My  own  stick  dance 
draws  much  of  its  inspiration 
from  Japanese  Taiko  drum¬ 
ming.  Other  rhythmic  forms 
I  have  used,  including  the 
seven-beat  meter  of  the  bell 
dance,  come  from  my  studies 
of  South  Indian  music.  Many 
of  the  interlocking  patterns 
are  drawn  from  Balinese 
"Kecak”  chant  and  the 
“ Bebonangan .  ”  Needless  to 
say,  I  have  also  drawn  much 
inspiration  from  African  and 
black  American  music 
through  studies  with  C.K. 
Ladzekpo,  Eddie  Marshall 
and  others. 

As  for  my  Body  Music  — 
again,  the  influences  come 
from  many  sources  including 
hambone,  Ethiopian  armpit 
music,  pygmy  songs  from  the 
Congo,  Sumatran  line 
dances,  Inuit  throatal  songs, 
vaudeville  and  the  circus. 

Fortunately,  musical  and 
choreographic  ideas  cross 
boundaries  built  by  different 
languages  and  customs,  and 
in  doing  so  enrich  their 
respective  art  forms  and 
bring  people  closer  together. 
This  is  especially  true  in  the 
Bay  Area.  To  suggest  only 
A  fricans  should  play  A  frican 
music,  only  Europeans 
should  play  European  music, 
etc.,  would  deny  us  the 
genius  of  such  ‘ '  World  Musi¬ 
cians”  as  the  late  Calvin  Sim¬ 
mons,  Kent  Nagano,  Bobby 
McFerrin  and  Andy  Narell. 

My  aim  is  not  to  plagiarize, 
but  to  create  from  the  won- 
derously  varied  vocabulary 
of  music  and  movement  that 
the  world  offers  us.  I  pay 
homage  to  all  the  masters, 
past  and  present,  who  have 
helped  to  create  this  heritage, 


vocals  can  have  the  effect  of 
being  “positively  eerie”  in 
evoking  John.  But  of  course, 
as  everyone  knows,  that’s 
part  of  his  delight.  When 
hearing  him  on  the  album, 
it’s  as  if  John  and  he  live  on 
as  an  aural  one. 

But  live,  his  backing  didn’t 
sound  Merseybeat  or  Beatle- 
esque.  His  musicians  were  ex¬ 
cellent  and  refreshingly  unin¬ 
timidated  by  his  status.  For 
you  to  write  that  “his  band 
careened  recklessly  around 
■  the  musical  landscape”  as  a 
mild  tsk  was  really  an  unap¬ 
preciative  remark  and  one 
that  I  hardly  appreciate.  His 
guitarist,  Carlton  Morales, 
played  some  tone  down  Hen¬ 
drix  funk  with  breaks  that 
were  a  delight  to  hear.  His 
sax  player  was  hot  even 
though  I’m  not  wild  over 
saxes.  You  whined  about  the 
“high  decibel”  quality  of  it 
—  it  is  a  rock  concert  after  all 
and  what’s  the  matter  with  a 
little  raunch?  If  his  band  had 
sounded  just  like  the  album, 
a  critic  would  complain  how 
dull  they  were  for  soundingl 
just  like  the  record.  So, 
c’mon!  Give  credit  for  the' 
slightly  different  variations 
of  the  songs.  And  he  did  the 
songs  “Let  Me  Be”  and 
“Lonely”  in  quite  a  consis¬ 
tent  tempo  with  the  album. 
(In  fact,  those  are  the  two 
songs  that  could  be  a  latter 
Beatles,  in  execution.) 

If  you  wanna  talk  “high- 
decibel,”  try  the  Accept  con¬ 
cert  I  went  to  six  days  later 
and  had  to  put  tissue  in  my 
ears. 

As  a  35-year-old  Beatle 
fan,  no  one  can  replace  the 
Beatles  or  their  versions  of 
their  songs.  The  Beatles  were 
much  more  than  the  sum  of 
their  parts.  They  weren’t  just 
John  Lennon.  And  while 
Julian  is  hardly  as  raucous  as 
John  was  at  his  age  (check 
“Twist  &  Shout”),  he’s  not 
afraid  to  take  the  Lennon 
vocal  trademark  into  other 
musical  grounds.  I  don’t 
think  anyone  believes  Julian 
would  even  match  John’s 
lifelong  musical  legacy.  But 
for  goodness  sakes,  your 
overall  review  seemed  quite  a 
cheapskate  one  in  ap¬ 
plauding  the  merits  of  Julian.

Feinstein's  'new 
math':  5  +  5  =  16 

□  The  City  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  has  been  approv¬ 
ing  new  highrise  projects  so 
fast  that  by  the  time  the 
Downtown  Plan  takes  effect,  if 
approved,  almost  as  much  office 
space  will  be  in  the  pipeline  as 
the  authors  of  the  plan  pro¬ 
jected  would  be  built  between 
now  and  the  year  2000. 

That  means  the  city  would 
have  to  clamp  a  virtual  mor¬ 
atorium  on  all  new  building  per¬ 
mits  for  15  years  to  keep  the 
gross  level  of  construction  from 
exceeding  the  limits  prescribed 
by  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  and 
the  City  Planning  staff. 

The  latest  figures  available 
from  the  Planning  Department 
show  more  than  16  million 
square  feet  of  office  space  either 
under  construction  or  formally 
approved.  And  another  million 
or  two  square  feet  could  easily 
win  approval  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  Planning 
Commission  approve  new  con¬ 
trols. 

The  Environmental  Impact 
Report  on  the  Downtown  Plan 
is  based  on  the  assumption  that 
18.3  million  square  feet  of  new 
office  space  will  be  built  and  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  turn  df  the  cen¬ 
tury,  and  Feinstein  has  stated 
in  writing  that  she  thinks  it  is 
“important  to  guarantee  that 
the  amount  of  new  office  space 
anticipated  under  the  Down¬ 
town  Plan  not  be  exceeded.” 


City  officials  have  made  a 
remarkably  divergent  set  of 
statements  in  recent  months 
about  the  size  of  the  planning 
“pipeline”  —  the  roster  of  pro¬ 
jects  that  already  have  won  ap¬ 
proval  and  almost  certainly  will 
be  built  no  matter  what  new 
regulations  are  enacted  in  the 
future. 

Different  figures 

In  her  May  7th  letter  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Feinstein 
states  that  five  million  square 
feet  of  space  are  under  construc¬ 
tion  and  five  million  approved 
“at  this  time.  ’  ’  Two  weeks  later, 
Chronicle  reporter  Marshall  Kil- 
duff  quoted  Planning  Director 
Dean  Macris  as  saying  the  com¬ 
bined  total  in  both  categories  is 
eight  million.  The  Bay  Guardian 
has  been  using  a  total  figure  of 
14  million,  based  on  a  list  com- 
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piled  by  San  Franciscans  for 
Reasonable  Growth  early  in 
March. 

In  part,  the  confusion  stems 
from  the  rapid  rate  at  which  the 
Planning  Commission  has  been 
approving  projects  —  between 
March  1984  and  March  1985, 
for  example,  the  list  grew  by 
some  five  million  square  feet. 
But  that  doesn’t  explain  the 
huge  disparity  between,  say, 
the  mayor’s  May  7th  figures 
and  those  cited  by  Macris  just 
two  weeks  later. 

The  debate  is  more  than  aca¬ 
demic.  If,  as  Feinstein  says,  the 
city  needs  to  keep  the  15-year 
development  total  below  18.3 
million  square  feet  —  and  if  the 
city’s  own  figures  show  nearly 
that  much  already  in  the 
pipeline  —  then  Feinstein  would 
be  hard  put  to  argue  for 
anything  other  than  a  total 


moratorium.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  Macris ’s  figure  is  accurate, 
the  city  can  absorb  another  ten 
million  square  feet  of  office 
space,  or  750,000  square  feet  a 
year,  for  the  rest  of  this  cen¬ 
tury. 

Political  battles  generally  are 
won  and  lost  not  on  the  basis  of 
facts  but  on  the  way  the  facts 
are  used.  If  Feinstein  wins  the 
battle  over  the  Downtor  m  Plan, 
it  will  be  a  perfect  case  example 
of  this. 

The  facts 

The  facts  look  like  this:  The 
Comments  and  Responses  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Environmental  Im¬ 
pact  Report  on  the  Embar- 
cadero  West  Project  contains 
the  most  up-to-date  “pipeline” 
list  published  by  the  city.  Dated 
March  22, 1985,  it  shows  31 
projects  containing  5,262,190 
square  feet  of  space  approved 
and  66  projects  totaling 
10,260,380  square  feet  under 
construction.  For  reference,  the 
Transamerica  Pyramid  contains 
roughly  500,000  square  feet,  so 
the  pipeline  includes  the 
equivalent  of  30  Transamerica 
Buildings. 

Included  on  the  list  are 
several  projects  that  were 
already  under  construction  or 
approved  when  the  Downtown 
Plan  was  written,  but  don’t 
count  toward  the  18.3  million 
square  foot  total.  Missing  from 
the  list  are  at  least  three  major 


projects  approved  since  March 
22nd  —  Embarcadero  West, 
Lombard  Plaza  and  59  Har¬ 
rison. 

SFRG's  update 

SFRG  has  updated  the  list  to 
add  some  ten  projects,  totalling 
more  than  two  million  square 
feet,  that  are  likely  to  be  ap¬ 
proved  before  any  new  regula¬ 
tions  take  effect,  and  to  sub¬ 
tract  1.56  million  from  the  total 
to  account  for  the  projects  that 
were  underway  when  the  Down¬ 
town  Plan  was  written.  Based 
on  that  information,  the  grand 
total  in  the  pipeline  is  roughly 
16.1  million  square  feet  —  32 
Transamerica  Pyramids  and 
just  2.2  million  square  feet  less 
than  the  maximum  Feinstein 
says  she  wants  to  allow  over  the 
next  15  years.  At  that  rate,  the 
city  could  approve  only  170,000 
square  feet  of  space  a  year. 

Of  course,  that  doesn’t  in¬ 
clude  Mission  Bay,  which  would 
add  another  four  million 
square  feet  of  space  if  approved 
in  its  current  form.  Feinstein 
has  given  the  developer,  Sou¬ 
thern  Pacific,  a  signed  state¬ 
ment  supporting  the  current 
project,  and  she  would  exempt 
it  from  any  annual  limit  — 
which  means  the  city  already 
has  approved  more  office  space 
than  it  can  handle  for  15  years, 
even  if  a  total  moratorium  was 
amended  to  the  Downtown 
Plan.

Why,  then,  did  the  mayor 
include  a  figure  in  her  May 
7th  letter  that  was  more  than 
one-third  smaller  than  her 
own  City  Planning  Depart¬ 
ment’s  official  list? 

Feinstein  says  she  doesn’t 
know.  “I  can’t  comment  on 
that,”  she  told  the  Bay  Guar¬ 
dian.  “I  got  the  figures  from 
[Maoris].  You’ll  have  to  ask 
him.” 

Maoris  didn’t  return  Bay 
Guardian  phone  calls.  But  in 
recent  public  statments,  he 
has  made  a  distinction  bet¬ 
ween  “downtown”  and 
“citywide”  development.  In 
his  characterization, 
“downtown”  means  the  area 
zoned  C-3  on  city  planning 
maps.  That  distinction  ex¬ 
cludes,  for  example, 
anything  built  south  of 
Folsom  Street.  He  also  ex¬ 
cludes  projects  of  the 
Redevelopment  Agency, 
which  is  not  under  his 
jurisdiction.  SFRG  has  re¬ 
fused  to  accept  those  distinc¬ 
tions,  arguing  that  the  im¬ 
pacts  of  new  office  space  do 
not  diminish  when  you  cross 
a  line  drawn  on  a  zoning 
map. 


More  important,  though, 
Feinstein  —  who  speaks  of  a 
citywide  development  limit 
—  has  begun  to  speak  of 
space  “built  and  occupied.” 
In  other  words,  her  figures 
include  a  deflation  factor  to 
account  for  the  increasing 
amount  of  vacant  office 
space  in  the  city.  If  current 
estimates  are  correct,  and  the 
office  vacancy  rate  is  about 
10%,  the  mayor  would  allow 
an  additional  10%  of  new 
space  to  be  built.  The  ra¬ 
tionale:  Empty  space  doesn’t 
attract  commuters,  Muni 
riders  or  pedestrian  traffic, 
so  the  impacts  of  empty  space 
shouldn’t  count. 

SFRG  attorney  Sue  Hestor 
finds  that  logic  faulty.  “If  the 
vacancy  rate  is  high  and  get¬ 
ting  worse,  why  do  we  keep 
approving  all  these  buildings 
we  don’t  need?”  she  asked. 
“It  seems  like  she’s  got  the 
idea  backwards.” 

Of  course,  if  the  money 
behind  the  building  boom  is 
coming  from  people  who 
don’t  really  care  how  fast  the 
buildings  fill  up  —  and  if  the 
money  that  drives  the 
mayor’s  political  campaigns 
comes  from  developers  — 
the  whole  affair  begins  to 
make  perfect  economic 
sense.

The  Bob  Alioto  forces 
come  out  swinging

ith  sentiment  apparently 
growing  for  the  ouster  of  San 
Francisco  School  Superinten¬ 
dent  Robert  Alioto,  a  number 
of  prominent  city  officials 
have  begun  a  high-pressure  back  room  lobby¬ 
ing  effort  aimed  at  quieting  Alioto’s  critics  on 
the  Board  of  Education  and  distorting  the 
issues  behind  the  discontent. 

Alioto  will  meet  in  closed  session  with  the  Board  of 
Education  June  6th  to  respond  formally  to  criticial 
comments  from  board  members,  some  of  whom  may 
try  to  terminate  his  $88,000  a  year  contract  two  years 
befores  it  expires. 

A  ten-year  veteran  of  the  school  district’s  top  admin¬ 
istrative  post,  Alioto  has  always  generated  controversy, 
and  critics  have  tried  several  times  to  oust  him  from  the 
superintendent’s  job.  In  the  November  1984  election, 
however,  Alioto’s  critics  gained  a  shaky  4-3  majority  on 


the  board,  giving  a  new  momentum  to  efforts  to  fire 
him. 

At  issue  is  the  superintendent’s  reputation  for  heavy- 
handed  administration  and  what  critics  say  is  a  reluc¬ 
tance  to  accept  policy  directives  from  the  elected  board. 
Critics  also  say  Alioto  is  unresponsive  to  the  concerns 
of  parents,  teachers  and  staff  and  reluctant  to  accept 
major  changes  in  the  district’s  approach  to  education. 

The  board  handed  Alioto  a  formal  job  evaluation 
report  in  April,  and  although  the  contents  are  secret, 
nobody  involved  denies  that  the  report  takes  issue  with 
his  performance  in  a  number  of  key  areas.  If  Alioto 
can’t  convince  his  critics  he’s  willing  to  change  his  ways 
—  or  if,  as  some  suggest,  he  makes  no  commitments  to 
change  and  refuses  to  admit  any  serious  failures  — 
three  board  members,  JoAnne  Miller,  Libby  Denebeim 
and  Myra  Kopf,  have  said  they  may  move  to  fire  him. 
They  estimate  it  would  cost  the  district  $200,000  to  buy 
out  the  last  two  years  of  Alioto’s  contract. 

Board  members  agree  it’s  unlikely  the  June  6th  meeting 
will  produce  any  substantive  action,  either  on  the  job 
evaluation  response  or  the  larger  question  of  Alioto’s 


future.  However,  opponents  and  supporters  of  the 
powerful  superintendent  say  the  meeting  could  be  a 
turning  point  in  the  ongoing  battle  to  determine  the 
future  direction  of  the  63,000-student  school  district. 

Back  room  lobbying 

It  may  also  be  a  moment  of  open  discussion  and  out- 
front  confrontation  in  a  battle  that  lately  has  been 
marked  by  heavy  behind-the-scenes  lobbying  involving 
such  prominent  Alioto  supporters  as  Mayor  Dianne 
Feinstein  and  Supervisor  Bill  Maher. 

In  recent  weeks,  the  efforts  of  Alioto  backers  have 
had  at  least  one  tangible  impact:  the  focus  of  public 
debate  has  shifted  away  from  the  political  issues  in¬ 
volved  and  the  superintendent’s  critics  on  the  Board  of 
Education  have  come  under  fire  for  what  pro-Alioto 
forces  call  pointless  bickering  and  personality  conflicts. 

In  the  past  two  months,  both  Alioto  and  his  critics 
have  taken  their  cases  to  the  media.  The  superintendent 
has  personally  met  with  several  influential  journalists, 
including  the  publisher  of  the  San  Francisco  Progress, 
Marvin  Johnson,  and  the  editorial  page  editor  of  the

DEFENDING  ROSE  BIRD 


Campaign  consultant  Bill  Zimmerman 
discusses  the  strategy  behind  the  fight 
to  retain  California’s  chief  justice.

Bill  Zimmerman  might  best  be 
described  as  the  left’s  electronic 
preacher,  except  that  such  a  term 
could  well  lead  people  to  confuse 
the  Santa  Monica-based  media 
consultant  with  the  TV  evangelists  who 
abound  in  Southern  California.  Zimmerman 
doesn’t  give  sermons  to  a  TV  audience  —  he 
preaches  to  a  voting  constituency  that’s 
become  increasingly  receptive  to  his  pitch. 

Zimmerman  gains  converts  by  winning  elections. 
Since  its  incorporation  in  1981,  his  consulting  firm, 
Zimmerman,  Galanty  and  Fiman,  has  won  20  of  the  26 
races  for  clients,  who  were  more  often  underdogs  than 
incumbents.  The  company  has  created  advertising  for 
Chicago  Mayor  Harold  Washington,  New  Mexico 
Gov.  Toney  Anaya  and  U.S.  Rep.  Lane  Evans  (D-IL), 
plus  a  host  of  California  propositions,  including  the 
successful  Nuclear  Freeze  Initiative  in  November  1982. 
Nationally,  Zimmerman  has  produced  nuclear  freeze 
TV  spots  to  target  opponents  of  the  measure. 


Chief  Justice  Rose  Bird:  The  target  of  a  high-powered 
conservative  assault  can’t  openly  campaign  or  debate 
Issues  on  her  own  behalf. 


Zimmerman  also  has  a 
track  record  on  Central 
America,  most  recently  do¬ 
ing  pro  bono  TV  and  radio 
ads  for  SANE  opposing  Con¬ 


tra  funding.  The  campaign 
was  vintage  Zimmerman: 
The  ads  got  network  TV 
coverage  when  one  radio  sta¬ 
tion  refused  to  air  them 


because  they  were  too 
“gruesome.  ”  It  was  Zimmer¬ 
man  who  gained  Barry  Com¬ 
moner  his  15  minutes  of  na¬ 
tional  celebrity  with  the 
“Bullshit”  spots  that  pro¬ 
voked  similar  censorship  — 


and  network  air  time  —  dur¬ 
ing  the  Citizens  Party’s  1980 
presidential  campaign. 

N«w  converts 

Zimmerman’s  success  has 
helped  sell  a  lot  of  skeptics  on 
television’s  uses  —  he  ticks 


off  a  roster  of  public  interest 
groups  currently  using  or  in¬ 
vestigating  television  to  push 
their  message  and  can¬ 
didates.  It  has  also  attracted  a 
more  mainstream  clientele. 
He  did  media  for  Gary  Hart’s 
successful  California 
primary  bid;  he  wouldn’t 
work  for  Mondale  and 
received  no  response  from 
Jesse  Jackson  when  he 
queried  the  campaign.  He’s 
currently  working  on  New 
York  City  Council  President 
Carol  Bellamy’s  challenge  to 
Mayor  Ed  Koch. 

But  his  biggest  challenge  to 
date  may  be  the  campaign  to 
win  California  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Rose  Bird  voter 
confirmation  in  November 
1986.  Looking  for  a  firm 
without  ties  to  state 
Democratic  Party  factions  — 
but  liberal  enough  to  take  the 
account  —  Bird  settled  on  the 
maverick  Zimmerman 
group.  The  campaign  is 
already  off  the  ground,  18 
months  before  the  election, 
and  ZGF  is  running  it  all,  not 
just  the  media  effort.  It’s  a 
campaign  pundits  predict 
will  be  cloaked  in  judicial 
dignity,  in  contrast  with  the 
frenzied  conservative  cam¬ 
paign  to  recall  Bird,  to  make 


the  case  that  the  Supreme 
Court  should  be  above 
politics.  But  with  Zimmer¬ 
man  running  the  show,  it’s 
hard  to  expect  a  staid,  above- 
the-fray  campaign.  The  Bay 
Guardian  talked  with  Zim¬ 
merman  about  this  and  his 
other  campaigns  in  a  recent 
interview. 

Bay  Guardian:  The  Rose 
Bird  campaign  is  a  unique 
one  for  you.  From  what  little 
has  been  written  about 
strategy  so  far,  it  seems  the 
attempt  will  be  to  de- 
emotionalize  this  issue  that 
conservatives  have  succeeded 
in  getting  people  freqzied 
about.  But  your  own  media 
style  is  to  go  for  the  gut.  How 
will  that  work? 

Bill  Zimmerman:  Don’t 
believe  anything  you’ve  read 
so  far.  Everything’s  up  for 
grabs  in  this  campaign.  Our 
research  isn’t  through  yet, 
but  it  may  turn  out  we  can 
tap  into  emotions  as  power¬ 
ful  as  the  other  side.  And  we 
may  have  to  emotionally 
undercut  their  arguments 
before  we  can  deal  on  an  in¬ 
tellectual  level.  Our  style  has 
never  been  to  meet  emotion 
with  abstraction,  but  with 
emotion.

(OF  PULLING  PG&E'S  PLUG  AND  MINER'S  RIGHTS) 


Strike  back:  With  the 
Nuclear  Regulatory  Commis¬ 
sion  set  to  approve  full  power 
operation  for  Diablo  Canyon 
Unit  Two  (and  with  Diablo  Unit 
One  humming  away  at  full 
power  and  breaking  down  about 
twice  a  week),  the  Abalone 
Alliance  has  launched  a  cam¬ 
paign  for  a  ratepayers’  strike 
against  PG&E.  The  organization 
is  asking  people  to  withhold  part 
or  all  of  rheir  monthly  electric 
bills  and  to  let  the  company 
know  they  are  doing  so  to  protest 
the  operation  of  a  nuclear  power 
plant  atop  an  active  earthquake 
fault.  Ultimately,  of  course,  peo¬ 
ple  who  don’t  pay  their  bills  get 
their  power  cut  off  —  but  that 
takes  a  while,  often  two  or  three 
months,  and  PG&E  must  by  law 
go  through  a  fairly  elaborate 
series  of  steps  before  pulling  the 
plug.  So  rate  strikers  can  make 
their  opinions  known  —  and  cut 
into  PG&E’s  crucial  cash  flow  — 
with  very  little  personal  risk. 

The  Abalone  rate  strike  kit 
suggests  several  options: 
withholding  15%  of  your  electric 
bill  and  enclosing  a  note  saying 
you  don’t  want  to  pay  for  the 
cost  of  Diablo;  paying  the  bill  on 
the  last  possible  day  before  a 
shutoff  (PG&E  is  required  to 
mail  you  a  1 5 -day  warning  and  a 
5-day  warning  and  will  attempt 
to  contact  you  by  phone  48  hours 
before  a  shutoff);  and  scratching 
out  or  defacing  the  computer 
numbers  on  bills  (to  force  the 
company  to  sort  bills  by  hand  in¬ 
stead  of  by  computer). 

The  rate  strike  campaign  also 
needs  money.

More  from  the  Riordan 
file:  My  item  May  15th  on  Com¬ 
munity  College  Board  member 
John  Riordan  and  his  apparent 
lack  of  proficiency  with  the 
English  language  seems  to  have 
touched  a  nerve.  The  item, 
for  those  who  missed  it,  quoted 
from  a  recent  Riordan  press 
release  that  criticized  Chancellor 
Hilary  Hsu.  Since  the  article 
came  out,  several  people  have 
sent  me  copies  of  letters  and 
memos  authored  by  Riordan  in 
the  past  year  or  so.  One  person 
sent  a  letter  that,  he  said, 
“makes  the  press  release  you 
published  sound  like  John 
Milton.”  Although  1  wouldn’t 
go  quite  that  far,  some  of  the 
new  round  of  correspondence 
does  indeed  make  Riordan’s 
press  release  seem  polished  by 
comparison. 

My  favorite  is  a  Jan.  4,  1985 
letter  from  Riordan  to  Hsu 
regarding  Community  College 
classes  at  the  county  jail. 


“I  have  in  hand  the  letter  from 
your  Sheriff  of  December  17 
regarding  our  classes  at  the  jail,” 
the  letter  begins.  “Preliminarily 
I  don’t  understand  his  argument 
[sic]  we  should  make  educational 
decisions  with  our  resources 
because  it  brings  publicity  nor 
that  summer  classes  be  retained 
there  advising  they  should  be  cut 
out  elsewhere.  ...  I  join  the 
Sheriff  regarding  the  value  of 
education  in  our  community. 
Our  mission  is  to  the  entire  com¬ 
munity.  Of  course,  I  don’t  write 
this  encouraging  the  Sheriff  to 
lobby  me  in  any  sense  in  that  is 
an  administrative  decision  to  be 
made  soundly  by  your  opera¬ 
tion.” 

But  to  be  fair,  Riordan  seems 
to  have  taken  the  criticism  well. 
He  wrote  to  me  to  say  he  is 
changing  his  ways.  “I  want  you 
to  take  me  seriously,  and  to  this 
end  have  consulted  The 
Elements  of  Style,  ”  his  May  30th 
letter  states.  “1  will  correct  the 
grammar  and  contact  you  in  the 
hope  you  will  help  correct  the 
Chancellor.” 

Former  Sup.  John  Bardis, 

who  has  been  carrying  on  a  one- 
man  crusade  to  demand  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  enact  the 
Housing  Element  of  the  Master 
Plan  before  they  consider  the 
Downtown  Plan,  is  looking  for 
supporters  to  form  a  new 
organization  around  the  issue.

The  handbill  terrorists: 
Now,  here’s  one  for  the  civil 
liberties  textbooks.  According  to 
the  May  30th  SF  Examiner, 
police  arrested  two  women  early 
that  morning  in  the  Financial 
District,  charged  them  with 
“posting  handbills  without  a 
permit”  and  locked  them  in  jail 
in  lieu  of  $500  bail. 

A  bit  stiff  for  an  activity  one 
could  certainly  argue  is  a 
harmless  expression  of  one’s 
first  amendment  rights  ...  but 
then,  the  “handbills”  in  ques¬ 
tion  were  the  only  link 
authorities  had  to  the  mysterious 
group  that  planted  some  20  sym¬ 
bolic  “mines”  in  San  Francisco 
Bay  hours  earlier.  The  mines 
were  plastic  balloons  painted 
black,  but  they  looked  enough 
like  the  real  thing  to  scare  the 
captain  of  a  Golden  Gate  Ferry 
boat  and  delay  an  early  morning 
commuter  run  to  Sausalito  for 
ten  minutes.  According  to  the 
Ex,  “boats  from  the  Coast 
Guard  and  Navy  and  numerous 
police  cars  responded.” 

There  was  much  consterna¬ 
tion  and  embarrassment  all 
around  when  the  true  nature  of 
the  black  devices  came  to  light. 


When  police  found  two  women 
posting  orange  and  black  signs 
that  warned  “The  Port  of  San 
Francisco  has  been  mined,”  it 
appeared  the  culprits  might  be  in 
hand. 

The  women  told  police  they 
hadn’t  participated  in  the  action 
and  were  simply  putting  up 
posters  that  an  unknown  person 
had  left  for  them.  Which  was 
probably  true:  An  anonymous 
person  contacted  me  the  day 
before  to  let  me  know  what  was 
going  to  occur,  and  he  made  it 
quite  clear  that  this  whole  thing 
was  being  done  with  as  much 
care  as  possible  to  prevent  any  of 
the  “miners”  from  having  any 
direct  connection  with  the  press, 
the  public  or  the  people  who 
publicized  the  action  and  put  up 
posters. 

Officer  Cam  Lucas  of  the 
SFPD’s  Public  Affairs  Depart¬ 
ment  told  me  the  charge  —  a 
violation  of  section  675  (b)  of  the 
Municipal  Police  Code  —  is  con¬ 
sidered  an  infraction  on  first  of¬ 
fense,  and  almost  never  results  in 
arrest.  “There’s  some  way, 
though,  that  it  can  become  a 
misdemeanor,”  she  said. 

So  perhaps  all  the  pre- 
demonstration  paranoia  was 
justified.  The  cops  clearly  decid¬ 
ed  to  hold  these  women  in  the 
hopes  of  getting  more  details 
from  them  about  any  “co¬ 
conspirators.” 

The  idea  of  the  action  was  to 
make  people  understand  the 
brutal  effect  the  Reagan  ad¬ 
ministration  has  had  on  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Nicaragua,  where  the 
mines  are  very  real.  If  the 
response  of  loci  authorities  so 
far  is  any  indication,  the 
demonstrators  also  helped  re¬ 
mind  us  all  that  the  right  to 
peaceful  dissent  and  free  expres¬ 
sion  is  becoming  more  tenuous 
every  day  —  right  here  at  home.

Some  of  the  most  intense  lobbying,  however,  has 
been  done  directly  by  long-time  Alioto  political  allies, 
including  Johnson,  Feinstein  and  Maher,  as  well  as 
three  loyal  members  of  the  board,  Ben  Tom,  Dick  Cer- 
batos  and  Sodonia  Wilson. 

Powerful  support 

Interviews  with  board  members,  city  officials,  jour¬ 
nalists  and  others  close  to  the  situation  reveal  that 
Alioto’s  supporters  have  employed  a  wide  range  of  tac¬ 
tics  to  undercut  the  possibility  of  a  contract  buy-out. 
For  example: 

•  Maher,  who  was  president  of  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  for  two  terms  and  has  remained  a  staunch  Alioto 
loyalist,  has  told  at  least  two  board  members  that  if 
Alioto  is  fired,  he  will  introduce  legislation  to  abolish 
the  elected  Board  of  Education  and  replace  it  with  a 
panel  appointed  by  the  mayor. 

•  Feinstein,  also  known  as  an  ally  of  the  superinten¬ 
dent,  has  asked  for  private  meetings  with  several  board 
members  —  an  unusual  step  since  Feinstein  has  no  for¬ 
mal  jurisdiction  over  the  Unified  School  District.  Ac-  ; 
cording  to  participants,  the  mayor  complained  that 
what  she  called  “squabbling”  over  the 
superintendent’s  job  has  hurt  the  city’s  image.  The  ' 
mayor  said  she  may  join  Maher  in  calling  for  a  switch  = 
from  an  elected  to  an  appointed  school  board. 

•  Johnson,  another  longtime  Alioto  supporter,  in¬ 
structed  a  reporter  at  his  paper,  Dan  Borsuk,  to  call  , 
JoAnne  Miller’s  husband  Mike  to  ask  him  whether  he  1 
belonged  to  any  Communist  organizations.  Also,  in  an 
editorial  May  29th,  Johnson  accused  board  members 
Myra  Kopf  and  Libby  Denebeim  of  leaking  a  private 
management  audit  report  to  the  press  purely  to  embar¬ 
rass  Alioto. 

•  Alioto’s  three  staunchest  allies  on  the  board,  Tom,  ‘ 
Cerbatos  and  Wilson,  called  a  joint  press  conference 
May  22nd  to  accuse  their  colleagues  of  destructive 
bickering  and  political  maneuvering  and  to  ask  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  Bill  Honig  to  in¬ 
tervene  in  “resolving  governance  problems”  in  the 
district. 

Obscuring  the  issue 

The  result  of  all  this,  says  JoAnne  Miller,  has  been  to 
obscure  the  real  issue  at  hand.  “What  we’re  asking  is 
whether  the  elected  representatives  of  the  San  Francisco 
citizens  should  run  the  schools,  or  whether  they  should 
hand  over  the  job  to  an  employee  who  they  can’t  con¬ 
trol.  It’s  not  a  personality  question,  it’s  a  matter  of  who 
is  in  charge.” 

She  added:  “The  board  that  hired  Alioto  was  a  very 
different  board,  much  more  conservative  than  the  pre¬ 
sent  board.  It’s  our  responsibility  to  represent  our  con¬ 
stituents,  and  I  think  they’ve  made  clear  they  want  to  , 
see  some  changes.” 

Alioto  has  been  feuding  with  various  political  groups 
and  individuals  in  the  city  for  most  of  his  ten-year 
career.  His  personnel  policies  angered  the  American 
Federation  of  Teachers  and  his  affirmative  action  and 
integration  plans  have  drawn  fire  from  parents, 
students,  administrators  and  staff. 

For  most  of  his  career,  however,  he  has  enjoyed  the 
unwavering  support  of  a  majority  on  the  elected  board. 
However,  with  the  election  of  Miller  in  November 
1984,  the  balance  of  power  has  shifted.  Kopf  and 
Denebeim,  long-time  foes  of  Alioto,  have  found  a 
strong  ally  in  Miller,  who  is  now  the  only  board 
member  with  children  in  the  city’s  schools.  Rosario 
Anaya,  though  less  vocal  than  Denebeim  and  Kopf,  has 
also  been  a  frequent  Alioto  critic,  although  she  has  kept 
a  low  profile  on  the  issue  of  terminating  his  contract 
(see  “Fear  and  Trembling  in  the  SF  School  District,” 
March  20,  1985). 

Pressure  building 

The  pressure  from  Alioto’s  critics  has  picked  up  in 
recent  weeks,  as  the  deadline  came  and  passed  for  his 
response  to  the  job  evaluation  report.  Alioto  refused  to 
answer  the  complaints  on  the  grounds  that  Miller  could 
not  adequately  evaluate  his  performance  after  so  short 
a  period  on  the  board.  But  after  meeting  with  Miller,  he 
agreed  last  month  to  present  a  formal  response  to  those 
criticisms  he  thinks  have  any  merit  and  to  explain  in 
writing  why  he  thinks  the  remaining  criticism  is  invalid. 

Commissioner  Tom  told  the  Bay  Guardian  he  “as¬ 
sumes”  there  have  been  some  efforts  to  lobby  board

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members  on  both  sides  of  the  issue.  “Personally, 
though,  I  haven’t  been  involved,”  he  said.  “And  I’m 
not  sure  anything  is  coming  directly  from  the  super¬ 
intendent.”  However,  he  acknowledged  that  Alioto 
has  never  backed  away  from  political  battles,  and  is 
probably  not  standing  around  waiting  for  his  foes  to 
act.  “I  assume  that,  like  anyone  else  in  his  position,  the 
superintendent  is  Fighting  back,”  Tom  said. 

Alioto  did  not  return  repeated  Bay  Guardian  phone 
calls  to  his  office. 

Maher’s  hardball 

Some  of  the  strongest  political  hardball  has  come 
from  Maher.  Mike  Miller,  a  San  Francisco  lawyer,  told 
the  Bay  Guardian  that  the  pressure  from  Maher  began 
the  day  his  wife  won  her  seat  on  the  board. 

“He  just  stopped  by  my  office  for  a  chat  election 
day,”  Miller  recalled.  “That  was  unusual  already  — 
Bill  Maher  had  never  stopped  by  to  chat  with  me 
before.”  However,  Miller  said,  the  supervisor  had 
more  than  small  talk  on  his  mind. 

“He  told  me  straight  out:  If  JoAnne  made  a  serious 
move  to  get  rid  of  Alioto,  there  would  be  a  campaign  to 
recall  her  from  office.”  Since  that  first  meeting,  the  at¬ 
torney  added,  Maher  has  called  several  times  to  discuss 
board  politics. 

Maher  acknowledged  visiting  Mike  Miller’s  office 
the  day  of  the  1984  election,  but  flatly  denied  ever  hav¬ 
ing  threatened  a  recall.  “I  never  said  anything  like 
that,”  Maher  told  the  Bay  Guardian.  “I  congratulated 
Mr.  Miller  on  his  wife’s  apparent  victory,  and  said  that 
if  she  hadn’t  won,  I  would  have  helped  her  try  again  in 
two  years.  That’s  all  I  said.” 

However,  Maher  confirmed  that  in  the  past  two 
weeks  he  told  several  people,  including  JoAnne  Miller, 
that  he  would  move  to  make  the  school  board  an  ap¬ 
pointed  commission  if  Alioto  was  fired. 

“I  am  terribly  concerned  about  the  future  of  the 
schools,”  Maher  said.  “I’m  unhappy  with  this  squab¬ 
bling,  and  I  think  it  will  be  damaging  to  the  children.  I 
think  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  ought  to 
grow  up  and  learn  to  get  along  with  each  other. 

“It’s  clear  that  I  don’t  think  the  superintendent 
should  be  fired,”  Maher  continued.  “If  that’s  what 
they  do,  I’m  saying  they  better  expect  us  to  bang  them 
back  politically.” 

Maher  told  the  Bay  Guardian  he  would  find  it  “un¬ 
conscionable”  to  terminate  Alioto’s  contract  before  it 
expires.  If  that  occurs,  he  said,  he  would  consider  spon¬ 
soring  a  charter  amendment  that  would  give  the  mayor 
authority  to  appoint  the  Board  of  Education.  “And 
yes,  it  will  make  me  less  likely  to  vote  for  projects  that 
involve  giving  money  to  the  school  district,”  he  said. 

Maher  denied  that  he  is  acting  as  a  lobbyist  for 
Alioto.  “That’s  ridiculous,”  he  said.  “I  have  retained  a 
significant  interest  in  the  future  of  the  schools.  That’s 

all  there  is  to  it.” 
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The  mayor’s  warning 

Feinstein  has  also  warned  board  members  of  poten¬ 
tial  political  fallout  from  their  effort  to  fire  Alioto  — 
fallout  that  could  include  her  support  for  Maher’s 
charter  amendment.  Her  comments  came  in  the  course 
of  an  hour-long  meeting  May  30th  with  JoAnne  Miller 
and  Cerbatos,  both  of  whom  confirmed  the  substance 
of  the  discussion  to  the  Bay  Guardian. 

“She  said  the  school  district  is  getting  an  image  of  in¬ 
stability  and  chaos,”  Cerbatos  explained.  “She  said  if 
we  don’t  cut  it  out,  one  of  the  things  she’s  considering  is 
a  charter  change  for  an  appointed  board.” 

Reached  by  telephone  June  4th,  Feinstein  confirmed 
that  she  had  discussed  a  possible  charter  amendment 
with  board  members.  “The  nature  of  my  discussion 
wasfl’t  threatening,”  she  told  the  Bay  Guardian.  “I 
support  the  superintendent,  but  if  the  board  wants  to 
fire  him,  they  certainly  have  the  authority  to  do  so.  I 
simply  want  to  bring  peace.” 

The  Progress  and  the  red  menace 

Shortly  after  Alioto  met  with  Johnson  of  the  Pro¬ 
gress,  newspaper  staffers  began  to  investigate  six-month- 
old  allegations  that  Miller’s  husband  is  a  Communist. 

According  to  Progress  reporter  Borsuk,  Alioto  met 
with  Johnson  in  May.  A  few  days  after  the  meeting, 
Borsuk  said,  orders  came  “from  Johnson  or  someone 
higher  up”  for  him  to  investigate  Mike  Miller’s 
political  affiliations. 

“There  are  certain  people  in  the  Alioto  camp  who 
have  dropped  stuff  [about  Mr.  Miller]  in  our  laps.  I 
called  and  asked  him  about  it;  in  my  opinion,  there’s 
.  nothing  to  it,  but  the  publisher  asked  me  to  do  it.” 


Jo  Anne  Miller:  The  school  board’s  Junior  member  Is  under 
heavy  pressure  from  allies  of  Superintendent  Alloto. 

Mike  Miller  confirmed  that  he  had  fielded  a  call  from 
Borsuk.  “He  asked  if  I  controlled  JoAnne’s  opinions, 
and  if  I  belonged  to  any  Communist  Party  groups  or 
socialist  groups.  I  told  him  I  didn’t  and  nothing  ever 
came  of  it,”  Miller  told  the  Bay  Guardian. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  Miller  has  been  the  brunt  of 
red-baiting  apparently  aimed  at  his  wife.  During  last 
fall’s  campaign,  the  Chronicle  published  a  story  men¬ 
tioning  allegations  about  Mike  Miller’s  political  affilia¬ 
tions,  but  the  matter  never  became  a  serious  issue. 

‘Red-baiting  Ineffective’ 

Tom  said  he  was  surprised  to  hear  that  anyone  had 
picked  up  these  efforts  again.  “In  San  Francisco,  I 
don’t  think  it  will  be  effective,”  he  said. 

Tom  also  denied  the  superintendent  had  asked  him  to 
call  or  join  in  the  May  22nd  press  conference.  “The 
three  of  us  just  decided  to  do  it,”  he  said.  “We  felt  that 
Kopf  and  Denebeim  were  leaking  a  confidential  report 
to  the  press,  and  using  it  as  a  political  tool.  We  wanted 
to  make  our  position  clear.” 

Alioto’s  backers  aren’t  the  only  ones  lobbying  for 
public  support.  Kopf  and  Denebeim  said  they  had 
visited  the  Chronicle  and  Progress  in  the  past  two  weeks 
in  an  effort  to  tell  their  side  of  the  story.  And  orange 
bumper  stickers  urging  San  Franciscans  to  “Dump  Dr. 
Alioto”  have  appeared  around  the  city. 

Meanwhile,  the  superintendent  has  suddenly  an¬ 
nounced  he’s  embarking  on  several  popular  new  pro¬ 
jects  —  the  fine  arts  high  school,  for  example  —  that 
have  foundered  in  the  bureacratic  mire  for  months. 

According  to  one  source  familiar  with  Alioto,  the 
superintendent  doesn’t  expect  to  continue  in  his  job  for 
another  decade.  He’d  be  content,  explained  the  source, 
who  asked  not  to  be  named,  if  the  board  would  extend 
his  contract  until  1988,  when  he  will  turn  55  and 
become  eligible  for  retirement  benefits. 

Alioto  ’not  the  Issue’ 

Anaya,  who  could  be  the  swing  vote,  has  said  little  in 
public  about  her  intentions  arid  did  not  return  Bay 
Guardian  telephone  calls.  However,  she,  like  Miller, 
Kopf  and  Denebeim,  has  said  for  years  that  the  district 
needs  sweeping  changes  in  educational  policy.  The 
superintendent  himself  is  not  the  issue,  they  say,  but  so 
far  he  has  stymied  nearly  every  new  initiative.  Unless  he 
convinces  Anaya  he  is  ready  to  bow  to  the  will  of  the 
board,  it  may  be  hard  to  swing  her  into  his  camp. 

Tom  agreed  that  all  of  the  politics  generated  around 
the  superintendent  were  confusing  a  deeper  issue:  con¬ 
trol  of  the  city’s  school  district  and  the  power  of  the 
superintendent. 

“The  superintendent  is  the  chief  administrative  of¬ 
ficer  of  the  school  district,”  he  said.  “Boards  come  and 
go,  but  superintendents  have  a  different  role.  He  may 
be  an  employee,  but  he’s  also  a  leader.” 

Jo  Anne  Miller  disagreed.  “For  years,  Bob  Alioto 
made  policy  for  the  schools,  and  the  board  rubber- 
stamped  everything  he  wanted.  Nobody  voted  for 
Alioto,  and  he  shouldn’t  be  making  policy  for  the 
schools.  The  board  should  set  policy  —  out  in  the  open, 
in  public  meetings  —  and  direct  the  superintendent  to 
carry  it  out.” 

Tom  denied  rubber-stamping  Alioto’s  decisions.  “It 
doesn’t  work  that  way,”  he  said.  “If  I  have  a  disagree¬ 
ment  with  him,  I  go  and  talk  to  him,  and  we  work  it  out 
in  private.  When  the  program  comes  before  the  board, 

I  don’t  have  to  argue  about  it  —  everything  has  been 
worked  out  beforehand.”  ■

This  is  the  most  complex 
campaign  I’ve  ever  been  in¬ 
volved  in,  and  one  of  the 
most  complex  that  has  ever 
been  waged  anywhere.  There 
has  never  been  an  election  in¬ 
volving  millions  of  dollars  on 
both  sides  when  the  office  at 
stake  was  chief  justice,  and 
the  voters  were  being  asked 
to  confirm  or  deny.  This  is  a 
situation  in  which  a  can¬ 
didate  cannot  address  the 
issues  because  the  canons  of 
judicial  ethics  prevent  her 
from  speaking  about  any 
decision  she’s  been  involved 
in.  She  has  to  put  her  opinion 
in  writing,  and  that’s  it. 
There’s  no  opponent.  It’s  an 
intense  campaign  18  months 
before  the  election.  And  this 
is  a  woman  whose  name  is 
known  to  approximately 
60%  of  the  voters  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  but  whose  person  and 
personality  are  unknown. 
She’s  an  abstraction  to  most 
people. 

Surrogates 

Will  you  use  her  in  com¬ 
mercials?  Is  it  important  to 
humanize  her? 

I  don’t  know  that  it’s 
essential  to  humanize  her. 
I’m  not  going  to  evaluate  the 
research  data  with  precon¬ 
ceived  notions.  This  is  a  can¬ 
didate  who  occupies  an  office 
that  I  think  most  people  feel 
would  be  demeaned  by  cam¬ 
paigning  to  retain  that  office. 
So  we  may  not  have  use  of 
the  candidate.  It  may  all  have 
to  be  done  with  surrogates 
and  third  parties.  ...  We 
have  one  major  advantage  — 
truth.  A  second  advantage  is 
time.  Because  the  opposition 
has  gained  the  public’s  atten¬ 
tion  so  far  in  advance  of  the 
election  we  have  time  to 
communicate  the  truth. 

Can  this  election  help  but 
be  partisan?  You  say  that 
there’s  no  opponent,  but 
there  is  —  the  Deukmejian 
appointees  who  will  fill  the 
vacuum  a  no-confirmation 
vote  would  create. 

The  opponent  is  also  the 
four  campaign  committees 
against  her.  The  opponent  is 
the  governor,  the  opponents 
are  scattered  all  over  the 
place.  But  we’ve  got  to  turn 
that  into  an  advantage  by 


dividing  the  opposition  so 
that  their  campaign  isn’t 
speaking  with  one  voice,  but 
with  many  voices.  And  I 
think  there  are  divisions  on 
the  other  side  we  can  exploit. 
For  example,  one  of  the  com¬ 
mittees,  Bob  Dannemeyer’s 
committee,  has  engaged  in 
more  virulent  attacks  than 
other  committees.  He’s  a 
potential  candidate  in  the 
crowded  Republican  Senate 
primary  in  1986.  He  set  up 
the  California  Bird  Watchers 
to  further  his  own  senate  am¬ 
bitions. 

Well,  one  of  his  likely  op¬ 
ponents  in  the  primary  is 
State  Sen.  Ed  Davis,  who  is 
affiliated  with  Jarvis  and 
Gann  and  the  Committee  to 
Defeat  Rose  Bird.  So  Davis 
and  Dannemeyer  have  to 
work  together  on  the  Bird 
campaign,  but  they’re  work¬ 
ing  against  each  other  in  the 
Senate  primary.  I  think  we 
can  do  something  with  that. 

Bill  Roberts,  who  manages 
the  so-called  Crime  Victims 
for  Court  Reform,  was  Ron¬ 
ald  Reagan’s  and  George 
Deukmejian’s  campaign 
manager.  Now  Deukmejian 
is  trying  to  distance  himself 
from  some  of  the  excesses  of 
the  campaign  against  Bird, 
but  his  former  campaign 
manager  is  running  one  of 
the  organizations  responsible 
for  the  excesses.  There  are 
seven  crime  victims  in  Crime 
Victims  for  Court  Reform, 
and  Bill  Roberts  tries  to  con¬ 
vince  the  public  that  the 
defendants  in  each  of  the 
seven  cases  got  light  sen¬ 
tences  because  the  Supreme 
Court  coddles  criminals.  But 
six  of  the  seven  cases  never 
reached  the  Supreme  Court. 

Targeting 

Roberts  said  you  make 
Tom  Hayden  look  like  a 
right-wing  .  .  .  fascist.  Do 
you  think  there  will  be  much 
attention  paid  to  your  pol¬ 
itics? 

( Laughing )  There’s  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  a  “no  com¬ 
ment.”  Well,  Roberts  has  said 
he’s  going  to  target  me  and 
some  of  my  political  involve¬ 
ments.  I  don’t  think  it  will 
work,  that  the  public  really 
cares  what  my  politics  are.  I’m 
sure  he’ll  use  the  campaign  we 
did  against  Contra  funding. 
I’m  not  going  to  deny  this;  I’m 


proud  of  it.  I  think  it  was  a 
mainstream  position  to  be 
against  Contra  funding. 

Why  has  the  left  been  am* 
bivalent  about  television? 

I  think  because  it’s  am¬ 
bivalent  about  electoral  pol¬ 
itics.  People  enter  the  elec¬ 
toral  arena,  but  aren’t  sure 
they  want  to  play  by  the 
rules.  The  bottom  line  is  win¬ 
ning,  getting  all  the  votes  you 
can.  And  television  takes 
money,  but  the  left  has  a  hard 
time  seeing  fund  raising  as 
legitimate  political  work. 

Plus,  television  is  basically 
manipulative.  The  left  wants 
to  use  TV  to  communicate 
rational,  logical  arguments 
and  information.  But  people 
use  TV  for  entertainment 
and  diversion,  not  ennoble¬ 
ment  and  education.  So  mak¬ 
ing  effective  political  adver¬ 
tising  is  like  making  a  movie. 
It’s  also  like  guerrilla  war¬ 
fare.  I’m  usually  with  the 
candidate  that  has  fewer  re¬ 
sources.  So  I  think  you  focus 
your  limited  strength  on  your 
opponent’s  weakest  point. 
And  you  place  educating  the 
electorate  in  second  place  to 
getting  votes  —  if  you’re  in  it 
to  win. 

The  way  to  win  isn’t  al¬ 
ways  by  taking  the  high  road. 
Sometimes  it’s  by  taking  the 
low  road.  There  are  times 
when  you’re  working  for 
candidates  that  people  just 
aren’t  interested  in  —  they’re 
running  for  offices  people 
just  don’t  think  are  impor¬ 
tant.  State  assembly,  for  in¬ 
stance.  But  you  want  to  win, 
and  you’re  not  going  to  win 
by  educating  people  about 
the  state  assembly,  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  forces  in  it,  and  how 
your  candidate  is  going  to  af¬ 
fect  the  balance  of  forces. 
That’s  too  big  a  story  for 
people  to  swallow  between 
now  and  election  day. 

Hopeless  causes 

Is  it  ever  worth  it  to  run  a 
campaign  you  absolutely 
can’t  win,  just  for  the  sake  of 
raising  issues? 

Well,  Barry  Commoner’s 
race  .  .  .  but  even  there  the 
game  was  maximizing  the 
vote  because  we  wanted  to 
get  5%  for  federal  matching 
funds.  .  .  .  I  think  some  pro¬ 
position  campaigns  are 
worth  it.  The  Tax  Big  Oil  in¬ 
itiative  in  June  1980  was 


something  we  knew  we  were 
going  to  lose,  but  there  were 
good  reasons  to  be  in  it. 
There  was  an  opportunity  to 
raise  a  question  about  what 
the  oil  companies  are  entitled 
to  versus  what  the  public  is 
entitled  to. 

Why  couldn’t  it  be  won? 

Because  the  oil  companies 
spent  about  $47.5  million 
and  we  spent  $300,000. 
When  you  get  into  an  argu¬ 
ment  involving  complex 
issues  with  an  opponent  that 
has  that  kind  of  financial  ad¬ 
vantage,  you  can’t  win.  So, 
you  rarely  win.  Now  on  the 
same  ballot  on  the  same  day 
was  Prop.  10,  paid  for  by  the 
real  estate  interests,  which 
would  have  wiped  out  all 
locally  passed  rent  control 
ordinances.  That  was  a  cam¬ 
paign  from  my  point  of  view 
that  had  to  be  won.  A  lot  of 
people  in  the  campaign  want¬ 
ed  to  educate  the  voters 
about  the  virtues  of  rent  con¬ 
trol,  about  power  relation¬ 
ships  between  tenants  and 
landlords. 

But  we  didn’t  want  to  do 
that.  We  developed  an  entire¬ 
ly  different  strategy  accusing 
the  landlords  and  other  peo¬ 
ple  sponsoring  the  initiative 
of  fraud  for  pretending  to  be 
on  the  side  of  tenants.  We 
didn’t  want  to  raise  the  rent 
control  issue  at  all.  You  can’t 
win  a  complicated  argument 
with  someone  when  they 
have  millions  of  dollars  to 
spend  and  you  don’t.  They’ll 
trick  the  public  into  believing 
their  point  of  view  and  they’ll 
be  able  to  get  away  with  it  be¬ 
cause  of  their  financial  ad¬ 
vantage.  So  we  had  to  devel¬ 
op  another  argument  —  in 
this  instance,  fraud  —  which 
was  very  easy  to  commun¬ 
icate  and  very  credible. 

So  you  think  the  decisive 
margin  of  people  were  voting 
about  fraud,  and  not  rent 
control? 

Yes.  If  I’d  thought  there 
was  no  way  to  win  that  cam¬ 
paign,  I  would  have  done 
something  that  educated 
people  about  rent  control 
and  what  it  does.  But  we 
thought  it  could  be  won,  and 
winning  it  could  make  an 
enormous  difference  to  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  renters 
in  California.  We  considered 
that  priority  more  important

than  doing  the  questionable 
amount  of  education  about 
rent  control  that  could  have 
been  done  in  this  one  cam¬ 
paign.  But  here  were  two 
campaigns  on  the  ballot  at 
the  same  time,  but  with  very 
different  considerations  on 
this  question  of  education 
versus  winning.  And  the  fin¬ 
ancial  imbalance  was  almost 
the  same  in  both  cases  —  the 
landlords  outspent  us  $5 
million  to  $162,000  on  Prop. 
10. 

Offense/defense 

So  money  wasn’t  the  only 
factor  in  the  Tax  Big  Oil  loss? 

I  think  it  was.  It’s  much 
easier  to  be  on  the  No  side  of 
an  initiative  than  the  Yes. 
Voters  are  skeptical  about 
anything  having  to  do  with 
government.  And  when 
you’re  on  the  Yes  side,  you 
have  to  be  able  to  defend 
yourself  against  any  con¬ 
ceivable  attack  —  it  has  to  be 
a  perfect  proposition.  If  the 
public  can  be  convinced 
there’s  one  flaw,  they’ll  vote 
No.  So  on  the  No  side  all  you 
have  to  do  is  find  one  little 
clause  that  doesn’t  sound 
good  and  you  can  torpedo 
the  whole  thing. 

In  the  Big  Oil  campaign, 
they  argued  that  if  you  in¬ 
crease  taxes  on  oil  com¬ 
panies,  we’re  going  to  in¬ 
crease  the  price  of  gasoline. 
They  couldn’t  really  do  that: 
there  is  federal  legislation 
against  pass-along  price  in¬ 
creases,  and  we  had  written 
into  the  proposition  that  they 
couldn’t  increase  the  price  of 
gasoline  to  pay  the  tax.  But 
with  $7.5  million  you  can  say 
it  enough  times  to  get  people 
to  believe  it.,So  we  lost. 

But  isn’t  the  left  always  go¬ 
ing  to  be  at  the  kind  of  finan¬ 
cial  disadvantage,  and 
doesn’t  television  worsen  it? 

The  first  statement  is  cor¬ 
rect,  the  second  is  not.  It’s 
true  that  liberals  and  pro¬ 
gressives  will  always  be  on  the 


underfunded  side,  because 
corporations  and  the  eco¬ 
nomic  powers  on  the  other 
side  have  more  money.  But  I 
think  television  is  a  better 
arena  in  which  to  deal  with 
that  inequality  than  other 
forms  of  campaigning.  For 
one  thing,  television  stations 
don’t  like  to  sell  political 
advertising,  because  they 
have  to  sell  it  at  a  lower  rate 
than  commercials.  So  they 
limit  the  number  of  com¬ 
mercials  they’ll  sell. 

I’d  rather  be  fighting  with 
a  better-funded  opponent  on 
television  than  I  would  in 
newspaper  ads  or  direct  mail, 
where  there  are  no  limits. 
Secondly,  the  effectiveness 
of  a  television  campaign 
depends  on  number  of  rep¬ 
etitions,  and  how  good  your 
commercial  is.  So  even 
though  your  opponent  can 
buy  many  more  repetitions 
than  you  can,  if  you’re 
smart,  if  you’re  good,  if  you 
know  how  to  use  television, 
you  can  overcome  that  ad¬ 
vantage  by  making  better 
commercials  that  have  a 
powerful  message. 

Discovering  TV 

You’ve  been  crusading  for 
television’s  political  uses  for 
almost  ten  years,  with  increa¬ 
sing  success.  It  seems  Ronald 
Reagan  has  helped  your 
cause.  What  are  the  most  en¬ 
couraging  signs  that  the  left 
has  lost  its  fear  of  TV  and  is 
starting  to  use  it  to  advan¬ 
tage? 

Well,  there  was  the  mas¬ 
sive  campaign  before  and 
after  The  Day  After.  It  was 
very  sophisticated.  A  pub¬ 
licist  was  hired  three  months 
before  the  airing  to  begin 
building  grassroots  support 
around  the  country.  Disar¬ 
mament  groups  got  together 
and  created  a  commercial 
spot  and  ran  it  nationwide 
with  an  800  number,  asking 
people  to  call  if  they  were 
moved  by  what  they  saw  and 
wanted  to  get  involved.  Back

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in  ’82,  Phil  Stern  asked  us  to 
put  together  a  commercial  on 
the  nuclear  freeze  to  be 
adapted  for  use  in  various 
senate  races  and  congres¬ 
sional  district*.  That  was  a 
very  sophisticated  effort.  In 
’84,  the  Peace  Media  cam¬ 
paign  spent  over  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars  preparing 
and  running  ads  on  nuclear 
disarmament  in  key  senate 
and  congressional  cam¬ 
paigns.  I  got  a  call  this  morn¬ 
ing  from  the  Children’s 
Defense  Fund.  They’re  in¬ 
terested  in  going  on  televi¬ 
sion.  I  was  approached  re¬ 
cently  by  the  Sierra  Club, 
they  want  to  take  a  tele¬ 
marketing  approach  to 
building  their  membership. 
People  for  the  American 
Way  has  used  it  all,  with  hour 
shows,  half-hour  shows  and 
60-second  spots. 

How  is  that  kind  of  TV  dif¬ 
ferent  from  promoting  can¬ 
didates?  You’re  emphatic 
that  in  a  political  campaign 
the  bottom  line  of  advertising 
is  getting  votes,  not  edu¬ 
cating  about  issues.  But  in 
promoting  a  cause,  don’t  you 
have  to  do  some  education? 

I  don’t  think  so.  I  think  the 
information  and  education 
follows  the  television  com¬ 
mercial,  it  isn’t  in  it.  The 
commercial  has  to  dem¬ 
onstrate  a  problem,  and  hold 
out  the  possibility  of  a  solu¬ 
tion.  You  only  have  a  min¬ 
ute,  or  a  half-minute.  The 
purpose  is  only  to  make  some¬ 
one  call  the  800  number  or 
write  to  the  post  office  box. 
It’s  what  happens  sub- 
—  sequent  to  that  that’s  educa¬ 
tional.  Television  isn’t  the 
whole  effort,  neither  is  or¬ 
ganizing  the  whole  effort. 
One  leads  to  the  other. 

Television  is  meaningless 
unless  if’s  followed  up  by 
education  and  organizing.  If 
you  can  get  on  television  for  a 
half-hour,  you  can  do  a  lot  of 
education.  That  was  done  by 
the  Center  for  Defense  Infor¬ 
mation.  They  made  a  half- 
hour  program,  bought  air 
time,  and  into  their  film  they 
put  three  or  four  fund-raising 
messages,  instead  of  com¬ 
mercials.  They  got  enough 
money  back  from  the  fund¬ 
raising  pitches  to  pay  for  the 
air  time.  So  they  borrowed 
money  to  get  on  the  air  in  a 
larger  market,  and  again  they 
got  enough  money  back  to 
pay  for  the  commercial. 
Eventually  they  showed  that 
half-hour  film  in  200  cities 
across  the  United  States,  and 
it  didn’t  cost  them  a  dime. 

We’re  trying  to  do  the 
same  thing  with  Central 
America.  Nick  Allen  and  the 
Central  America  Television 
Organizing  Project  in  San 
Francisco  have  made  a  half- 
hour  program  they  want  to 
broadcast  in  the  same  way. 
[Editor’s  Note:  See  Bay 
Guardian  After  Dark, 
5/29/85.]  In  a  half-hour,  you 
can  educate  people.  In  a 
minute,  you  can’t.  But  I 
think  a  lot  of  people  who  are 
sold  on  television  now  have 
gone  to  the  extreme  —  they 
look  at  the  last  election  and 
say  the  problem  wasn’t  pro¬ 
gram,  but  that  the  Dem¬ 
ocrats  didn’t  have  a  TV  can¬ 
didate.  Yeah,  that’s 
nonsense. 

I’ve  heard  very  high-level 
people  in  the  Democratic 
Party  talk  about  running 
Robert  Redford  for  presi¬ 
dent,  or  somehow  firiding  a 
really  “telegenic”  candidate. 

I  don’t  think  that’s  the  lesson

Bangladesh  blues,  again

■  ’ve  been  10,000  miles  in  the  mouth  of 
a  graveyard  .  .  .  ” 

—  Bob  Dylan 

I’m  sony,  but  I  couldn’t  resist.  When  Ted 
Koppel  signed  off  Monday  night,  May  28th, 
looking  almost  as  frustrated  as  I  felt,  I  strolled 
over  to  the  record  player  and  dug  out  the 
dusty  old  classic  in  the  orange  box  —  the  one 
with  the  starving  kid  on  the  cover.  Side  five. 

It  was  too  perverse  for  words:  George  Har¬ 
rison  introduces  “our  friend  Mr.  Bob 
Dylan,”  who  leads  off  his  part  of  the  Concert 
for  Bangladesh  by  reminding  us  once  again 
that  A  Hard  Rain’s  a  Gonna  Fall. 

That’s  not  funny,  that’s  sick.  Famine  relief 
is  serious  business,  and  along  the  southern 
coast  of  the  Ganges  River,  hard  rain  is 
nothing  to  laugh  about.  But  hey:  What  can  I 
tell  you?  It’s  benefit  concert  time  again  in 
Bangladesh,  and  if  Monday’s  Nightline  was 
any  indication,  we’ll  be  hearing  this  song 
again  before  too  long. 

I  repeated  the  song,  turning  the  volume 
way  up.  What  the  hell,  wake  up  the 
neighbors.  We’ve  got  40,000  people  dead  or 
missing  in  the  past  48  hours,  and  nobody 
seems  terribly  surprised.  Bangladesh?  Oh 
yeah  —  that’s  where  all  the  people  starved  to 
death  15  years  ago.  It’s  happening  again, 
huh?  What  do  you  know. 

It’s  a  deeply  perverse  situation,  and  even 
Ted  Koppel  couldn’t  avoid  it.  After  20 
frustrating  minutes  of  hearing  the  am¬ 
bassador  from  Bangladesh  explain  quite 
calmly  that  his  government  had  known  about 
the  impending  typhoon  at  least  24  hours  in 
advance  and  had  done  everything  it  could  to 
minimize  the  damage,  Koppel  finally  voiced 
what  most  of  us  were  thinking  and  asked  the 
ambassador  whether  a  nation  of  100  million 
people  crammed  into  a  land  area  the  size  of 
Minnesota  didn’t  see  the  death  of  40,000  im¬ 
poverished  peasants  as  a  minor  concern  —  if 
not  a  blessing  in  disguise. 

Of  course,  the  ambassador  said  that  was 
totally  absurd.  And  it  probably  was.  It  might 
very  well  have  been  true,  though,  and  Koppel 
followed  it  with  a  closing  remark  that  was 
equally  absurd  and  equally  accurate.  “Mr. 
Ambassador,”  he  said,  “Thank  you  very 
much  for  joining  us.  I’m  sorry  that  the  only 
time  we  ever  see  you  is  when  your  country  has 
been  hit  with  a  horrible  disaster.  Please  accept 
my  condolences.” 

★  ★  ★ 

Tell  me,  quick  —  What  sort  of  government 
does  Bangladesh  have?  Who’s  the  chief  of 
state?  Any  strategic  minerals  or  exports? 
Who  are  its  political  allies? 

That’s  all  right,  I  don’t  know  either.  You 
never  hear  anything  in  the  news  about 
Bangladesh  politics.  I  don’t  think  I  know 
anyone  who’s  ever  been  there. 

Ted  Koppel  has  been  covering  interna¬ 
tional  news  for  half  a  generation,  and  I’m  not 
so  sure  he  could  have  answered  those  ques¬ 
tions,  either  —  at  least,  not  in  time  for  Mon¬ 
day  night’s  show.  Along  with  the  am¬ 
bassador,  Koppel  invited  an  expert  in  hur¬ 
ricanes  and  disaster  control  from  Miami.  The 
idea  was  clear  from  the  start:  Koppel  wanted 
to  know  how  much  warning  the  Bangladesh 
government  had  of  the  storm’s  approach  — 
and  why  it  had  done  essentially  nothing  to 
protect  the  thousands  and  thousands  of 
civilians  sitting  without  shelter  directly  in  its 
path. 


I  was  curious  about  that,  too,  but  I  realized 
at  the  end  of  the  show  that  my  curiosity  was 
based  on  a  fundamental  inability  to  com¬ 
prehend  the  reality  of  life  in  southern 
Bangladesh.  Like  Ted  Koppel,  I  was  trying  to 
analyze  from  an  American  perspective  a 
situation  that  could  not  possibly  be  further 
from  anything  you  could  ever  experience 
anywhere  in  the  Western  world. 

The  hurricane  expert  was  miles  ahead  of  us. 
He’d  actually  lived  in  Bangladesh  for  a  year. 
And  he  confirmed  what  most  of  us  probably 
find  hard  to  believe.  The  disaster  was  pro¬ 
bably  unavoidable. 

The  population  of  the  Ganges  Delta  is 
almost  entirely  refugees;  most  wandered 
down  there  as  a  last  resort,  when  they  realized 
there  was  simply  no  place  else  for  them  to  go. 
Conditions  are  about  as  primitive  as  you’ll 
find  anywhere  on  earth  —  no  roads,  no 
telephone  lines,  virtually  no  navigable  water¬ 
ways  and  nothing  resembling  a  city  or  town. 
Evacuate  people?  How?  Shelter  them? 
Where?  You’d  have  to  travel  hundreds  of 
miles  to  reach  anything  that  passes  for  “high 
ground.”  The  only  way  people  survived  the 
winds  and  tidal  waves  was  by  clinging  tightly 
for  seven  or  eight  hours  to  the  thickest  palm 
trees  they  could  find. 

That’s  how  it  was  15  years  ago,  that’s  how 
it  is  today,  and  for  all  practical  purposes, 
that’s  how  it’s  going  to  be  the  next  time  a 
typhoon  roars  in  off  the  Bay  of  Bengal.

“Where  the  home  in  the  valley  meets  the 
damp  dirty  prison 

And  the  executioner’s  face  is  always  welt 
hidden  .  .  .” 

To  a  journalist,  the  situation  is  extremely 
disturbing.  By  most  standards,  the  thousands 
of  people  who  are  dead  today  never  should 
have  died  —  and  so  far,  nobody  in  the  U.S. 
news  media  has  been  able  to  make  a  convinc¬ 
ing  case  to  indict  a  guilty  party.  When 
Nightline  ended  Monday  night,  the  only  con¬ 
clusion  that  had  been  reached  was  that  the 
disaster  was,  well,  just  one  of  those  things. 
It’s  too  bad  the  country  is  so  overcrowded 
and  poor  that  it  can’t  even  build  a  road  for  its 
people  to  escape  from  a  storm,  much  less  a 
sturdy  building  or  two  where  they  could  find 
refuge  until  the  danger  has  passed.  But  hey: 
What  can  they  do? 

If  that  doesn’t  sound  acceptable  to  you,  try 
doing  what  I  did  Monday  night.  Because  it 
gets  even  worse.  See  if  you  can  think  of  a 
foolproof  solution  to  the  problem  of 
typhoons  in  Bangladesh  —  a  sure-fire  way  to 
bring  the  region  into  the  20th  century  and 
provide  all  the  conveniences  and  protections 
of  the  modem  world  to  its  inhabitants 
without  costing  the  government  a  cent. 

It  took  me  all  of  ten  seconds,  once  I  saw  the 
nature  of  the  problem.  What’s  a  country  like 
Bangladesh  to  do?  Who  has  the  money  and 
technical  skill  to  protect  the  population  from 
the  next  disaster?  Well,  there’s  always  the 
U.S.  Army. 

I’m  sure  the  Pentagon  would  no  doubt 
drool  at  the  opportunity  to  build  a  major  in¬ 
stallation  just  a  few  miles  from  the  Chinese 
border.  Need  a  few  roads?  Concrete 
blockhouse  shelters?  Hospitals?  Telephones? 
Helicopters?  Piece  of  cake.  Better  than  a 
lifetime’s  worth  of  benefit  concerts.  Natural¬ 
ly  there  are  trade-offs  involved,  but  every 
good  American  knows  there  ain’t  no  free 
lunch.  And  that’s  about  as  perverse  as  it 
gets.  ■

Year  of  the  People 

Whereas  1982  and  1983  were  the  years  of  weather- 
wrought  changes  at  our  nude  beaches,  1985  is  emerging 
as  the  Year  of  the  People.  During  the  past  12  months, 
more  nude  beach  groups  were  organized  in  Northern 
California  than  ever  before.  And  more  people  were 
busy  rocking  the  boat,  so  to  speak,  with  increased  law 
enforcement  at  the  beaches. 


First,  the  good  nudes. 

Naturists,  as  nudists  prefer  to  be  called  these  days, 
are  busy  expanding  their  activities  in  the  East  Bay, 
North  Bay,  South  Bay  and  San  Francisco. 

In  the  city,  the  northern  end  of  Baker  Beach,  near  the 
Presidio,  has  become  a  nude  beach.  Nudity  has  become 
so  tolerated  there  that  U.S.  Park  Police  of  the  Golden 
Gate  National  Recreation  Area,  which  administers  the 
area,  now  regularly  tell  bare-bottom  bathers  at  Ocean, 
China  and  the  southern  part  of  Baker  beaches  to  move 
there  or  suit  up,  according  to  Sherwin  Smith,  informa¬ 
tion  officer  of  the  GGNRA. 

Meanwhile,  a  group  called  Camping  Buffs  has  been 
founded  in  Santa  Clara.  Call  526-8408  or  (408) 
294-5256  for  more  information,  or  see  “Addresses  For 
The  Undressed”  sidebar.  Also  in  the  South  Bay,  the  pri¬ 
vate  nude  beach  at  Pacifica’s  Devil’s  Slide  is  greatly  im¬ 
proved  this  year,  with  rock  bands,  pie-throwing  events 
and  a  hot  dog  stand  added  to  the  festivities. 

At  Marin  County’s  ever-popular  Red  Rock  Beach, 
more  than  a  dozen  regulars  have  banded  together  to 
maintain  their  spot  in  the  sun  with  plantings  of  trees, 
flowers  and  strawberries.  In  April,  they  even 
distributed  the  first  edition  of  the  Red  Rock  Review,  a 
private  “nudespaper,”  as  they  call  it,  to  a  select  group 
of  friends.  “We’re  not  looking  for  subscribers,”  says 
staffer  Danielle  Schnurer.  “You’re  either  already  on 
our  list  or  you’re  not.”

Together  with  poems  and  testimonials  (see  “Why 
They’re  Glad  They’re  Unclad”  sidebar),  the  four-page, 
mimeographed  newsletter  serves  up  hilarious  personals 
(“Male  schizophrenic  wishes  to  meet  female  same  for 
double  dating”)  and  contests  (“Our  grand  prize  is  an 
all-expense  paid  trip  to  Red  Rock,  hotel  accommoda¬ 
tions  and  travel  not  included.  Second-prize  winners  will 
receive  matching  his  and  hers  designer  Red  Rock  Beach 
swimwear  for  the  perfect  all-over  tan.  Dozens  of 
runner-up  prizes  include  sunsets,  backgammon  lessons, 
hugs,  low  tides,  sand  in  your  lunch  and  seal  sightings.  ’  ’) 

Still,  the  biggest  news  is  out  of  Berkeley,  where  the 
new  East  Bay  Naturists  Club,  which  claims  a  mailing 
list  of  30  people,  is  trying  to  get  the  city  to  create  the  na¬ 
tion’s  first  municipally  sanctioned  clothing-optional 
park. 

“It  would  be  just  like  a  free  beach,”  fantasizes  Fred 
Foldvary,  founder  of  the  club,  “except  that  it  wouldn’t 
be  as  foggy  as  those  on  the  coast.”  Complains  Tom 
Wong:  “Right  now,  we’re  forced  to  make  long  drives 
to  reach  nude  sites.” 

In  a  May  25,  1984  letter  to  Berkeley  Assistant  City 
Manager  Vicki  Elmer,  Foldvary  urged  the  city  to  turn 
part  of  a  proposed  open  space  area  into  a  nudist  park. 
Called  the  North  Waterfront  Park,  the  proposed 
recreation  zone  would  be  on  bayside  property  currently 
owned  by  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad.  “We  want  one  corner 
of  it  designated  for  clothing-optional  use,”  says 
Foldvary.  “It  could  be  fairly  hidden  from  view  and  set 
off  by  a  fence  or  bushes,  with  a  sign  that  says  ‘Warning: 
Beyond  This  Point  Nudity  if  Permitted.  ’  ’  ’ 

Fat  chance,  think  city  government  insiders.  With  28 
other  ideas  from  special  interest  groups  to  con¬ 
sider,  planners  are  mum  on  which  way  their  thinking  is 
going.  An  alternative,  probably  with  some  sort 
of  beach  included,  is  expected  to  be  announced  June 
25th  by  Roma,  a  city-hired  consultant.  “A  lot  will  de¬ 
pend  on  how  strong  the  nude  beach  lobby  is,”  says 
senior  planner  Mary  Reynolds. 

Increased  enforcement 

Not  all  the  news,  though,  is  good.  Despite  what  you 
may  hear  elsewhere,  for  all  intents  and  purposes  the  so- 
called  Cahill  Policy  that  basically  liberated  dozens  of 
state  beaches  for  clothing-optional  use  a  few  years  ago 
now  appears  to  be  dead.  The  policy  is  named  after  Russ 
Cahill,  a  former  state  parks  official  who  issued  a  memo 
ordering  rangers  to  leave  nudists  alone  unless  they 
received  complaints  from  clothed  beach  goers.  Similar 
policies  have  been  established  at  Point  Reyes  National 
Seashore,  along  the  Russian  River,  and  by  the 
GGNRA. 

This  year,  however,  officers  are  issuing  citations  at 
Montara,  a  state  beach  in  the  South  Bay.  College  Cove, 
in  Humboldt  County,  continues  to  carry  state-built 
signs  warning  users  that  they  could  be  cited  for  nudity. 
And  the  Russian  River’s  new  chief  law  enforcer  is  revers¬ 
ing  a  five-year-old  policy  by  sending  deputies  on  anti¬ 
nudity  patrols.  In  all,  these  actions  affect  some  seven 
beaches. 

Last  year,  hundreds  of  citations  were  handed  out  at 
Sunset  Beach  (North),  near  the  Sonoma  County  town 
of  Guerneville.  Park  rangers  raided  Montara,  south  of 
Gray  Whale  Cove,  right  on  National  Nude  Beach 
Weekend. 

So  here’s  a  warning  to  the  wise:  Almost  all  the 
beaches  we  list  do  have  anti-nudity  laws  in  place.  For 
example,  Sonoma  County’s  1978  law  calls  for  fines  of 
up  to  $500  per  violation.  State  rangers,  and  those  areas 
that  rely  on  state  law,  can  fall  back  on  a  much-disputed 
California  Administrative  Code,  Title  14,  that  provides 
sentences  of  up  to  90  days  in  jail  for  nudity.  Some

courts,  it  should  be  pointed  out,  have,  however,  ruled 
that  being  nude  is  not  the  same  thing  as  being  lewd. 
Nevertheless,  even  Bolinas  has  a  law  that  bans  nudity 
on  private  property  in  public  view. 

For  the  beaches  with  the  worst  problems,  see  our  new 
“Beach  Alert”  sidebar. 

We  award  ratings  of  “A”  to  beaches  that  are  large  or 
long-established  areas  where  the  crowd  is  mostly  nude; 
“B”  where  less  than  half  the  users  are  bare,  or  where  a 
new  nude  beach  is  emerging;  and  “C”  to  “iffy”  spots 
and  swimming  holes  that  attract  fewer  than  25  people. 
This  year,  Muir  Beach  gets  our  nod  as  the  Best  Nude 
Beach. 


SAN  FRANCISCO 

1.  LAND’S  END  BEACH 

With  four  frequently  used  nude  beaches 
now  in  full  operation  in  San  Francisco, 
locals  no  longer  have  to  drive  an  hour  or 
more  to  a  clothing-optional  site.  But 
Land’s  End  and  the  City's  other  nude 
enclaves  also  have  their  drawbacks: 
You'll  have  to  put  up  with  fog,  wind  and 
access  problems.  In  past  years,  the  big¬ 
gest  disadvantage  of  Land's  End  —  San 
Francisco’s  oldest  nude  beach  —  was 
erosion.  However,  the  trail  to  the  beach 
was  rebuilt  with  solid  railroad  ties  in 
1983.  Also  known  as  Mile  Rock  Beach, 
after  Mile  Rock  Lighthouse  just  off¬ 
shore,  the  beach  has  other  hidden 
hazards.  "Use  caution  here,"  urges  a 
spokesman  for  the  Golden  Gate  Na¬ 
tional  Recreation  Area,  which  owns  the 
land.  Several  people  who  have  fallen  off 
the  rocks  at  Land’s  End  have  had  to  be 
rescued. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Part  of  the  GGNRA,  which 
has  a  "you-don’t-caress,  we  don’t 
harass"  policy.  Here's  the  agency's  en¬ 
forcement  guidelines  In  a  nutshell  (or 
seashell)  from  Lt.  Mike  Blankenship  of 
the  U.S.  Park  Police:  'Where  It  (the  use  of 
a  nude  beach]  has  a  historical  context 
(like  at  Land’s  End],  nudity  has  a  very  low 
priority  for  us  unless  there’s  an  overt  act, 
like  touching  each  other,  or  (if  we  get]  a 
complaint." 

How  to  find  It:  For  those  unfamiliar  with 
Land’s  End,  yourbest  landmarks  are  Lin¬ 
coln  ParkandtheCaliforniaPalaceof  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  both  of  which  are  Just 
east  of  the  beach.  T akeGeary  Boulevard 
west  toward  the  Great  Highway,  then 
turn  north  onto  Merrie  Way.  Parkoff  Mer- 
rieWayandfollowtheLand’sEndTrallto 
the  beach.  Or  park  in  the  lot  at  the  end  of 


El  Camino  Del  Mar,  then  go  down  the 
steps  that  start  at  the  USSSan  Francisco 
memorial  flagpole.  Head  east  on  the 
path  to  the  beach.  Due  to  past  problems 
here,  we  advise  you  pick  up  a  safety 
brochure  at  the  Cliff  House  before  set¬ 
ting  off  on  your  journey.  And  don’t  forget 
to  watch  for  poison  oak. 

The  beach:  Since  1 984,  the  beach  has  no 
longer  been  disappearing  with  each  high 
tide.  Most  users  feel  the  fog  and  frigid 
breezes  that  sometimes  buffet  Land’s 
End  are  outweighed  by  its  proximity  to 
the  rest  of  San  Francisco.  Swimming 
and  body  surfing  should  not  be  tried. 
The  crowd:  Land’s  End  remains  mostly  a 
gay  beach ,  as  it  has  been  fort  he  last  three 
years.  Before  then,  there  were  more 
straights  and  families.  The  most  crowd¬ 
ed  area  is  to  the  right.  What  few  arrests 
have  taken  place  here  have  been  for 
drugsandpubllcsex— andmostofthem 
have  occurred  in  recent  years.  No  warn¬ 
ings  were  issued  in  1984,  and  1985  has 
also  so  far  beenayearwlthout  incidents. 

2.  BAKER  BEACH. 

New  on  our  list  this  season  is  the  north- 
ernchunkofpopularBaker  Beach,  which 
has  emerged  from  almost  nowhere  to  full 
nude  beach  status.  “Anytime  a 
weekend,  hot  weather  and  a  holiday  oc¬ 
cur  together,  a  couple  thousand  people 
show  up,"  according  to  bare-buffer  Ray 
Borkowski.  "Last  year,  on  the  Saturday 
after  Labor  Day,  I  stood  at  one  end  of  the 
beach  and  looked  toward  the  other  and 
couldn’tseesand.Agooddealofthepeo- 
ple  were  nude."  Nudity  has  become  so 
prevalent  at  Baker  that  the  GGNRA, 
which  owns  the  area,  has  had  to  make  a 
policy  decision.  "We  don’t  really  en¬ 
courage  nudity  at  the  southern  end," 
says  GGNRA  information  officer  Sher- 
win  Smith.  “If  they  are  seen  (nude]  at  the 


southern  part,  they  are  (being]  told  [by 
Park  Police]  to  move  north.  We  are  try¬ 
ing  to  keep  things  segregated." 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Same  as  Land's  End 
Beach.  See  listing  #1  fordetails. 

How  to  find  It:  Walk  north  from  the  west 
end  of  Gibson  Road  just  off  Bowley. 
Bowley  is  Just  west  of  Fort  Point  off  Lin¬ 
coln  and  near  the  southwest  corner  of 
the  Presidio,  which  is  your  best  land¬ 
mark.  To  avoid  GGNRA  hassles  (see  In¬ 
troduction  to  this  entry),  head  north 
along  the  sand  until  you  pass  the  "High 
Tide”signonthehill.Thenplantyourself 
among  some  fellow  sans  suiters. 

The  beach:  A  long,  narrow,  sandy  beach 
with  better  sunshine  than  most  of  the 
clcth'ng-optional  sites  we  list  In  San 
Mateo  and  Santa  Cruz  counties.  Says 
one  veteran  nudist:  “For  my  money,  It’s 
five  degrees  warmer  on  an  average  day 
than  Devil’s  Slide." 

The  crowd:  Unlike  Land’s  End  Beach  or 
Golden  Gate  Bridge,  Baker  Beach's 
crowd  is  fairly  mixed  —  70%  straights 
and  30%  gays,  families  and  singles.  Ex¬ 
pect  several  hundred  nudists  on  a  nice 
day.  Says  frequent  user  Moriah  Jones  of 
San  Francisco:  “Compared  to  Muir 
Beach,  the  people  here  are  more  open  to 
talking  to  strangers.  It's  a  friendly 
crowd."  According  to  GGNRA’s  Smith,

"On  real  hot  days,  there  Is  sometimes  a 
problem  with  kids  who  get  drunk  and  ob¬ 
noxious."  They  are  usually  just  asked  to 
leave  by  the  police.  Users  also  report  oc¬ 
casional  problems  from  "low  lifers"  who 
stare  or  inundate  the  area  with  "ghetto 
blasters." 

3.  GOLDEN  GATE  BRIDGE. 

A  nude  beach  within  view  of  the  Golden 
Gate  Bridge?  We’re  not  kidding.  Now  In 
Its  sixth  year,  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
Beach,  also  known  as  No  Name  Beach, 
has  been  drawing  small  crowds  of 
nudists,  despite  some  major  problems. 
The  biggest  of  these  Is  that  you  can  get 
killed  justtryingtoreachtheslte.  In  1984, 
one  man  drowned  while  attempting  to 
swim  around  the  point  between  Baker 
and  Golden  Gate  to  reach  the  latter; 
another  youth  almost  died  trying  to  save 
him.  These  developments  greatly  con¬ 
cern  the  GGNRA,  which  admlnlstersthe 
area.  "For  their  own  safety,  people 
should  really  avoid  this  beach,"  says 
Smith  of  the  GGNRA. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  statue:  Part  of,  and  usually 
tolerated  by  GGNRA,  whose  officials 
have  been  warning  for  the  past  three 
yearsthattheywlllhandoutcltatlonsfor 
nudity  here  If  they  get  complaints  or  If 
"sexual  behavior”  occurs. 

How  to  find  It  Walk  north  from  Baker 
Beach  at  theendof  Gibson  Road.  Gibson 
Is  off  Bowley,  which,  In  turn,  Is  Just  west 
of  Fort  Point  off  Lincoln  and  near  a  good 
landmark:  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
Presidio.  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Beach  Is 
north  of  the  other,  safer  nude  beach  at 
the  north  end  of  Baker  Beach  (see 
previous  entry).  Access,  which  is  either 
over  or  around  a  series  of  rocks,  Is 
hazardous. 

The  beach:  Tolerable,  but  you'll  never 
rank  It  at  the  top  of  your  list.  The  shore  Is 
littered  with  rocks,  but  the  ocean  views 
more  than  make  up  for  It.  The  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  will  be  glistening  to  your 
right;  to  the  left,  you’ll  see  the  shimmer¬ 
ing  sea.  Great  for  meditating,  reading  or 
talking  with  a  friend. 

Tha  crowd:  On  the  very  best  summer 
days,  up  to  50  people  can  be  found  here. 
Most  but  not  allofthecrowdlsfullynude. 
Even  on  windy,  fog-engulfed  summer 
days,  a  few  nudists  pitch  their  bodies  on 
the  rocky  landscape  Just  to  the  seaward 
edge  of  the  bridge’s  San  Francisco  end. 
Clothed  and  topless  sun  worshippers 
also  make  appearances  here.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  some  gawkers  show  up  too. 

4.  FORT  FUNSTON. 

As  at  Golden  GateBrldge  Beach,  nudism 
at  Fort  Funston  Is  somewhat  chancy.

Still,  It  has  been  drawing  a  trickle  of 
diehard  users  for  many  years  now.  For 
most  of  that  time,  the  GGN  RA,  which  ad¬ 
ministers  the  area,  ignored  nude  and 
semi-nude  use  of  "Fort  Fun’s"  soft  roll¬ 
ing  sand  dunes.  Then,  In  1983,  agency 
spokeswoman  ;Shriith  announced  that 
"We  will  act  dn  complaints  by  families 
and  on  any  displays  that  could  be  con¬ 
sidered  disruptive."

How  to  find  it:  The  easiest  way  to  reach 
Fort  Funor.assomemapscall  it, Old  Fort 
Funston,  is  to  head  for  the  Zoo.  Fort 
Funston  is  Just  south  of  Flelshacker 
Playground  and  Zoo,  between  the  ocean 
and  Lake  Merced  in  the  southwest  cor¬ 
ner  of  San  Francisco.  Follow  Park  Road 
(also  called  Upper  Great  Highway)  to 
Skyline  Boulevard  (Highway  35),  then 
park  along  Skylinei^Walk  along  the 
highway  to  find  the  best  dunes.  In  the 
past,  some  nude  bathing  has  also  taken 
place  under  the  trees.  To  use  the  main 
public  beach  for  clothed  bathing,  follow 
the  park’s  sand  ladder. 

The  beach:  Fort  Fun'schief  attraction  is 
the  privacy  you  can  get  by  forming  your 
own  private  nude  beach  between  the 
sand  dunes.  You’ll  get  both  sheltering 
dunes  and  a  nice  view  of  the  sea.  The 
sandhillscloakwhatismostlyaclothed, 
public  beach.  Look  for  the  half-mile  long 
site  that  has  attracted  nude  users  In  the 
past  some  100  feet  beyond  the  main 
public  area. 

The  crowd:  Sparse  and  waning.  Use  is 
limited  to  maybe  25  nudists  on  a  very 
nice  weekend.  Mostly  gays.  Families 
use  the  adjacent  public  beach. 

SAN  MATEO  COUNTY 

5.  DEVIL’S  SLIDE. 

Popularly  known  as  Devil's  Slide,  North¬ 
ern  California's  most  improved  nude 
beac is  really  Gray  Whale  Cove.  The 
Slide,  a  big  cliff  that  seems  to  sink  right 
into  the  ocean,  Is  a  half  mile  north  of  the 
cove,  which  takes  its  name  from  the 


18,000orsowhalesthatpassbyoffshore 
during  their  annual  February-Aprll 
migration  from  Alaska  to  Mexico.  "I've 
never  seen  so  many  whales  in  my  life," 
says  developer-operator  Carl  Ernst ,  who 
counted  75of  them  in  Just  a  fewdaysthls 
winter.  "Someofthemactuallyrolllnthe 
sand  here  to  scrape  their  barnacles  off . " 
Speaking  of  sand,  the  beach  Is  about  a 
third  biggerthisyearthan  last,  thanksto 

erosion  of  the  nearby  bluffs.  "On  peak 
days,  when  we  get  over  1,000  people,  It 
doesn't  feel  crowded,"  says  Ernst,  who 
took  over  the  property  In  1982.  Another 
plus  for  users:  New  this  year  is  a  hot  dog 
stand  that  operates  right  on  the  beach, 
making  it  the  only  nude  beach  on  the 
West  Coast  with  its  own  food  supply. 
Also  called  Edun  (Nude  spelled 
backward)  Cove  and  listed  that  way  In 
the  phone  book,  the  beach  is  bubbling 
with  new  activities  this  year.  On  July  4th 
and  Labor  Day  Weekends,  Ernst  plansto 
hirebandstoperformonthesand;perfor- 
mances  by  aTongan  dance  troupe  and 
aerobic  dance  classes  are  also  In  the 
works.  Best  of  all  are  the  "pie  games” 
heldeverySunday.WItheightnudecoed 
players  per  side,  the  winners  of  these 
weekly  volleyball  championships  get  to 
smash  the  losers  with  boysenberry  pies. 
Then  the  losers  get  to  wash  off  in  thesea. 
For  weather  information,  call  728-5336. 
Rating:  A. 

Bay  Guardian  Award:  Best  Managed 
Nude  Beach. 

Legal  status:  Located  on  state  land  leased 
to  Ernst,  who  says  he’s  been  visiting  the 
beach  since  1969.  The  property  was 
operated  by  Jean  Brunning  with  firm 
rules  —  no  pets,  cameras,  binoculars, 
fires  or  overnight  camping  —  until  three 
years  ago.  Since  then,  the  property  has 
gone  through  several  managers. 

How  to  find  It:  Expect  a  half-hour  drive 
from  San  Francisco  south  on  Highway  1 . 
It's  only  five  miles  and  five-to-ten 
minutes  south  of  Pacif  ica(orthree  miles 
pastthestoplightinLindaMar).Theturn- 
off  to  the  beach  is  the  first  one  you'll  see 
on  the  left  (or  east)  coming  from  the 
north;  from  the  south,  the  road  to  the 
parking  lot  is  about  1.1  miles  north  of 
Montara.  Look  for  an  American  flag  on  a 
pole  next  to  the  turnoff.  A  Jeep 
Wagoneer  is  available  to  take  seniors, 
handicapped  people  and  families  with 
tots  down  to  the  beach. 


Nude  beach  etiquette 


Someday,  there’ll  be  a 
T-shirt  that  reads  “Life 
Is  A  (Nude)  Beach.”  But  it’ll 
quickly  come  off.  In  the 
meantime,  keep  in  mind  that 
while  no  clothing  is  con¬ 
sidered  more  chic  than  some 
clothing  at  a  nude  beach, 
“clothing-optional”  beaching 
means  just  what  it  says  — 
you  can  wear  lots  of  clothing, 
just  a  top  but  no  bottom,  a 
monokini,  whatever. 

No  matter  what  your 
choice  in  summer  skin  tones 
(deep  gold  is  suggested  for 
this  time  of  year,  brown-as-a- 
bear  by  midsummer),  don’t 
forget  your  nude  beach  man¬ 
ners.  Everything  may  come 
off  at  a  free  beach,  but  not 
everything  goes. 

Here  are  some  quick 
“do”s  and  “don’t”s:  » 
DOs 

1)  Bring  a  towel  with  you 
(there’s  nothing  worse  than 
sand  up  the  old  kazoo). 

2)  Siap  the  best  available  sun 
screen  on  your  entire  body 
(to  avoid  the  very  common 
Burnt  Buns  Syndrome,  bring 
a  friend  to  rub  lotion  on  the 
Untouchables). 

3)  Come  early  so  you’ll  get 
good  parking  and  a  sandy 
spot. 

4)  Carry  a  trash  bag  (most 
beaches  don’t  have  garbage 
cans). 

5)  Tote  along  a  good  book, 
magazine,  crossword  puzzle, 
sunglasses  and  all  the 
refreshments  you’ll  need. 

6)  Bring  a  Frisbee,  volleyball 
or  paddleball  set,  if  you  wish. 
You’ll  make  friends  with  the 
right  gear.  It’s  also  “proper” 
to  ask  others  if  they  want  to 
play.  Ultimate  Frisbee  is  the 
“in”  nude  beach  sport  this 
year. 


7)  Wear  a  T-shirt  after  only 
short  periods  in  the  sun  the 
first  few  times  out. 

8)  Don  jeans,  hiking  shoes 
and  a  long-sleeved  garment 
for  walks  along  trails  (such  as 
those  at  Red  Rock)  to  nude 
beaches,  since  some  have 
poison  oak.  Wear  them  even 
if  it’s  hot  (you  can  always 
take  them  off  at  the  beach). 

9)  Wear  zoris  while  wading 
into  rocky  river  beaches. 
Keep  them  on  while  you  are 
swimming. 

DON’Ts 

1)  Don’t  stare  at  or  ogle  the 
clientele.  This  is  not  only 
considered  particularly  bad 
manners,  even  if  it’s  your 
first  time  at  a  nude  beach,  but 
it  is  preventable:  Just  stay  on 
your  stomach,  counting  sand 
beetles.  (You’d  be  surprised 
how  hard  it  is  to  turn  your 
head  in  this  position  —  and 
how  fascinating  the  little 
black  critters  can  be.) 

2)  Don’t  bring  cameras  or 
binoculars.  Even  if  you’re  an 
avid  bird  watcher,  the 
wildlife  at  the  beach  won’t 
understand. 

3)  Don’t  bring  a  dog  unless 
it’s  on  a  leash,  even  if  there 
are  other  dogs  around 
without  them. 

4)  Don’t  be  completely  nude 
in  the  sun  for  over  20  minutes 
during  your  first  outing. 
Gradually  increase  the  time 
limit  during  subsequent 
visits. 

5)  And  don’t  ever  use  this 
pick-up  line  at  a  nude  beach: 
“Say,  haven’t  1  seen  your 
breasts  somewhere  before?”

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Th«  b«ach:  Sandler  this  year,  the  cove  Is 
between  two  hills  pounded  out  by  the 
waves.  The  main  beach  sprawls  300  yards 
long.  Expect  clean  white  sand  but  fairly 
cold  water.  The  waves  are  often  too 
strong  for  swimming,  but  wading  Is  fun. 
The  beach  also  has  soda  machines, 
barbecue  pits  and  bathrooms. 

The  crowd:  On  weekends,  there  are 
generally  more' singles,  couples  and 
famlllesthan  gays;  on  weekdays,  It's  the 
other  way  around.  Over  the  years,  peak 
crowds  have  varied  from  200  to  2,500, 
with  1,000  reported  as  the  recent  high. 
Perhaps  a  fourth  of  all  users  stay  suited. 

6.  MONTARA  STATE  BEACH. 

Llkeseveralofthebeachesinoursurvey, 
Montara  has  been  hit  with  increased  law 
enforcement  activity  over  the  past  year. 
In  fact,  theCahill  memothat  supposedly 
made  state  beaches  ‘‘safe"  for  nude 
bathing  except  In  the  event  of  com¬ 
plaints  is  being  Ignored  here.  The  big¬ 
gest  bust  occurred  last  July  14th,  on  Na¬ 
tional  Nude  Beach  Weekend,  when  park 
rangers  showed  up  to  give  nudists  Infor¬ 
mational  warning  leaflets  similar  to 
those  handed  out  In  Humboldt  County's 
Col  lege  Cove  the  year  before.  Like  Baker 
and  Muir,  Montara  is  an  example  of  a 
beach  that  tradltlonallyhasbeendivided 
into  nude  and  non-nude  sections.  With 
recent  erosion  problems,  however,  the 
nudes  at  the  narrow,  northern  end  of  the 
beach  have  been  pushed  increasingly 
southward,  causing  tensions  to  in¬ 
crease.  In  May.  park  rangers  warned  they 
would  not  tolerate  nudity  this  year. 
Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  State  Beach  property, 
formerly  subject  to  citation  on  a  com¬ 
plaint  basis  only.  This  policy  has  now 
changed.  Montara  is  also  an  exampleof 
howonenudebeachcanspawnanother. 


When  the  road  to  Devil's  Slide  was  clos¬ 
ed  for  repairs  In  1977,  many  users  simply 
parked  thelrcarsatthenearestavailable 
lot  (Montara),  walked  a  few  hundred 
yards  north  of  the  main  public  area  and 
took  off  their  clothes.  It's  been  that  way 
ever  since. 

How  to  find  It:  Montara  Is  In  northern  San 
Mateo  County,  just  south  of  The  Slide. 
Take  Highway  1  south  past  Pacifica  and 
Devil'sSlidetothe  Montara  State  Beach 
cutoff  sign  just  north  of  the  towns  of 
Montara  and  Moss  Beach.  On  peak  days, 
parking  can  be  a  problem  unless  you 
come  early.  Walk  north  to  the  nude 
beach.  Do  not  disrobe  in  the  southern 
end  of  Montara. 

The  beach:  Small  and  not  as  wide  as  last 
year,  the  site  consists  of  modest  sand 
dunes  to  the  north  of  Montara  facing 
Devil’s  Slide.  The  water  is  usually  cold, 
so  swimming  can  be  a  no-no.  Frlsbee  Is 
the  main  activity  here. 

The  crowd:  Mixed,  with  young  gays  and 
straights  populating  the  north  endof  the 
beach.  The  main  southern  portion  of  the 
area  is  used  mainly  by  clothed  families, 
who  far  outnumber  the  nudes  and 
sometimes  spill  over  Into  the  nude 
beach  area.  Use  this  site  with  discretion. 

7.  SAN  GREGORIO. 

This  beach's  biggest  lures  are  Its  fine 
sand  —  it  is  the  West's  longest  and 
cleanest  "Bare-bottom  Beach"  — 
caves,  cliffs  and  hand-hewn  driftwood 
wind  shelters.  This  year,  the  biggest 
change  is  an  increase  in  use  by  gays. 
After  years  of  being  a  predominantly 
gay  beach,  more  straights  and  families 
began  showing  up  here  in  1983  and 
1984;  now  the  crowd  is  once  again 
about  75%  gay.  Look  for  this  16-year- 
old  nude  beach  north  of  San  Gregorio 
State  Beach  and  south  of  Half  Moon 


Bay  and  Tunltas  Beach.  A  parking  fee  Is 
charged. 

Rating:  A. 

Bay  Guardian  Award:  Nude  BeaCh  With 
The  Most  Sand. 

Legal  status:  The  beach  "has  the  honor 
of  being  the  first  unclad  beach  on  the 
West  Coast,"  according  to  Lee  Baxan- 
dall's  authoritative  Wor/d  Guide  to 
Nude  Beaches  and  Recreation.  “In 
1967,  the  owner  boldly  sought  more 
nude  visitors."  Located  on  private  prop¬ 
erty. 

How  to  find  It:  South  of  Half  Moon  Bay, 


be  on  the  lookout  for  Tunltas  Creek 
Bay.  From  here,  the  beach  is  a  little 
more  than  a  mile  up  the  road.  Heading 
south  on  Highway  1  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  check  your  odometer  after 
reaching  Half  Moon  Bay;  look  for  It  near 
the  intersection  of  Highways  1  and  894, 
Your  main  landmark  is  the  big  white 
gate  with  the  handwritten  sign  "Toll 
Road."  It's  on  the  other  side  of,  and  just 
north  of,  the  Junction.  Take  the  dirt  road 
past  this  gate  to  the  parking  spot. 

The  beach:  To  get  to  it,  take  the  long 
path  from  the  parking  lot.  The  beach 


features  an  incredible  three  miles  of 
rolling  sand  and  surf.  A  good  spot  for 
running,  tossing  a  Frlsbee  and  general¬ 
ly  frolicking  in  the  sand.  Fires  and  pets 
are  okay,  but  cameras,  overnight  camp¬ 
ing  and  littering  are  not.  No  restrooms 
or  drinking  water.  In  past  years,  the  site 
has  closed  around  7  pm.  Possible 
negatives  are  fog  and  riptides. 

The  crowd:  Even  on  cold  days,  there  are 
usually  a  few  people  here.  Last  year, 
about  a  third  of  the  750  peak-day  users 
were  families,  a  third  straight  singles 
and  another  third  gay  men.  Today, 


about  three-fourths  of  all  visitors  are 
gay  males.  Some  people  like  the 
privacy  of  the  driftwood  structures  they 
have  built.  On  the  hottest  days,  non- 
nudists  spill  over  from  the  nearby  state 
beach.  But  because  of  the  cold  waters, 
most  people  don’t  swim  here. 

8.  POMPONIO  STATE 
BEACH. 

“The  Deach  is  a  little  narrowerthls  year 
than  last,"  reports  veteran  user  Scott 
Marovlch  of  East  Palo  Alto.  "But  at  low 
tide,  there's  still  lots  of  sand."  Unlike

many  beaches  In  our  report,  Pomponio 
has  fared  rather  well  over  the  past  three 
years.  It  draws  mostly  straight  crowds 
and  gets  few  hassles  from  law  en¬ 
forcers. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  We  believe  the  entire  area 
is  on  state  beach  property,  subject  to 
citations  on  a  complaint  basis  only. 
Several  years  ago,  a  proposal  by  the 
state  to  approve  it  as  a  clothes-optional 
area  quickly  fizzled. 

How  to  find  It:  Pomponio  is  some  four 
miles  south  of  San  Gregorio  Beach  on 
Highway  1.  Coming  from  Santa  Cruz, 
the  distance  is  approximately  three 
miles  north  of  Pescadero  State  Beach. 
Look  for  the  nude  area  on  the  southern 
end  of  the  Pomponio  State  property,  or 
Just  to  the  north  of  Pescadero.  There 
are  three  ways  to  get  there:  1)  Take  the 
long  walk  down  from  the  state  entrance 
along  the  waterline,  during  low  tide  on¬ 
ly;  2)  Trudge  up  (or  north)  from 
Pescadero,  only  during  low  tide;  or  3) 
use  the  small  horseshoe-shaped  park¬ 
ing  area  just  to  the  south  of  the  Pom¬ 
ponio  State  entrance,  then  continue  on 
the  path  that  starts  at  this  point.  Good 
hiking  shoes  are  needed,  as  you  must 
cross  a  ravine. 

The  beach:  A  stunning  mile  of  flat  sand 
sheltered  from  the  wind.  Because  of 
riptides  and  cold  water,  you'll  probably 
spend  your  time  here  working  on  your 
tan.  The  most  favored  area  is  away 
from  the  high  cliffs. 

The  crowd:  Mostly  straight  singles  and 
couples,  especially  on  weekends.  Ex¬ 
pect  fewer  than  100  people,  unless  a 
Stanford  fraternity  party  shows  up. 
Averages  about  30-40  summer  users  a 
day.  A  few  gawkers  sometimes  lurk  on 
the  cliffs  above,  but  don't  let  that  stop 
you  from  trying  this  pleasant  place  in 
the  sun. 

SANTA  CRUZ 
COUNTY 

9.  ACID  BEACH. 

Difficult  to  discover  but  wonderful  to 
use,  this  beach  takes  its  name  from  a 
bag  of  LSD  tablets  left  on  the  sand  by  a 
philanthropic  acidhead.  Acid  Beach  is 
just  south  of  the  Santa  Cruz  County 
line,  Fisherman’s  Beach  and 
Greyhound  Beach. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  Unknown  but  fairly 
secure;  police  seldom  appear. 

How  to  find  It:  From  San  Francisco, 
head  south  on  Highway  1,  passing 
Pigeon  Point  Lighthouse  then  the 
Pigeon  Point  lumber  mill.  Look  for  a 
sign  that  says  “Santa  Cruz  County," 
followed  by  another  that  reads 
"Cabrillo  Highway."  You’ll  also  pass  a 
beach  parking  lot.  When  the  road 
begins  a  sharp  turn,  look  for  a  lone  pine 
tree  on  the  left.  Park  on  the  side  of  the 
road.  The  beach  is  across  from  a  pine 
tree  on  the  other  side  of  the  road. 
Greyhound  Beach,  a  landmark  just 
north  of  Acid,  is  shown  on  some  maps 
as  Greyhound  Rock  Fishing  Access. 
The  next  beach  north  of  Greyhound  is 
Waddell  Creek  Beach,  the  creek  part  of 
which  can  be  found  on  the  National 
Automobile  Club  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region  &  Vicinity  map. 

The  beach:  A  sandy  little  beach  and 
cove.  To  get  to  it,  you'll  have  to  use  a 
tiny  trail  built  upon  some  very  unsteady 
pieces  of  shale.  Because  of  the  trail, 
this  beach  is  recommended  only  for 
good  hikers.  Another  note  of  caution: 
Waves  have  swept  people  off  the  rocks 
at  this  beach. 

The  crowd:  Quite  sizeable  considering 
the  problems  in  finding  the  spot.  Most¬ 
ly  young. 

10.  SCOTT  CREEK  BEACH. 

Although  broken  glass  and  trash  are 
reported  to  be  an  increasing  problem 
this  year  at  most  of  the  Santa  Cruz 
County  nude  beaches,  Scott  Creek 
stands  out  as  one  of  three  exceptions 
(the  other  two  are  Panther  and  Laguna 
Creek).  This  is  the  second  northern¬ 
most  of  a  line  of  nude  and  semi-nude 
beaches  Just  north  of  Santa  Cruz  that 
have  been  attracting  small  groups  of 
bare-bottom  bathers  since  1975. 
Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  Look  for  this  beach  6.2 
miles  north  of  Red,  White  and  Blue 
Beach  and  3.8  miles  north  of  Bonny 
Doon  Beach  next  to  Highway  1.  Check 
for  Scott  Creek  near  Swanton  Road  and 
Highway  1  on  the  National  Automobile 


Club  Santa  Cruz  County  and  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Bay  Region  &  Vicinity  maps. 

Tha  beach:  Down  a  small  bluff  (which 
doesn't  offer  much  protection  from  the 
wind)  south  of  the  entrance  from 
Highway  1.  Often  deserted.  Reports 
one  user  this  year  “It’s  been  cold  every 
time  I’ve  gone  there,  so  I've  en¬ 
countered  no  nude  use.”  Great  for 
walking  or  running.  An  offshore 
pipeline  detracts  from  the  view  a  little. 
On  the  other  side  of  Highway  1  are 
many  kinds  of  birds. 

The  crowd:  Small  (see  above). 

11.  DAVENPORT  BEACH. 

Look  for  this  sheltered  nude  cove  Just 
south  of  the  tiny  town  of  Davenport  and 
its  public  beach.  "It's  quite  a  small  spot 
and,  frankly,  I  don't  find  it  very  attrac¬ 
tive,”  says  one  1984  visitor.  "Different 
strokes  for  different  folks,  however." 
Our  appreciation  goes  out  to  sun¬ 
seeking  Scott  Marovich  for  the  much- 
improved  directions  listed  below. 

Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  Note  the  public  beach 
across  the  railroad  tracks,  just  a  few 
hundred  yards  south  of  the  Davenport 
business  district  along  Highway  1.  To 
reach  the  small  cove  south  of  the 
beach,  park  In  the  first  turnout  you  see 
on  the  seaward  side  of  the  highway, 
several  hundred  yards  beyond  the 
public  beach  (it’s  less  than  V«  mile  from 
the  stores  and  gas  station).  Then  walk 
over  the  tracks  and  head  down  a 
rather  rocky  hillside  to  the  water. 

The  beach:  A  tiny  cove  etched  out  of 
the  shore.  Small,  uncrowded. 

The  crowd:  Small. 

12.  BONNY  DOON. 

Trash  —  In  particular,  mounds  of 
broken  glass  —  and  erosion  have 
turned  what  used  to  be  one  of  Northern 
California’s  prettiest  nude  beaches  in¬ 
to  a  downright  hazard.  A  few  years  ago, 
nudists  tried  to  clean  up  the  site  but  the 
broken  bottles  keep  coming  back, 
enough  so  to  convince  one  recent 
visitor  to  write  us  that  “I  have  decided 
that  I  will  not  go  back  because  It  is 
positively  dangerous."  Two  years  ago, 
wind  and  surf  sucked  away  much  of  the 
sand,  leaving  a  virtual  pit  in  its  place. 
Still,  “regulars"  travel  here  all  the  way 
from  Berkeley. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  Exactly  2.4  miles  north  of 
Red,  White  and  Blue,  or  roughly  12 
miles  north  of  Santa  Cruz.  Travel  north 
on  Highway  1  from  Santa  Cruz.  Keep 
looking  for  Bonny  Doon  Road,  which 
veers  off  sharply  to  the  right  just  south 
of  the  towns  of  Davenport  and  Swan- 
ton.  Shell  and  Chevron  maps  of  Califor¬ 
nia  show  the  town  of  Bonny  Doon;  the 
National  Automobile  Club  Santa  Cruz 
County  map  shows  Bonny  Doon  Road. 
Park  on  Bonny  Doon  Road,  then  double 
back  by  foot  across  the  railroad  tracks. 
Take  the  steep  trail  down  to  the  beach. 
The  beach:  Free,  sandy  and  somewhat 
windy.  Often  crowded  near  the  cliffs, 
which  offer  some  protection  from  the 
occasional  gusts  of  wind.  A  big  beach 
with  caves  on  the  north  side. 

The  crowd:  Most  of  the  users  consist  of 
longtime  visitors  from  the  Santa  Cruz 
region,  many  of  whom  rank  the  Doon  as 
their  favorito  beach. 

13.  HOLE-IN-THE-WALL 
BEACH. 

A  beach  that  gets  its  name  from  the 
hole  in  a  wall  you  have  to  pass  through 
to  get  here  from  Bonny  Doon.  Some 
people  regard  Bonny  Doon  and  Hole-In- 
The-Wall  as  the  same  beach,  since  they 
are  adjacent.  Less  sand  Is  reported  this 
year. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  Roughly  11  miles' north 
of  Santa  Cruz  and  south  of  Davenport. 
From  San  Francisco,  head  south  on 
Highway  1,  following  the  directions  for 
Bonny  Doon.  If  you  pass  the  red,  white 
and  blue  mailbox  of  Red,  White  and 
Blue  Beach,  you've  gone  too  far.  If  you 
get  lost,  go  to  Bonny  Doon  first.  Hole- 
In-The-Wall  is  just  around  a  giant  rock 
from  the  Doon.  From  Highway  1,  walk 
over  and  around  the  farm  field  to  the 
beach. 

The  beach:  Divided  by  huge  granite 
slabs.  It’s  a  sunny  swath  of  sand  and 
surf.  Think  of  it  as  a  great  place  to  work 
on  your  tan. 

The  crowd:  Relatively  mellow,  mostly 
young.  Not  a  lot  of  different  kinds  of 
people  here.

On  a  sunny  weekday  afternoon, 
poet  Howard  Hart  sits  among 
friends  at  a  table  near  the  front 
door  of  the  Cafe  Trieste  in 
North  Beach.  Hart  is  a  small, 
dapper  man.  His  face  is  all  angles  —  from 
the  salt  and  pepper  goatee  to  the  classically 
engraved  wrinkles  around  the  eyes.  The 
eyes  are  clear  and  engaging.  They  convey  a 
lot  of  the  understated  humor  of  Hart’s 
character. 

There  are  nods  and  greetings  as  people 
come  and  go.  Across  the  table  from  Hart,  a 
man  with  a  camera  takes  his  picture.  Hart 
smiles  and  says  a  friendly  word  or  two.  His 
voice  is  slightly  raspy,  New  York-accented, 
and  very  quiet.  You  have  to  pay  attention. 
The  voice  reminds  you  of  the  male  lead  in 
some  ’40s  noir  movie.  Frank  Lovejoy?  “I’d 
like  to  take  a  picture  of  your  voice,”  the 
photographer  tells  Hart  with  a  grin,  snap¬ 
ping  the  shutter. 

Howard  Hart  is  shy  of  talking  about  him¬ 
self.  It’s  a  nice  quality.  Sitting  on  the  bed  in 
his  room  back  at  the  Kearny  Street  apart¬ 
ment  he  shares  with  another  poet,  he  acts 
as  though  his  very  unusual  life  were  com¬ 
pletely  unexceptional. 

Hart  hails  from  Cincinnati.  His  father,  an 
oil  salesman,  wanted  him  to  “be  a  business¬ 
man  all  along.”  But,  says  Hart,  he  felt  an  ear¬ 
ly  interest  in  music,  a  pull  that  proved  domi¬ 
nant.  Given  “a  rinky-dink  set  of  drums”  at 
the  age  of  nine,  he  put  them  to  good  use.  He 
now  claims  his  youthful  playing  “wasn’t  too 
darned  good.”  But  by  the  time  he  got  to 
Lawrenceville  School  in  New  Jersey,  he  was 
evidently  the  best  musician  in  the  school. 
As  drummer,  he  led  the  school  band.

Hart’s  prep  school  education 
consisted  largely  of  escaping  to 
New  York  to  sit  in  on  the  great 
bebop  explosion.  “The  whole 
52nd  Street  experience,  I  was  in 
on,”  he  says.  “I’d  get  into  New 
York  from  school  in  Jersey  and 
take  everybody  to  52nd  Street.  I 
was  there  when  Dizzy  Gillespie 
came  downtown,  in  the  autumn  of 
1944.  And  Charlie  Parker  I  heard, 
over  and  over,  at  the  Three 
Deuces.  He  had  this  trick  where 
he’d  come  in  late,  walk  up  to  the 
bandstand,  put  one  foot  up  —  he 
had  to  really  stretch,  I  don’t  know 
how  he  got  his  foot  up  there  to 
begin  with  —  and  then  suddenly 
pummel  himself  up  on  to  the 
stand,  swirl  around  and  come  in 
on  the  beat!” 

Hart  was  obviously  listening 
carefully  to  what  Charlie  Parker 
had  to  say  with  his  horn.  Hart 
himself  has  poems  that  sound  like 
nothing  so  much  as  Parker  play¬ 
ing  a  solo  on  a  slow  ballad.  In 
them,  the  poet  establishes  a 
melody,  lingers  to  savor  it, 
embellishes  it,  varies  on  it, 
gradually  builds  a  whole  new 
melody,  and  then  ends  on  an  un¬ 
predictable  flourish  like  a  bop  tag. 
Charlie  Parker,  as  Hart  writes  in 
one  poem,  possessed  “absolute 
freedom  of  the  imagination  in  a 
tungsten  horn.”  Hart’s  own  in¬ 
strument  is  language,  his  fluency 
equally  that  of  a  master. 

Lady  Day  in  ’44 

One  of  Hart’s  finest  poems,  the 
haunting  “Billie  Holiday  Four,” 
is  typical  of  his  skills  as  a  colorist: 
“I  speak  of  a  purple  lady.”  Billie 
Holiday,  like  Parker,  was  part  of 
Hart’s  education  in  life  and  art. 
“Did  I  ever  hear  Billie  Holiday?” 

— He  laughs  r  “Man,  I  heard  Biliie 
Holiday  probably  the  best 
anybody  heard  her.  It  was  1944.  A 
total  blackout  at  the  Onus  Club 
on  52nd  Street.  Next  thing  you 
know,  there’s  a  lady  who’s  almost 
purple,  with  a  gardenia  in  her  ear. 
Her  skin  —  it  just  took  you  to  the 
purple.  And  singing  so  close  to 
me,  her  breast  was  just  a  foot

away,  because  of  the  close 
quarters  of  the  club.  No  dance 
floor,  the  place  wasn’t  any 
bigger  than  this  room.  And  she 
was  absolutely  spellbinding. 
Absolutely  .  .  .  .”

Percussion  pal 

You  could  do  worse  than  spend 
an  afternoon  listening  to  Howard 
Hart  talk  about  music  he’s  heard 
and  musicians  he’s  known.  His 
“first  friend-drummer,”  and  a 
strong  influence  both  personally 
and  musically,  was  the  late  Kenny 
“Klook”  Clarke,  colleague  of 
Parker  and  Gillespie,  great  rhy¬ 
thmic  originator  of  bebop  percus¬ 
sion.  “That  idiosyncratic  timing 
of  Kenny’s  had  a  lot  of  effect  on 
me,”  says  Hart.  It’s  apparent  in 

timing.  “I  even  sat  in  on  drums 
for  Kenny  one  time.  He  was  play¬ 
ing  in  Brew  Moore’s  band.  After  a 
break  he  didn’t  come  back  to  the 
stand,  so  I  sat  in.” 

Kenny  Clarke  also  played  a  role 
in  introducing  Hart  to  the  hard 
realities  of  the  life  of  a  jazz  player. 
It  was  a  lesson  that  contributed  to 
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Howard’s  decision  not  to  try  for  a 
career  as  a  professional  drummer. 
“I  don’t  know  if  I  ever  seriously 
considered  being  a  player,”  he 
says.  “I  was  scared  of  the  life.  I 
was  scared  of  the  drugs.  Kenny 
talked  to  me  so  wisely  that  I  never 
got  involved  in  the  drugs.  I’d  ask 
him  questions  about  it.  He  was 
very  needle-shy.  I  was  already 
pretty  needle-shy  myself.  But 
after  that  I  decided  to  be  real 
needle-shy.” 

Tutored  by  great  percussionists 
like  Clarke  and  a  later  friend, 
Elvin  Jones,  Hart  was  clearly  a  far 
better  jazz  drummer  than  he  likes 
to  admit.  He  played  with  many  ex¬ 
cellent  musicians.  His  work  can  be 
heard  on  a  Decca  LP,  Avant 
Slant,  a  progressive  jazz  adapta¬ 
tion  of  12-tone  forms  performed 
with  a  trio  at  the  International 
Jazz  Festival  in  1962. 

Classical  training 

Mozart  is  as  much  the  key  to 
Hart’s  refinement  of  ear  as 
Charlie  Parker.  The  quality  he  at¬ 
tributes  in  a  poem  to  Ravel  —  “a 
refinement  of  lyricism  ...  be¬ 
queathed  to  you  from  Chopin, 
perhaps',  or  Haydn”  —  is  one  his” 
own  writing  also  possesses.  It 
owes  as  much  to  his  strict  classical 
training  in  musical  composition  as 
it  does  to  his  extensive  extracur¬ 
ricular  field  study  in  jazz. 

After  being  “kicked  out  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  times”  from  his  hometown 
college,  the  University  of  Cincin¬ 
nati,  Hart  took  off  for  Europe  in 
1946.  He  worked  his  way  back  as 
an  able-bodied  seaman,  then  at¬ 
tended  several  music  schools  on 
the  East  Coast.  Along  the  way  he 
did  a  lot  of  reading.  He  was  al¬ 
ready  interested  in  the  problem  of 
how  music  and  writing  could  be 
brought  together.  It  was  a  subject 
not  much  talked  about  in  the  mu¬ 
sic  schools  of  Philadelphia  and 
New  York. 

His  “first  encouragement,”  he 
says,  came  from  Leonard  Bern¬ 
stein.  “He  had  me  come  in  and 
play  for  him.  He  noticed  my  ver¬ 
bal  side,  which  nobody  else  had 
noticed,  and  had  me  incorporate 
that  in  the  music.  He  said,  ‘Play 
the  end  of  Ulysses.’  I’d  just  read 
Ulysses,  the  big  quarto  edition,  on 
a  cold  bench  in  the  Sorbonne 
library,  getting  there  every  morn¬ 
ing  so  I  could  get  that  big  book.  So 
I  played  Ulysses  for  him.  Bern¬ 
stein  really  encouraged  me.” 

Enter  Charles  Mills 

In  1947  Hart’s  musical  career 
—  and  his  life  —  were  strongly  af¬ 
fected  by  an  encounter  he  des¬ 
cribes  as  “one  of  those  big 
meetings  —  where  you  really  feel 
the  thing  happening.”  This  was 
his  meeting  in  Greenwich  Village 
with  Charles  Mills,  the  disting-

composer’s  skills  he’d  learned 
from  Mills. 

First  chapbook 

Hart’s  first  chapbook  of 
poems,  Fountain  Square,  ap¬ 
peared  from  a  small  press  in  New 
York  in  1954.  Ten  years  later  he 
produced  a  second.  This  was  The 
Sky  of  Orange  Whispers,  pub¬ 
lished  by  Gallery:  Gertrude  Stein, 
also  in  New  York.  Its  urban  lyric- 
surrealism  was  a  real  break¬ 
through.  (“There’s  no  point  in 
jumping  out  the  wrong  window” 
is  the  book’s  epigraph.)  Poems 
from  these  and  from  two  later 
chapbooks,  along  with  newer 
work,  went  into  his  recent 
Selected  Poems:  Six  Sets 
1951-1983  (City  Miner  Books), 
the  first  Hart  volume  to  get  major 
distribution. 

Brother  Kerouac 

Howard  Hart  and  Jack  Kerouac 
are  arguably  our  finest  American 
jazzpoets.  They  were  good  friends, 
as  Kerouac ’s  1958  epistolary  des¬ 
cription  of  Hart  as  “brother-poet- 
ecstatic”  indicates.  They’d  met  the 
previous  year  through  a  mutual 
friend,  poet  Philip  Lamantia,  with 
whom  Hart  was  sharing  a  Green¬ 
wich  Village  apartment.  Hart  and 
Kerouac  had  strong  interests  in 
common:  ecstatic  Catholicism, 
French  literature  and  —  espec¬ 
ially  —  jazz.  “It  was  terrific  to  talk 
jazz  with  Jack,  Hart  recalls.  “I  had 
learned  a  lot  about  jazz  when  I 
was  in  school,  he’d  had  a  similar 
experience.  He  later  said  that  I 
was  the  only  poet  that  he  could 
talk  jazz  with.  Also,  I  was  relig¬ 
ious,  and  Jack  was  religious, 
though  he  didn’t  go  to  church. , 
The  Cathohcism  was  a  kind  of 
bond  between  us.  And  too,  at  that 
time  we  were  both  a  couple  of 
drunks.” 

Kerouac  was  then  at  the  crazy 
apogee  of  his  career.  Having  writ¬ 
ten  his  books  years  earlier,  he  was 
suddenly  becoming  famous  for 
them.  “When  I  knew  Jack,  he  had 
just  bloomed  as  the  F.  Scott  Fitz¬ 
gerald  of  his  generation.  He’d 
brought  out  On  The  Road.  When 
he  came  in  from  Long  Island, 
where  he  lived  with  his  mother,  he 
often  stayed  on  the  floor  at  my 
place  on  West  10th  Street.  We 
tried  to  get  him  to  sleep  on  the 
couch,  but  he  just  crashed  on  the 
floor,  and  then  usually  got  out 
early  in  the  morning.” 

Poetry  meets  Jazz 

The  idea  of  putting  poetry  and 
jazz  together  in  performance  now 
seems  commonplace,  but  it  wasn’t 
that  way  in  the  ’50s  in  New  York. 
Kerouac  had  done  a  post-On  The 
Road  nightclub  gig  at  the  Village 
Vanguard,  with  J.J.  Johnson 
playing  behind  him,  but  the  act 
didn’t  get  off  the  ground  and 
closed  inside  a  week.  “It  was 
tough  on  Jack,  being  a  nightclub 
performer,”  Hart  says.  “It  was  a 
strain  for  him.”  Hart  conceived  a 
better  plan:  jazz-poetry  readings 
put  on  by  poets  and  musicians  for 
the  joy  of  it  instead  of  for  the 
suburban  money.  He  called  on  his 
friends  Kerouac  and  Lamantia,  as 
well  as  David  Amram,  an  ac¬ 
complished  musician  who’d 
studied  with  Hart’s  teacher, 
Charles  Mills.  The  four-man 
group  put  on  a  series  of  successful 
performances  at  the  Brata  Gallery 
and  Circle-In-The-Square 
Theatre  in  New  York. 

The  shows  are  remembered  not 


only  as  some  of  Kerouac’s  best 
public  readings,  but  as  the 
historical  prototype  of  the  jazz- 
poetry  reading  —  a  form  still 
maintained  by  Hart  himself,  who 
recently  performed  with 
trumpeter  Eddie  Henderson  at 
New  College  on  Valencia  Street. 

Reading  with  musicians  still 
brings  out  the  best  in  his  poems, 
Hart  believes.  “I  enjoy  the  phras¬ 
ing  and  timing  that  comes  out;  it’s 
all  there  in  my  work.  I  learn  from 
it  every  time.” 

From  1959  to  1963,  Hart  wrote 
articles  for  the  Village  Voice, 
making  the  masthead  as  con¬ 
tributing  editor.  “They  let  me  do 
anything  I  wanted,”  he  recalls.  “I 
wrote  one  thing  on  Monk,  a  lot  of 
reviews  of  plays,  the  cover  article 
on  Camus’s  death.”  Later  came 
extensive  travels  over  what  might 
be  called  the  international  hipster 
circuit.  Hart  lived  for  various 
periods  in  Europe,  Mexico  and 
North  Africa.  “I  started  splaying 
off  and  coming  back,  splaying  off 
and  coming  back  to  New  York,” 
he  says  of  this  time  in  his  life. 

Moving  west 

In  1968  Hart  moved  west  and 
settled  in  the  Bay  Area,  where 
he’d  long  been  a  regular  visitor. 
“I’d  been  around  North  Beach 
since  about  ’58,”  he  says.  “I  like 
North  Beach.  I  was  a  Greenwich 
Village  person.  I’d  met  the  older 
generation  of  Greenwich  Village 
people.  I  remember  the  days  of 
the  painters,  Gorky,  Kline, 
Pollack,  de  Kooning,  the  Cedar 
Tavern.  And  then  I’d  met  the  peo¬ 
ple  after  them,  and  the  people  of 
the  future:  the  whole  Greenwich 
Village  spectrum.  But  now,  the 
Village  has  been  gone  for  years. 
This  [Hart  glances  out  the  win¬ 
dow  at  the  bright  blue  sky  and 
rooftops  of  North  Beach]  is 
the  last  little  remaining  comer  ot 
Greenwich  Village  that  I  know  of, 
not  only  in  America  but  in  the 
world.” 

Like  most  of  his  neighbors, 
Hart  does  his  traveling  by  foot 
and  bus.  He  doesn’t  own  a  car, 
and  doesn’t  want  one.  “A  car 
would  be  too  expensive  to  take 
care  of.  And  then  you’d  have  to 
park  it.  I  saw  a  sign  yesterday  — 
some  guy’s  willing  to  pay  $150  for 
a  parking  spot  around  here.  So  for 
me,  it’s  everything  by  foot!” 

North  Beach  haunts 

Everybody’s  got  his  favorite 
haunts  in  North  Beach.  Three 
places  figure  prominently  in 
Hart’s  regular  rounds.  One’s  the 
Trieste,  at  Vallejo  and  Grant  — 
his  daily  stop  for  coffee  and 
friendly  society.  Another’s  the 
New  Pisa  Restaurant  on  Green, 
where  Hart  regularly  dines 
around  midday.  “My  main  meal 
of  the  day.  I  don’t  like  to  eat 
anyplace  else.  But  I  don’t  want 
too  many  people  coming  in  there 
because  I  said  this!”  Another 
place  he  can  often  be  found  is  St. 
Francis  of  Assisi  Church.  There, 
too,  many  of  the  faces  are 
familiar.  “You’re  constantly  see¬ 
ing  people  you  know  —  on  the 
street,  at  cafes,  on  the  steps  of  the 
church.”  This  feeling  of  a 
coherent  neighborhood  is 
something  that’s  “almost  van¬ 
ished  from  America,”  Hart 
believes. 

Hart  agrees  with  most  of  his 
fellow  independent  artists  in 
North  Beach  that  it’s  getting 
harder  for  them  all  to  maintain  in 
the  face  of  economic  changes  in

‘Oedipus  Rex’:  Pier  Paolo  Pasolini’s  1967  film  of 
Sophocles’  tragedy  receives  its  long-delayed  U.S. 
premiere.  Pasolini  eschews  theatrical  devices  like  the 
Greek  chorus  along  with  most  of  the  dialogue,  but  it’s  all 
to  the  good  as  the  story  tells  itself  visually  and  the  film  is 
visually  enthralling.  With  its  panoramic  desert  vistas 
under  a  blazing  sun  and  its  gallery  of  otherworldly 
characters  in  silly  hats,  this  Oedipus  Rex  is  the  visual 
link  between  Sergio  Leone’s  spaghetti  westerns  of  the 
mid-’60s  and  Fellini’s  Satyricon  (1970).  Pasolini  Rep 
regulars  Franco  Citti  (as  Oedipus)  and  Ninetto  Davoli 
head  the  cast,  with  Silvana  Mangano  as  Jocasta  and  the 
Living  Theater’s  Julian  Beck  as  the  blind  seer  Tiresias.

Charlie  Haden’s  Liberation  Music  Orchestra:  In 

1969,  bassist  Charlie  Haden,  an  alumnus  of  Ornette 
Coleman’s  pioneering  "free  jazz’’  groups,  organized  his 
Liberation  Music  Orchestra,  melding  avant-garde,  large 
ensemble  music  with  a  radical  internationalist/anti- 
imperialist  social  outlook.  In  1982,  he  reassembled  a 
similar  group,  recording  the  deeply  moving  LP,  Ballad  of 
the  Fallen,  interpreting  songs  from  the  Spanish  Civil 
War,  El  Salvador,  Chile  and  other  areas  of  struggle.  Con¬ 
cert  performances  from  Haden’s  Liberation  Orchestra 
are  rare  and  this  Bay  Area  date  benefits  the  El  Salvador 
Children’s  Relief  Fund.

NIGHTLIFE/BRUCE  DANCIS 
The  Knitters  and  the  Washington  Squares:  The  line 
between  regressive  nostalgia  and  an  honorable  excava¬ 
tion  of  the  roots  of  popular  music  is  admittedly  a  thin 
one.  But  these  two  bands  are  making  sincere  efforts  to 
recapture  a  certain  spirit  that  is  too  frequently  absent 
from  contemporary  sounds.  The  Knitters,  a  loose 
association  of  L  A.  moonlighters  built  around  the 
acoustic  guitar  of  the  Blasters'  Dave  Alvin  and  the 
vocals  of  X’s  Exene  Cervenka  and  John  Doe,  offer  a 
close-to-the-edge  take  on  folk  and  country  on  their  new 
LP,  Poor  Little  Critters  on  the  Road  (Slash).  The 
Washington  Squares,  an  acoustic  trio  from  New  York, 
not  only  reprise  the  '60s  folk  sounds  of  Peter,  Paul  & 
Mary  and  carry  on  the  tradition  of  topical  songwriting, 
they  also  gently  spoof  the  sartorial  demands  of  the  Beat¬ 
nik  era  in  their  adoption  of  goatees,  berets  and  the  like.

‘Execution  of  Justice’:  What  is  to  be  remembered  and 
learned  from  the  Dan  White  assassinations  of  Harvey 
Milk  and  George  Moscone?  How  does  one  dramatize 
this  still-raw  tale  that  has  so  deeply  affected  the  life  of 
our  city?  The  people  who  have  told  this  story  —  in  books, 
in  plays,  on  film  —  have  primarily  been  San  Francisco 
residents,  many  of  them  longtime  observers  of  the  local 
*  I  political  scene.  Now  three  major  local  companies  — 
Berkeley  Rep,  San  Jose  Rep  and  the  Eureka  —  are  join¬ 
ing  forces  to  provide  us  with  another  angle  of  vision,  a 
docu-drama  from  the  pen  of  the  award-winning  New 
■  TT  York  playwright  Emily  Mann  Mann’s  drama,  based  on 
■IT-  interviews,  court  testimony  and  other  factual  accounts, 
won  honors  at  last  year’s  Humana  Festival  of  New  Plays 
JH  in  Louisville.  The  intriguing  question  is  how  the  play  will 
strike  audiences  who  already  know  the  story  and  have 
formed  their  own  opinions  about  all  the  real-life  leading 
characters.

PUMPING  IRON  II:  THE  WOMEN.  Directed  by  George  Butler.  At  the 
Ghirardelli,  SF. 

PERFECT.  Directed  by  James  Bridges.  At  the  Northpoint,  SF. 

Pumping  Iron  II:  The  Women  is  a  documentary  more 
dramatic  than  most  movies  that  tell  fictional  stories,  and  a 
lot  more  provocative.  This  sequel  to  writer /director  George 
Butler’s  and  co-writer  Charles  Gaines’  1977  Pumping  Iron 
(which  dealt  with  men’s  bodybuilding)  focuses  on  one 
women’s  bodybuilding  tourney  —  the  fourth  annual  Miss  Olympia  con¬ 
test  at  Caesar’s  Palace,  Las  Vegas,  in  December  1983  —  and  on  four 
principal  aspirants  to  the  title.  Who’ll  get  the  trophy?  On  the  way  to  its 
built-in  climax,  the  picture  poses  a  series  of  unsettling  questions  about 
what  it  means  to  be  a  woman  in  our  society,  and  what  it  means  to  be  a 
man. 

The  two  leading  candidates  for  this  particular  title  represent  opposite 
poles  on  the  women’s  bodybuilding  scene.  Rachel  McLish  —  dubbed 
‘  ‘The  Dish  ”  by  the  muscle  mags  —  has  fairly  impressive  biceps  and  thigh 
muscles,  but  she  maintains  a  traditionally  “feminine”  look,  and  she’s 
not  so  bulked  up  with  muscle  that  her  lithe,  classic  curves  wouldn’t  look 
perfectly  at  home  in  the  pages  of  Playboy.  “I  know  I’m  a  powder  puff,” 
McLish  admits  candidly.  “I  just  think  of  myself  as  a  very  strong  powder 
puff!” 


Bulky  Bev 

At  the  other  end  of  the  spec¬ 
trum  stands  Australian 
powerlifter  Bev  Francis.  At  the 


time  of  the  filming,  Francis  had 
not  yet  been  seen  in  the  U.S.,  but 
her  reputation  precedes  her  —  and 
we  watch  as  it  throws  contest 
organizers  into  a  tizzy.  Francis  is 


said  to  be  the  most  heavily,  bulki- 
ly  muscular  woman  yet  seen  on 
earth,  and  seeing  her  in  this  movie 
—  her  arrival  in  Vegas  is  like  a 
star’s  grand  entrance  —  you  can 
believe  it. 

Francis  is  the  Arnold 
Schwarzenegger  of  women’s 
bodybuilding,  the  one  who  has 
dared  to  go  further  than  any  of 
the  others,  and  her  arms,  legs, 
shoulders  and  pectorals  are  not 
only  larger  than  most  men’s,  but 
larger  than  many  male 
bodybuilders’.  While  officials 
worry  that  Francis  “looks  like  a 
man”  and  fear  that  a  Francis  vic¬ 
tory  will  hurt  the  sport’s  image, 
the  film  sets  up  a  classic  confron¬ 
tation  between  tradition  and  in¬ 
novation. 

It’s  a  good  thing  Iron  II  is  so 
dramatic,  because  it  fails  as  a 
documentary.  The  film  tells  you 
nothing  about  the  history  and 
background  of  women’s 
bodybuilding,  and  not  nearly  as 
much  as  you  want  to  know  about 
the  primary  competitors  here. 
Among  the  questions  that  go 
largely  unanswered  —  and  entire¬ 
ly  unasked  —  are:  How  old  are 


these  women?  What  are  their 
heights  and  weights?  Where  do 
they  come  from,  geographically 
and  socioeconomically?  What 
made  them  take  up  bodybuilding? 
How  long  and  how  hard  did  they 
train  to  get  where  they  are? 

Worse,  the  filmmakers  don’t 
identify  any  of  their  talking  heads . 
Much  of  the  picture  follows  the 
preliminary  debates  and  final 
deliberations  of  the  seven  contest 
judges  —  six  men  and  one 
woman,  some  Francis-defenders 
and  some  haters  of  the  very  idea 
of  Bev  Francis  —  and  these  con¬ 
versations  are  fascinating  and 
often  very  funny.  But  if  the 
judges’  deliberations  in  chambers 
are  no  secret  from  the  movie  au¬ 
dience,  their  names  and  identities 
are.  So  are  the  names  of  most  of 
the  15  competitors.  You  have  to 
be  very  alert  even  to  catch  the 
name  of  one  of  the  four  women 
the  film  focuses  on,  American 
multiple  titleholder  Carla  Dunlap. 
She’s  the  exceptionally  bright  and 
articutate  black  contestant  from 
New  Jersey. 

Winning  personalities 

The  film’s  flaws  on  the  infor¬ 


mational  level,  however,  are 
outweighed  by  its  tight  dramatic 
structure,  Butler’s  muscular  direc¬ 
tion  and  the  winning  personalities 
of  the  four  contenders  the  film 
concentrates  on  —  McLish,  Fran¬ 
cis,  Dunlap  and  Texas 
bodybuilder  Lori  Bowen,  who 
hopes  to  win  the  grand  prize  so  her 
husband,  bodybuilder  Randy 
Rice,  can  give  up  his  job  as  a  male 
stripper.  Despite  their  assorted 
and  neatly  contrasting  personal 
styles,  each  of  these  women  clear¬ 
ly  has  a  brain  and  a  nice  sense  of 
humor  about  herself  and  her 
sport. 

There’s  a  lot  of  comedy  in 
Pumping  Iron  II.  Bev  Francis 
does  a  funny  backstage  parody  of 
a  male  bodybuilder’s  repetitive, 
unimaginative  posing  routine 
(“The  guys  always  run  out  of 
poses  and  then  they  don’t  know 
what  to  do”).  Another  contestant 
parodies  McLish’s  flirtatious,  sex¬ 
ually  provocative  poses  (“1  love 
you,  Judge”), 

It’s  especially  funny  to 
eavesdrop  on  the  debates  among 
the  (maddeningly  anonymous)

judges  over  Francis’s  ap¬ 
propriateness  to  the  contest,  as 
they  clearly  haven’t  made  up  their 
collective  mind  whether  they’re 
judging  a  bodybuilding  competi¬ 
tion  or  a  beauty  pageant.  In  the 
former  event,  Francis  should  win 
hands  down;  in  the  latter,  McLish 
might  be  the  better  choice.  When 
women’s  bodybuilding  is  a  firmly 
established  sport,  women  like 
Francis  and  McLish  surely  won’t 
compete  against  each  other  in  the 
same  category. 

Unwitting  commant 

Don’t  be  put  off  by  an  opening 
title  sequence  out  of  a  skin  flick, 
wherein  the  camera  lovingly  pans 
over  the  body  contours  of  a  nude 
woman  bodybuilder  in  a  tanning 
machine  while  a  disco  number 
called  “Future  Sex”  throbs  on  the 
soundtrack.  This  sequence  isn’t 
typical  of  Pumping  Iron  II  (which 
sobers  up  immediately 
afterward),  but  it’s  a  telling,  un¬ 
witting  comment  on  the  way  our 
society  patronizes  women’s 
bodybuilding  as  compared  to 
men’s  bodybuilding,  and  women 
as  compared  to  men.  (“Gee, 
Toots,  you’re  cute  when  you’re 


pumped  up .  ”)  Imagine  the  uproar 
if  the  original  Pumping  Iron  had 
opened  with  a  lubricious  pan  over 
the  body  of  a  nude  man! 

For  the  rest,  though,  Pumping 
Iron  II:  The  Women  is  a 
reasonably  intelligent  and  power¬ 
fully  visual  introduction  to  a 
young  sport  in  the  making  and 
some  of  its  more  interesting  prac¬ 
titioners.  It  should  appeal  to 
anyone  with  an  interest  in  women, 
men,  sex  stereotypes,  sex- 
stereotype-busters  or  just  plain 
sex.  Anyone  else  can  stay  home. 

Perfectly  awful 

In  the  movie  misleadingly  titled 
Perfect,  John  Travolta  plays  an 
investigative  reporter  for  Rolling 
Stone  who’s  writing  a  sizzling  ex¬ 
pose  of  the  new  coed  health  clubs, 
“the  singles  bars  of  the  ’80s” 
as  his  story  puts  it.  While  chasing 
press-shy  aerobics  instructor 
Jamie  Lee  Curtis,  Travolta  meets 
health  club  “tramp”  Laraine 
Newman,  a  victim  of  low  self¬ 
esteem.  Newman  spills  all  the 
secrets  of  her  sad,  sordid  sex  life  to 
Travolta  —  and  Travolta  puts 
every  word  of  it  into  his  published 
story,  without  even  changing  the 
poor  woman’s  name.

This  static,  unfunny  comedy- 
drama  directed  by  James  Bridges 
from  a  screenplay  by  Bridges  and 
sometime  Rolling  Stone  reporter 
Aaron  Latham  replays  the  same 
dumb  plot  Kurt  Luedtke  dreamed 
up  for  Absence  of  Malice :  An  ace 
reporter,  not  a  cub  but  a  crack 
professional,  suddenly  turns  into 
an  idiot  (because  the  plot  requires 
it)  and  publishes  a  story  revealing 
damaging  secrets  about  a  private 
individual  who  is  not  only  not  in 
any  sense  “a  public  figure”  but  is 
in  fact  a  complete  nonentity.  At 
least  Laraine  Newman,  in  this  ver¬ 
sion,  isn’t  driven  to  suicide  (as 
Melinda  Dillon  was  in  Malice). 
But  Perfect  similarly  purveys  one 
of  our  era’s  Biggest  Lies  —  that 
the  press  is  the  American  public’s 
enemy.  In  fact,  the  press  is  just 
about  the  only  institutional  friend 
the  American  people  have  right 
now. 

Big  on  buns 

Perfect  irritated  me,  but  I’m 
probably  taking  it  too  seriously 
because  it  isn’t  really  about 
anything  other  than  the  bodies  of 
female  aerobics  instructors.  The 
movie  is,  at  least,  perfectly  smar¬ 
my.  Whenever  Bridges  can’t  think 
of  anything  else  to  do,  he  makes 
Curtis,  clad  in  the  teensy- 
weensiest  workout  suit  you  ever 
saw  (it  doesn’t  cover  her  buns), 
thrust  her  nearly  naked  behind 
directly  into  the  camera, 
rhythmically,  over  and  over  and 
over.  Isn’t  it  odd  how,  in 
Hollywood  at  least,  one  little  inch 
of  lycra  spandex  separates  “por¬ 
nography”  from  “family  enter¬ 
tainment”?  ■

ZENA  JONES 

Pumping  Iron  II:  The  Women 

Conceiver/producer/director  George 
Butler,  who  brought  us  Arnold 
Schwarzenegger  and  blasted  bodybuild¬ 
ing's  mastodon-muscle-and-midget-mind 
image,  tries  to  give  as  much  weight  to  the 
women  in  this  subculture  sport,  with 
mixed  results.  The  cream  of  the  uniquely 
sculpted,  far-from-being-dumbbells  crop, 
Rachel  McLish,  Carla  Dunlap  and  Lori 
Bowen ,  are  warming  up  for  the  Las  Vegas 
Caesar's  Palace  $50,000  World  Cup 
Championship.  But  then  Australia's 
iconoclastic  Bev  Francis  arrives.  Her 
pecs,  laterals,  deltoids  and  attitude  rival 
any  man's,  which  raises  the  question, 
where  does  femininity  end  and  the 
freakish  begin?  In  deciding,  audiences 
won’t  strain  any  more  mental  sinews  than 
the  contest  judges,  whose  behind-the- 
scenes  descent  into  utter  chaos  is 
hilarious.  But  Butler’s  pseudo-documen¬ 
tary  is  filmed  in  Flashdance  and  lacks 
both  the  real  sweat  and  smell  of  the  sport 
and  a  dominant  personality.  The  women 
are  tine  —  it’s  the  movie  that  lacks  mus¬ 
cle.  (Ghirardelli.SF) 

Perfect 

John  Travolta  doesn’t  dance  in  this  one. 
Instead,  he  proves  that  the  trip  from 
Grease  to  smarm  is  just  a  slither  away. 

He’s  a  look-at-me-l’m-a-writer  reporter 
for  Rolling  Stone  in  New  York,  working  on 
a  De  Lorean-type  story.  Sent  to  L.A.  tor  an 
interview,  he  discovers  health  clubs,  ap¬ 
parently  the  meat  racks  of  the  ’80s. 
There,  being  30  is  unthinkable,  likewise 
having  a  thought,  and  the  body’s  truly  a 
temple.  The  religion?  The  more  perfect 
the  body,  the  better  the  sex.  Jamie  Lee 
Curtis  is  a  slightly  less  airheaded 
aerobics  instructor,  and  her  classes  are 
the  endless  focus  for  a  camera  whose 
raincoat-flasher  approach  turns  the  film 
into  a  portrait  of  fanny.  Director/co¬ 
writer  James  Bridges'  dialogue  is  equally 
unctuous  -j-  Sports  Connection  club 
becomes  sports  erection,  and  “You're  a 
sphincter  muscle”  a  term  of  endearment. 

The  story  never  gets  a  workout,  and  the 
entire  movie’s  a  static  and  formless  ( 
cheat  as  it  oozes  its  oily  way  across  the 
screen.  Perfect?  Sure,  a  perfect  mess. 
(Northpoint,  SF;  Oaks  Twin,  Berk.; 
Rockridge,  Oakl.)  B 
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Joan  Armatrading:  ‘People  might  think  that  I  should  write  political  songs 
and  try  to  sing  for  the  black  person.  But  that’s  not  what  I’m  about.’

I've  got  a  secret 


DERK  RICHARDSON 

JOAN  ARMATRADING.  At  Berkeley  Community  Theater,  Sunday,  May  26th. 

She  is  an  enigma  just  waiting  to  be  unraveled,  personally 
aloof,  yet  writing  and  singing  songs  of  plainspoken  intimacy 
and  emotional  frankness.  She  writes  love  songs  that  explore 
every  nuance  of  strength,  and  vulnerability,  and  sings  them 
with  a  voice  that  is  now  resilient  and  powerful,  now  airy  and 
defenseless.  When  you  try  to  figure  her  out,  she  changes.  That’s  the 
way  Joan  Armatrading  likes  it.  And  a  gradually  growing  legion  of  fans 
is  endeared  to  her  mystique.  Over  the  past  ten  years,  Armatrading 
has  undergone  chameleon-like  transformations  in  her  persona,  starting 
as  a  basically  acoustic  artist,  tagged  as  a  fold-styled  performer  and 
moving  into  harder,  shinier  forms  of  rock  and  roll.  Last  week,  at 
two  nearly  sold-out  shows  in  the  Berkeley  Community  Theater,  Arma¬ 
trading  unveiled  her  latest  sound,  a  crack  new  six-piece  band  and 
a  batch  of  new  songs  from  her  recent  album,  Secret  Secrets. 


Heart  tugging 

She  reveled  in  a  tight  and 
polished  horn-accented  synth- 
rock  context,  broke  through  an 
innate  shyness  and  even  danced 
around  the  stage  exuberantly. 
But  no  matter  how  she  dresses  up 
or  how  heavily  she  rocks  out,  Ar¬ 
matrading  feels  familiar.  Her 
lyrics  tug  at  the  heart  as  they 
always  have,  even  as  she  weaves  a 
new  musical  cocoon  around  her¬ 
self. 

She  opened  the  concert  with 
“Persona  Grata,”  the  challeng¬ 
ing,  anthemic  song  that  also 
opens  the  new  LP.  As  she  raked 
her  acoustic  12-string  guitar  and 
sang  the  cryptic  lines,  “Power 
over  me,  I’m  your  whipping  boy, 
I  can  positively  say,  I  am  in  love 


with  you,”  the  band  built  a  thick 
complex  sound,  founded  on 
booming  bass  and  drums  and  lay¬ 
ered  with  guitar,  synthesizers  and 
a  wailing  bluesy  saxophone. 
Transluscent  panels  at  the  rear  of 
the  stage  flashed  in  different  col¬ 
ors,  and  computerized  pinpoint 
spotlights  illuminated  the  players 
with  stark  precision. 

“Pity  on  me,”  she  sang  next  in 
another  new  song,  “Why  don’t  I 
know  how  to  make  those 
moves?”  But  her  lament  was 
belied  throughout  the  rest  of  her 
21 -song  concert  over  the  next 
hour-and-a-half.  The  34-year- 
old  Armatrading  knows  how  to 
make  those  moves.  She  enthrall¬ 
ed  her  fans  with  her  flexible 
voice,  hammered  them  with  pow¬ 


erful  rock  and  roll,  dazzled  them 
with  dynamic  staging  and  ensnar¬ 
ed  them  in  the  tension  between 
bold  assertiveness  and  tender 
supplication.  She  may  in  fact 
have  a  “  fear  of  letting  go ,”  as  she 
sang  in  the  surging  single, 
“Temptation.”  But  she  commu¬ 
nicates  tremendous  strength 
through  every  aspect  of  her  com¬ 
manding  presence. 

Unique  voice 

Key  to  Armatrading’s  appeal  is 
her  unique  voice,  which  ranges 
from  a  husky  lower  register  to  a 
breathy  falsetto,  and  which  she 
uses  to  tease  out  the  meanings 
and  implications  of  her  song- 
poems.  Since  her  harmonically 
complex  songs  are  often  not 
tuneful  in  a  conventional  sense,  it 
is  the  melding  of  her  singing  with 
her  arranging  that  carries  them. 
Like  an  R&B-rooted  saxophon¬ 
ist,  she  repeats  words  or  phrases, 
shifting  her  inflections  to  accent 
the  underlying  feelings.  In  her 
Berkeley  concert,  whether 
belting  through  full-blown  new 
wave  bombast  or  crooning  to 
quiet  piano  or  acoustic  guitar  ac¬ 
companiment,  Armatrading  was 
in  peak  form. 

The  Caribbean-born  and 
British-bred  Armatrading 
began  gathering  a  following  in 
the  U.S.  in  the  mid-1970s.  In 
1976,  the  song  “Down  to 
Zero,”  from  her  third  album, 
garnered  some  radio  play  with 
its  folk-rock  sound  of  piano, 
strummed  guitar  and  judici¬ 
ous  electric  touches  beneath 
the  singer’s  warbling  staccato 
phrases.  The  1979  EP  How 
Cruel  moved  in  a  decisively 
rock  direction,  amplified  on 
the  subsequent  LPs  Me  Myself 
I,  Walk  Under  Ladders  and 
The  Key.  Armatrading  ex¬ 
perimented  with  different  pro¬ 
ducers,  including  Richard 
Gottehrer  and  Steve 
Lillywhite. 

‘I  want  to  feel  proud’ 

Her  moves,  she  explained  in  a 
telephone  conversation  with  the 
Bay  Guardian  just  before  she 
came  to  town,  have  not  been 
made  to  further  her  career.  “Ob¬ 
viously  I  want  to  reach  a  wider 
group  of  people,”  she  said,  “but 
I  want  to  feel  proud  about  what 
I’m  doing.  I  don’t  really  want  to 
be  the  Bay  City  Rollers.  I 
couldn’t  tell  you  what  the  Bay  Ci¬ 
ty  Rollers  are  doing  now,  and  I’m 
very  happy  that  I’m  here  doing 
what  I’m  doing  still.” 

For  Secret  Secrets,  she  hired 
producer  Mike  Howlett,  known 
for  his  work  with  the  ultra-trendy 
synth-rock/pseudo-soul  Flock  of 
Seagulls.  But  as  Armatrading 
pointed  out,  she  maintains  total 
control  over  the  direction  of  her 
music.  “I’m  not  saying  the  pro¬ 
ducer  doesn’t  have  a  value,”  she 
explained.  “But  I  don’t  go  to  him 
with  a  song  and  say  ‘How  would 
you  go  about  this?’  When  I  go  in¬ 
to  the  studio,  I  know  exactly 
what  I  want  everybody  to  do,  I 
know  exactly  how  the  song  is, 
and  that’s  how  it  stays.”  She 
does  all  the  arranging,  including 
horns  and  strings. 

That  sense  of  self-confidence 
and  self-determination  carries 
over  into  her  songwriting  as  well. 


You  could  compare  Armatra¬ 
ding’s  “One  Night,”  for  in¬ 
stance,  with  Phil  Collins’  current 
ballad  hit,  “One  More  Night.” 
Both  are  unabashedly  romantic 
pleas  bathed  in  lush  orchestra¬ 
tions,  but  whereas  Collins 
languishes  in  his  loneliness  and 
doubt,  Armatrading  refuses  to 
wallow  in  sentimentality,  declar¬ 
ing  with  irrefutable  resolve  that 
with  one  more  night,  “I  could 
make  you  stay.” 

Personal  relationships 

About  the  only  thing  you  can 
count  on  from  Armatrading  is 
that  she  will  write  songs  about 
personal  relationships  —  “love 
and  affection.”  Even  that 
doesn’t  fit  some  people’s  expec¬ 
tations  of  a  black  woman  born  in 
the  Caribbean  and  raised  in  Eng¬ 
land.  “People  might  think  that  I 
should  write  political  songs  and 
try  to  sing  for  the  black  person,” 
she  told  the  Bay  Guardian. 
“They  might  expect  that,  but 
that’s  not  what  I  do,  that’s  not 
what  I’m  about.  Also,  I’m  not 
about  writing  particularly  for 
women.  The  songs  I  write  are  for 
everybody.  When  a  ten-year -old 
boy  comes  up  to  me  and  starts  to 
sing  one  my  songs,  which  they 
do,  to  me  that’s  brilliant.” 

Born  on  the  island  of  St.  Kitts, 
moving  to  Antigua  when  she  was 
three  and  Birmingham,  England 
when  she  was  seven,  Armatra¬ 
ding  considers  herself  strictly 
British  and  didn’t  exper  ence  the 
hardship  and  oppression  of  other 
West  Indian  blacks  in  England. 
“I  didn’t  grow  up  in  a  black 
neighborhood.  My  parents  went 
to  England,  they  didn’t  go  to  Lit¬ 
tle  St.  Kitts  or  Little  Antigua,  and 
I  think  it’s  best  if  you’re  not 
qualified  or  that  knowledgeable 
about  it,  that  you  let  the  guys 
who  are  and  who  know  how  to 
express  it  really  well  do  it.  I  just 
try  to  go  my  own  way.” 

Role  playing 

Her  own  way  includes  both 
the  musical  experimentation  that 
resulted  in  the  high-gloss  yet  rich¬ 
ly  satisfying  Berkeley  concert, 
and  the  emotional  and  cross- 
gender  role-playing  that  yields 
such  songs  as  “The  Weakness  in 
Me”  and  “I  Love  it  When  You 
Call  Me  Names.”  It’s  an  intrigu¬ 
ing  journey,  full  of  ambiguities 
and  subtle  rewards.  Her  au¬ 
dience,  which  stood  en  masse  and 
sang  chorus  after  chorus  of  her 
final  encore,  the  touching 
“Willow,”  relishes  the  privilege 
of  following  her  on  that  twisting 
path,  playing  hide-and-seek  and 
trying  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the 
“secret  secret”  Joan  Armatra¬ 
ding.  ■

When  warm  music 
meets  cool  dance

ODC/SAN  FRANCISCO.  At  Herbst Theatre,  SF,  Wednesday,  May  29th. 

O  DC/San  Francisco’s  spring  program  at  the  Herbst 
Theatre  put  a  strong  emphasis  on  music  —  Bay  Area-made 
jazz,  by  players  whose  sounds  are  fittingly  kinetic  for  con¬ 
temporary  dance.  The  eclectic  program  featured  two 
premieres  involving  the  direct  participation  of  exuberant 
singer/one-man-band  Bobby  McFerrin,  who  created  a  commissioned 
score  for  Katie  Nelson’s  Wild  Card,  and  a  live  appearance  by  vocalist 
Rhiannon,  who  performed  a  cappella  and  with  taped  accompaniment 
for  Brenda  Way’s  Natural  Causes.  The  third  piece  on  the  bill  was  En¬ 
tropies,  choreographed  last  year  by  Way  to  a  shimmering  commissioned 
score  by  steel  drum  wizard  Andy  Narell  and  his  group. 

Joyous  McForrin 

With  'Wild  Card,  Nelson  has  conjured  an  environment  of  whimsy 
against  the  consistently  interesting,  joyous  noise  of  McFerrin.  In  a 
wordless  improvisation  recorded  on  several  overlapping  tracks,  McFer¬ 
rin  whistled,  hummed,  snapped,  clucked,  made  a  buzzing  sound  like  a 
slew  of  cicadas  and  did  some  melodic  harmonizing  with  himself. 

The  company  of  seven  dancers  choly:  two  pairings  of  dancers 


provided  a  visual  cacophony  and 
playfulness  that  suggested  a  crew 
of  punch-drunk  toys.  Dressed  in 
Janet  Koike’s  vivid  and  somewhat 
distracting  costumes  (bright 
tights,  floppy  multi-colored  tu¬ 
nics,  with  some  dancers  in  what 
looked  like  bathing  caps  topped 
with  goggles),  they  pushed  and 
pulled  and  swung  through  an  elas- , 
tic,  demanding  set  of  paces. 

As  ODC’s  “pre-eminent  move¬ 
ment  formalist,”  Nelson  seemed 
most  interested  in  presenting  an 
animated  cartoon  of  small  inter¬ 
changes  and  private  games.  It  was 
fun  to  watch  on  occasion,  but 
with  the  dancers  so  deadpan  and 
intent,  the  whimsy  was  of  an  arch, 
cerebral  sort  rather  than  the  varie¬ 
ty  of  infectious  fun  McFerrin  was 
providing. 

Soulful  Rhiannon 

Brenda  Way’s  Natural  Causes 
covered  moodier,  more  personal 
territory,  with  a  soulful  musical 
underpinning  from  Rhiannon  and 
such  local  jazz  lights  as  sax¬ 
ophonist  Larry  Schneider  and 
drummer  Eddie  Marshall.  The 
piece  began  with  a  striking  pro¬ 
logue:  As  Rhiannon  sang  a  high- 
pitched,  wordless  aria,  dancer 
Katie  Nelson  slowly  wrapped  her¬ 
self  into  a  long  bolt  of  white  cloth. 
Just  as  she  appeared  to  be  con¬ 
tained  in  this  cocoon,  she  rapidly 
escaped  it,  unfurling  herself  in  one 
long,  fluid  pirouette. 

The  five  segments  that  followed 
carried  a  languid  mood  of  what 
felt  to  me  like  adolescent  melan- 


to  exhibit  a  kind  of  heated  sensual 
joy  that  is  rare  in  “cool”  post¬ 
modern  dance.  Narell’s  steel 
drum  melodics  and  percussionist 
Kenneth  Nash’s  catchy  polyrhy¬ 
thms  were  infectiously  friendly, 
and  Way’s  choreography  capital¬ 
ized  on  them.  With  a  backdrop  of 
Caribbean  surf  and  two  lines  of 
swinging  palm  fans  overhead,  the 
dancers  performed  in  a  fashion 
that  conveyed  the  sultry  ease  one 
feels  in  tropical  climes. 

Arching,  slinking  lines  of 
movement  offered  subtle  referen¬ 
ces  to  calypso  and  African  dance 
styles,  but  one  never  forgot  that 
those  were  urban  bodies  loosening 
up  to  the  unfamiliar  burnishing 
sun.  The  pairings  were  particular¬ 
ly  sensuous  and  well -conceived, 
with  a  lot  of  sly  byplay  and  sandy 
flirtation.  At  one  point  Friedman 
gave  Nelson’s  thigh  a  slow,  delib¬ 
erate  caress  that  was  pure  seduc¬ 
tion.  Much  more  than  in  other

(one  male,  one  female)  supported 
one  another  in  lifts,  swings  and 
carryings  that  suggested  all  kinds 
of  fond  belonging  and  dependen¬ 
cy  against  Rhiannon’s  dusky 
blues.  In  another  sequence,  the 
singer  bopped  through  a  playful 
and  somewhat  harrowing  version 
of  the  childhood  standard  “The 
Ants  Go  Marching,”  as  lines  of 
dancers  marched  bemusedly  and 
soloist  Jeff  Friedman  tumbled 
and  searched  desperately  around 
and  through  them. 

A  trio  of  women  in  Norma  Ka- 
mali’s  white,  waistless  cotton 
dresses  danced  through  an  alter¬ 
nately  luxuriant  and  frustrated 
movement  aptly  titled  “Cracked 
Angels,”  and  in  “Self-Portrait,” 
Charles  Trapolin  performed  a 
stretching,  yearning  solo  as  other 
dancers  appeared  briefly  on  the 
fringes,  seeming  to  evaporate  be¬ 
fore  he  could  contact  them. 
Schneider’s  poignant  rendition  of 
the  blues  standard  “Motherless 
Child”  and  Rhiannon’s  embel¬ 
lishments  added  immeasurably  to 
his  aura  of  longing  and  loss. 

The  piece  ended  with  the  entire 
company  repeating  some  of  the 
earlier  movement  motifs,  this 
time  with  Nelson  wearing  black, 
as  if  to  signal  a  psychic  transfor¬ 
mation.  Her  long,  climactic  spin 
echoed  the  prologue,  and  brought 
the  piece  to  an  exhilarating,  satis¬ 
fying  conclusion. 

Heated  sensuality 

The  final  work,  Entropies,  of¬ 
fered  the  dancers  an  opportunity

works  on  the  bill,  something  hap¬ 
pened  between  the  dancers  in  En¬ 
tropies:  They  communicated  in  a 
way  that  celebrated  their 
athleticism  and  their  libidos. 

Qaneroslty  of  spirit 

Though  ODC  still  tends  to  keep 
its  marked  distance  from  the  au¬ 
dience’s  emotions,  the  two  dances 
by  Way  engaged  me  viscerally 
more  than  other  works  of  hers 
I’ve  seen.  This  prominent  local 
company’s  polish,  professional¬ 
ism  and  ensemble  spirit  continues 
to  grow,  and  the  technical  produc¬ 
tion  flighting  by  David  K.H.  Elli¬ 
ot,  sets  by  Elliot  and  Doug 
Winter)  was  accomplished  and 
sophisticated. 

Whether  the  dances  bloomed 
out  of  the  music  or  vice  versa,  the 
inclusion  of  sounds  from  the  char¬ 
ismatic  Rhiannon,  the  virtuoso 
McFerrin  and  the  highly  pleasing 
Narell  group  certainly  added  a 
vibrant,  emotive  dimension  to  the 
evening.  For  me,  much  postmod¬ 
ern  dance  seems  private  and  self- 
enclosed.  ODC  appears  to  be 
opening  up,  with  a  new  generosity 
of  spirit  in  some  pieces  that  is 
most  welcomed.  ■

the  neighborhood.  “I  don’t  even 
know  a  single  painter  in  North 
Beach  anymore,”  says  Hart. 
“It’s  the  same  old  thing.  The  ar¬ 
tists  can’t  hold  out.  They  moved 
into  Greenwich  Village  with  the 
Modigliani  apartments,  the  Pi¬ 
casso  apartments,  the  Van  Gogh 
apartments.  I  saw  that  happen. 
And  you  know,  if  Van  Gogh  or 
Modigliani  walked  into  one  of 
these  apartment  buildings, 
they’d  kick  him  out  so  fast!  It’s 
getting  like  that  around  here 
somewhat.  Whenever  there’s 
something  creative,  then  people 
come  up,  they  want  to  buy  into 
that  creativity,  and  the  feel  of  it 
—  but  you  can’t  buy  into  that 
kind  of  thing.” 

Asked  if  he  foresees  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  gentrification  sweeping 
through  North  Beach  like  a  mall 
fire  by,  say,  20  years  from  now, 
Hart  counters  with  a  sigh: 
“Make  it  ten  .  .  .  .” 

At  the  Trieste  again:  another 
neighborhood  bard,  Jack 
Hirschman,  is  talking  about 
how,  since  the  recent  closing  of 
the  Keystone  Korner,  it’s  getting 
to  be  a  sparse  landscape  for  jazz 
in  San  Francisco.  “Without  the 
Keystone,  there  are  really  only 
three  places  left  in  this  town 
where  you  can  hear  jazz:  Pearl’s 
in  the  Great  Eastern  over  in 
Chinatown,  the  Saloon  here  on 
Grant”  —  Hirschman  extends  a 
bony  index  finger  toward  the 
window  —  “and  wherever 
Howard  Hart’s  reading  his 
poems,  because  that’s  where 
poetry  leans  closest  to 
jazz.  ...”  ■

14.  PANTHER  BEACH. 

The  cleanest  of  the  Santa  Cruz  nude 
beaches,  Panther  Is  also  one  of  the 
least-crowded,  most-scenic,  and  least- 
hassled  sites  In  our  survey  this  year. 
We  Just  hope  things  will  continue  this 
way.  Tells  one  recent  visitor:  ‘‘The  field 
overlooking  Panther  Beach  actually 
has  a  fence  and  a  metal  gate.  It  looked 
to  me  as  If  someone  had  broken 
through  the  gate  with  a  bolt  cutter.  I 
hope  this  doesn’t  portend  problems 
with  the  law,  so  It's  probably  wise  to  be 
discreet  and  considerate  (while  going 
through  the  field)." 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  Check  for  Panther  be¬ 
tween  Hole-In-The-Wall  and  Laguna 
Creek  Beach.  The  half-mile  long  beach 
is  1.6  miles  north  of  Red,  White  and 
Blue,  or  about  10.6  miles  north  of  Santa 
Cruz.  Park  on  the  small  side  road  to  the 
left  of  Highway  1.  Be  prepared  to  walk 
through  and  around  a  farm  field  (see 
note  in  introduction  to  entry),  then 
down  a  short  path  to  the  beach.  Pan¬ 
ther  is  north  of  Laguna  Creek,  which  Is 
depicted  on  the  National  Automobile 
Club  map  of  Santa  Cruz  County. 

The  beach:  Breathtaking.  High  rock 
towers,  natural  bridges  and  caves.  The 
tide  sometimes  rushes  in  very  swiftly. 
Small  in  size,  but  definitely  worth  the 
trip. 

The  crowd:  So  tiny  in  1975  that  few 
observers  thought  nudity  would  be 
here  to  stay.  Now,  100  people  on  a  good 
day  would  still  be  a  huge  crowd  for  this 
little-known  beach.  Most  visitors  are 
young  and  single. 

15.  LAOUNA  CREEK  BEACH. 

Except  for  Panther,  Laguna  Creek  is 
probably  the  cleanest  nude  beach  in 
Santa  Cruz  County  this  year.  One  pos¬ 
sible  reason:  Both  Panther  and  Laguna 
have  county-supplied  trash  barrels  at 
nearby  Highway  1  turnouts.  We  en¬ 
courage  you  to  use  them  to  keep  these 
beaches  from  encountering  Bonny 
Doon’s  fate.  Check  for  Laguna  Creek 
Beach  south  of  Bonny  Doon  Road  (see 
Bonny  Doon),  Panther  Beach  and  Lid- 
del  and  Resplnl  creeks  (both  shown  on 
the  National  Automobile  Club  map  of 
Santa  Cruz  County)  and  north  of  Red, 
White  and  Blue  Beach. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  See  above.  Just  past 
Red,  White  and  Blue  Beach,  park  on  the 
right  side  of  Highway  1  next  to  the  road 
that  veers  off  to  the  right.  A  path  on  the 
north  side  of  Laguna  Creek  will  take 
you  across  the  Southern  Pacific 
railroad  tracks,  across  a  farm  field  (if 
possible,  walk  around  the  field  rather 
than  through  It),  and  down  a  long,  slop¬ 
ing  hill  to  the  sand.  Laguna  Creek 
Beach  Is  0.7  mllps  north  of  Red,  White 
and  Blue  Beach. 

The  beach:  Bring  warm  clothes  for  this 
sometimes  gusty  spit  of  sand.  It  takes 
Its  name  from  nearby  Laguna  Creek. 
Long  but  narrow. 

The  crowd:  Even  on  the  best  days,  no 
more  than  50  users  gather  here. 

16.  RED,  WHITE  AND  BLUE 
BEACH. 

Operator  Ralph  Edwards  got  Into  the 
nude  beach  trade  by  accident.  Eight¬ 
een  years  ago,  he  was  ranching  In 
Orange  County  when  he  decided  to 
head  north  and  buy  a  cattle  ranch  on 
the  bluffs  north  of  Santa  Cruz.  Together 
with  a  partner,  the  quiet-spoken  pro¬ 
prietor  later  turned  part  of  the  property 
Into  one  of  the  best  private  nude 
beaches  anywhere. 

Today,  when  Ralph's  not  busy  mind¬ 
ing  the  herd  or  growing  sprouts,  you 
can  find  him  or  his  assistant,  Paul,  at 
the  beach,  which  Is  open  every  day 
from  10  am  to  5  pm  (6  pm  In  summer). 
After  antelng  up  $5  for  the  day,  you  can 
picnic  at  tables  or  fire  pits,  play 
volleyball  or  tetherball  and  enjoy  a  hot 
shower.  Or,  for  a  fee  of  $8  (singles),  $9 
(couples)  or  $10  (families),  you  can 
camp  overnight  completely  In  the  buff. 
Or,  fully  undressed,  you  can  gaze 
toward  the  top  of  a  cliff  that  features 
the  nation's  only  landing  strip  next  to  a 
nude  beach.  Together  with  the  best 
restrooms  this  side  of  Devil’s  Slide,  Ed¬ 
wards  also  offers  plenty  of  parking  and 
some  pretty  good  rules:  no  cameras, 
drugs,  gunsor  dogs.  Bring  a  drop  cloth 
and  some  pegs  to  make  your  own  wind-

Rating:  A. 

Bay  Guardian  Award:  Nude  Beach 
Open  The  Longest. 

Legal  statue:  Greatly  respected  by  the 
local  sheriff’s  deputies  we  Interviewed 
In  past  years,  Edwards'  beach  Is  on 
private  property  that  is  technically  still 
subject  to  raids.  In  practice,  however, 
the  police  never  come  here  and  would 
get  Into  a  legal  battle  If  they  did. 

How  to  find  It  Situated  north  of  Santa 
Cruz  and  south  of  Hole-In-The-Wall 
Beach  and  the  town  of  Davenport.  Go¬ 
ing  south,  you  will  find  it  4.2  miles  past 
Davenport.  From  downtown  Santa 
Cruz,  go  north  a  little  more  than  nine 
miles.  (From  the  northern  city  line,  it’s 
about  six  miles.)  Look  for  a  large  red, 
white  and  blue  mailbox  (with  the 
number  5021)  on  the  west  side  of  the 
road  —  the  actual  address  is  5021 
Highway  1.  Turn  onto  Scaroni  Road, 
which  begins  here.  The  road  is  near  Ma¬ 
jors  Creek  and  Table  Rock  on  good 
maps.  At  the  gate,  you'll  be  asked  for  an 
entrance  charge. 

The  beech:  The  site  features  lots  of 
sandy  nooks  near  the  bluffs,  plus  some 
new  rocks  that  are  being  used  as  wind¬ 
breaks.  You  don't  have  to  worry  about 
climbing  here:  A  trail  connects  the 
parking  lot  with  the  sandy  600-yard- 
long  beach.  Bring  warm  clothing  in 
case  the  site  is  windy  or  cold.  More 
sunbathing  than  swimming.  The  entire 
area  Is  backed  by  cliffs. 

The  crowd:  Up  from  last  year,  mostly 
because  of  the  earlier  warm  weather. 
As  at  Devil’s  Slide,  most  of  the  people 
go  nude.  The  average  age  here  Is  older 
than  at  nearby  nude  beaches.  Peak  use 
numbers  are  In  the  hundreds,  with 
1,000  or  more  recorded  on  only  a  few 
days  in  the  past  two  decades. 

17.  FOUR  MILE  BEACH. 

Finding  misnamed  Four  Mile  Beach  is 
simple:  All  you  have  to  do  is  set  your 
odometer.  The  beach  is  almost  four 
miles  north  of  the  city  of  Santa  Cruz. 

Rating:  B. 

Legal  statue:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  About  3.6  miles  north  of 
the  city  of  Santa  Cruz,  you’ll  see  a 
group  of  cars  parked  on  the  left 
shoulder  of  Highway  1.  Or,  on  a  good 
map  (such  as  the  National  Automobile 
Club's  Santa  Cruz  County  offering), 
find  where  Baldwin  Creek  (just  south  of 
Bald  Mountain  and  Majors  Creek)  emp¬ 
ties  into  the  ocean.  The  clump  of  cars  is 
the  first  you  will  see  after  leaving  Santa 
Cruz.  The  walk  from  the  dirt  road  over 
the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  tracks 
and  then,  to  the  south,  past  a  slough  is 
about  a  quarter  mile.  Look  for  Four  Mile 
Beach  between  Red,  White  and  Blue  to 
the  north  and  the  non-nude  Natural 
Bridges  State  Park  a  few  miles  south. 
The  beach:  One-fourth  the  size  of  its 
name.  Once  clean,  like  Bonny  Doon,  it 
has  become  a  garbage  heap  of  bottles, 
cans  and  other  trash  over  the  past  five 
years. 

The  crowd:  Small  In  numbers,  but  you’ll 
have  lots  of  surfers  to  watch. 

18.  MANRESSA  BEACH. 

Check  for  Manressa  Beach  just  south 
of  Trestle  Beach  in  the  southern  part  of 
nude  beach-studded  Santa  Cruz  Coun¬ 
ty.  The  nude  beach  Is  so  good  that  It’s 
even  used  by  off-duty  sheriff’s 
deputies,  one  of  whom  we  interviewed 
here  a  few  years  back. 

Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Part  of  Manressa  Beach 
State  Park,  which  cites  nudes  only  on  a 
complaint-received  basis.  "If  a  woman 
Is  topless,  a  ranger  won’t  bother  her," 
local  chief  ranger  Larry  Cermak  told  us 
in  1983.  The  big  exception  is  if  "a  family 
complains." 

How  to  flndlt:  From  Santa  Cruz,  follow 
Highway  1  south  p*st  Watsonville  to 
the  exit  (north  of  Moss  Landing)  for  the 
town  of  La  Selva  Beach  and  west  of 
Watsonville  proper.  Follow  San  An¬ 
dreas  Road  to  its  termination  near  the 
beach. 

The  beach:  The  two  nude  beaches  to 
the  south  of  here  have  sand  dunes,  but 
Manressa  is  flat.  Strong  riptides  make 
the  water  colder  than  usual,  and  a  fairly 
deep  ocean  bottom  makes  swimming 
somewhat  hazardous.  Overnighters 
love  the  setting  at  nearby  Seacllff 
Beach  State  Park  headquarters,  which 
has  campsites. 

The  crowd:  Scattered  and  semi-nude. 
The  parts  of  Manressa  favored  by

19.  SUNSET  BEACH  (SOUTH). 

Due  to  a  growing  lack  of  privacy, 
Sunset  Beach  barely  continues  as  a 
nude  enclave.  The  south  end  of  the 
seven-mile  beach  now  lies  in  full  view 
of  a  large  beachfront  condo  complex 
on  the  north  side  of  the  Pajaro  River. 
Even  so,  there  are  soft  dunes  that 
enhance  the  sunbathing  possibilities 
at  this  site,  which  is  17  miles  south  of 
Santa  Cruz,  Just  south  of  Manressa, 
and  west  of  Watsonville  in  the  southern 
tier  of  Santa  Cruz  County. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  atatua:  As  part  of  Sunset  Beach 
State  Park,  the  nude  area  Is  subject  to 
busts  when  non-nudes  complain.  "Cfr  If 
a  person  is  indiscreet  —  let's  say  he's 
jumping  up  and  down,  playing  Frlsbee 
or  running  along  the  beach  —  he  will  be 
subject  to  Immediate  citation,"  says 
head  ranger  Larry  Cermak.  “Don’t  bring 
attention  to  the  fact  that  you’re  not 
wearing  clothes." 

How  to  find  It:  Take  the  Mar  Monte  exit 
to  the  San  Andreas  Road  cutoff  In  Wat¬ 
sonville  along  Highway  1,  then  follow  it 


past  Manressa  to  scenic  Sunset. 

Ths  beach:  Heavy  surf,  fireplts,  rest¬ 
rooms,  showers  and  a  whopping  90 
camping  sites  make  Sunset  a  busy- 
beacher’s  bonanza.  For  calmer  types, 
this  sandy  wedge  of  seascape  and 
dunes  offers  stunning  sunsets  and 
vistas.  Find  a  cozy  nest  In  the  dunes 
away  from  the  condos.  Swimming  can 
be  hazardous. 

The  crowd:  If  you  feel  that  safety  Is  In 
numbers,  you  won't  like  this  beach.  It 
attracts  more  clothed  families  than  the 
two  other  Watsonville-area  nude 
beaches. 

•MONTEREY  COUNTY 
20.  ZMUDOWSKI  BEACH 
STATE  PARK. 

Also  called  Hidden  Beach,  Zmudowski 
Is  one  of  the  six  clothes-optlonal 
beaches  In  Monterey  County.  It's  divid¬ 
ed  from  Sunset  Beach  (South)  by  the 
Pajaro  River,  which  forms  the  border 
between  Santa  Cruz  and  Monterey 
counties.  Look  for  this  often-deserted 
beach  west  of  Watsonville. 

Rating:  C.

Legal  status:  State  beach  property.  The 
way  we  understand  It  from  a  local 
ranger,  this  is  a  better  place  than 
Manressa  or  Sunset  to  try  nude 
bathing.  Unlike  at  the  other  two,  you 
don't  have  to  suit  up  and  leave  when  a 
family  appears.  According  to  Cermak, 
chief  ranger  for  this  entire  stretch  of 
coast,  even  if  you’re  "being  Indiscreet” 
—  jumping  up  and  down  or  jogging  In 
the  nude  —  the  same  authorities  who 
would  automatically  cite  you  at  Sunset 
will  "not  usually"  bother  you  at  Hidden 
unless  —  and  this  is  the  big  If  —  some¬ 
one  complains.  If  you  feel  uncom¬ 
fortable  when  clothed  users  arrive, 
simply  move  to  another  part  of  the 
dunes,  which  should  also  shield  you 
from  the  nearby  condos. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Struve  Road  from 
Highway  1,  just  north  of  Moss  Landing, 
to  Its  Intersection  with  Giberson  Road. 
Then  follow  Giberson  to  its  end  at  the 
state  beach  parking  lot.  Hike  to  the 
north  end  of  the  beach  via  the  dirt  ac¬ 
cess  road  that  starts  at  the  small  lot.  It 
runs  parallel  to  the  shore  but  behind 
the  dunes  for  about  3/*  of  a  mile. 

The  beach:  Once  hidden,  as  Its 
nickname  implies,  the  beach  is  now 
flanked  by  a  row  of  condominiums. 
Pick  a  place  to  sun  yourself  In  the 
dunes.  Wave  action  and  a  very  low  bot¬ 
tom  make  swimming  a  problem. 

The  crowd:  Hardly  any  families  come 
here.  Expect  a  scattered,  semi-nude 
crowd  —  or  maybe  the  whole  place  to 
yourself. 

21.  GARRAPATOS  BEACH. 

Very  few  people  are  aware  that  this 
Carmel  area  site  is  a  nude  beach. 
Located  off  Highway  1  as  it  twists 
south  of  Carmel,  the  beach  Is  used 
mostly  by  locals,  along  with  a  few 
others  who  have  heard  of  it  by  word-of- 
mouth. 

Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Unknown  (we  welcome 
any  additional  Information). 

How  to  find  It:  Garrapatos  Is  between 
Carmel  to  the  north  and  Big  Sur  to  the 
south.  Expect  a  15-mile  drive  on 
Highway  1  from  Carmel’s  Highland  Inn. 
Look  for  Garrapatos  Bridge,  which 
Highway  1  crosses.  Just  south  of  the 
bridge,  turn  off  on  the  ocean  side.  The 
nude  beach  is  to  the  right. 

The  beach:  Nice  but  rocky. 

The  crowd:  Semi-nude;  limited  In 
numbers. 

22.  ANDREW  MOLERA 
STATE  BEACH. 

Blessed  by  scenic  bluffs,  sheltered 
coves,  huge  amounts  of  sand  and  bark¬ 
ing  seals,  jewel-like  Molera  State 
Beach  is  a  skinnydipper's  paradise. 
The  beach  that's  traditionally  been 
used  by  nudists  sprawls  for  more  than 


a  mile  south  of  the  main  entrance  over 
a  series  of  coves  that  curve  along  the 
shoreline.  A  colony  of  seals  occupies 
the  offshore  rocks.  But  problems  at 
mesmerizing  Molera  —  not  to  be  con¬ 
fused  with  San  Mateo  County's  Mon- 
tara  —  should  be  kept  In  mind.  First 
and  foremost  among  them  is  the  con¬ 
tinuing  battle  between  nudes  and  non¬ 
nudes.  Whereas  In  the  past  the  two 
sides  were  kept  apart  by  a  deep  lagoon, 
clothed  bathers  are  now  spilling  over 
into  the  former  nude  area.  Also,  the 
wind  can  be  so  strong  that  windbreaks 
are  advised. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  State  beach,  subject  to 
citations  on  a  complaint  basis.  In  1979, 
It  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
general  public  when  it  was  nominated 
as  one  of  the  eight  potential  nude 
beaches.  When  the  proposal  died, 
Molera’s  nude  users  went  out  of  the 
hearing  room  and  back  to  the  sand. 
Some  citations  for  nudity  were  issued 
in  1983. 

How  to  find  It:  Molera  is  just  north  of 
the  town  of  Big  Sur  on  Highway  1  be¬ 
tween  Bixby  Creek  Bridge  (the  last  ma¬ 
jor  landmark  going  south)  and  the  Big 
Sur  campground.  The  nude  area  Is 
south  of  the  Big  Sur  River,  where  it 
meets  the  sea.  To  reach  this  site,  cross 
the  new,  narrow,  foot  bridge  over  the 
lagoon  from  the  Andrew  Molera  State 
Beach  parking  lot,  then  walk  south  to 
the  nude  coves.  Keep  in  mind  that  the 
bluffs  directly  overhead  are  sometimes 
travelled  by  clothed  campers  and 
hikers.  We  advise  trying  nudity  in  only 
the  southernmost  coves,  and  then  only 
with  discretion.  The  clothed  public 
beach  is  traditionally  north  of  the  river. 
The  beach:  The  quality  of  the  sand 
varies  from  one  cove  to  another.  But  be 
prepared  for  strong,  cold  wind  (bring  or 
make  a  windbreak).  A  very  scenic  spot. 
Check  for  seals  offshore.  Camping  is 
available  on  the  bluffs  above.  Please 
note  that  the  beaches  along  the  nearby 
Little  Sur  Riverare  not  nude. 

The  crowd:  Semi-nude.  Many  users 
fashion  their  own  windbreaks  from 
driftwood. 

23.  PFEIFFER  BEACH. 

With  the  reopening  of  Highway  1  last 
year,  nudists  are  returning  to  one  of  the 
country’s  oldest  and  most  popular 
nude  beaches.  In  fact,  since  a  washed- 
out  road  to  the  clothing-optional  area 
was  repaired,  access  has  been  vastly 
improved.  One  drawback  is  that  the 
main  road  to  the  beach,  Sycamore  Can¬ 
yon  (see  below),  is  still  unmarked.  But 
don’t  let  that  faze  you.  You’ll  love  Pfeif¬ 
fer  for  its  breathtaking  views,  friendly 
people  (nudes  and  non-nudes  Interact 
here  very  well)  and  no-hassle  bathing 
policy.  The  U.S.  Forest  Service  has  long 
maintained  a  tolerant  attitude  toward 
free  beachers  who  walk  around  the 


rocks  of  the  main  beach  to  the  next 
cove.  For  weather  Information,  call 
(400)  667-2315.  The  public  park  is  open  6 
am-9  pm. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Part  of  Los  Padres  Na¬ 
tional  Forest.  Nude  bathing  allowed  at 
the  clothes-optlonal  beach,  but  warn¬ 
ings  were  issued  to  people  who  tried  to 
take  off  their  clothes  at  the  public 
beach  in  1983. 

How  to  find  It:  Big  Sur  Is  roughly  30 
miles  south  of  Monterey  and  three 
miles  west  of  Highway  1 .  Coming  south 
on  Highway  1,  start  counting  your 
mileage  from  the  Esalen  Institute. 
You’ll  pass  Shell  and  Arco  gas  stations 
12  miles  further  south.  The  turnoff  is  a 
mile  south  of  these  stations.  Turn  right 
toward  the  sea  onto  unmarked  —  and 
recently  repaired  —  Sycamore  Canyon 
Road  just  after  the  Pfeiffer  Canyon 
highway  bridge.  It's  still  got  lots  of 
potholes,  but  the  drive  is  manageable. 
Sycamore  Canyon  is  a  tree-lined  route 
just  past  the  Ventura  Store  and  ending 
at  the  beach;  the  walk  from  the  parking 
lot  Is  quite  short.  Walk  north  along  the 
sand  about  a  quarter-mile  to  the  nude 
beach  area. 

The  beach:  Breathtaking  and  isolated, 
Pfeiffer  is  really  two  beaches:  a 
200-yard-long  main  beach  where 
tourists  gather  and,  just  to  the  north 
past  an  outcropping,  a  narrow  strip  of 
land  somewhat  hidden  in  sand  dunes 
and  used  by  the  free  beachers.  A  large 
mound  of  sand  washed  down  south  of 
Pfeiffer  Creek  a  few  seasons  ago,  in¬ 
creasing  the  sand  at  the  nude  beach. 
For  warmer  climes,  try  Sand  Dollar 
Beach  (#25). 

The  crowd:  On  some  days,  the  crowd 
from  the  small  free  beach  strip  spills 
over  onto  the  main  beach,  which  really 
isn't  advisable  since  rangers  issued 
several  citations  there  two  years  ago. 
Last  year,  though,  it  was  the  other  way 
around:  "Although  many  clothed 
bathers  walked  up  to  the  nude  section, 
about  50  or  so  suitless  sunbathers  held 
their  ground  on  the  day  of  my  visit,  and  I 
saw  no  sign  of  law  enforcement  activi¬ 
ty,”  reports  a  1984  tourist.  "The  water 
was  even  warm  enough  for  a  brief 
swim."  However,  dangerous  tides 
usually  limit  swimming.  Fires  and 
camping  are  outlawed.  The  closest 
restrooms  are  in  the  parking  lot. 

24.  LOVER’S  POINT. 

Nearly  hidden  Lover's  Point  really  does 
exist—  and  it's  well  worth  searching 
for.  You’ll  find  both  nude  and  non-nude 
straights  and  gays  at  this  tiny  cove 
below  Highway  1,  some  nine  miles 
south  of  Julia  Pfeiffer  Burns  State  Park. 
We’re  moving  its  rating  up  from  last 
year’s  C. 

Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Unknown,  but  we  suspect 
either  it  or  the  access  trail  may  be  on 
private  property. 

How  to  find  It:  Of  all  the  beaches  in  our 
survey,  this  is  the  easiest  one  to  miss. 
Heading  south,  you  may  pass  this 
beach  without  even  knowing  it.  So 
follow  these  fail-proof  directions,  sup¬ 
plied  by  one  of  our  faithful  readers:  "It’s 
9.2  miles  south  of  Pfeiffer.  This 
distance  is  divided  as  follows:  3.2  miles 
beyond  the  park  entrance  is  the  road

users  were  limited.  More  recently, 
clothed  families  have  generally  taken 
over  the  site. 

MARIN  COUNTY 

26.  RODEO  BEACH. 

Though  trailside  poison  oak  is  a  prob¬ 
lem,  the  dark  sand  of  Bonita  Beach,  as 
this  site  is  also  known,  makes  nude 
sunbathing  a  special  treat.  As  far  as  we 
know,  the  accepting  GGNRA,  which 
owns  the  two  coves  of  Rodeo  Beach, 
has  never  issued  citations  here  —  and 
won't  unless  it  gets  complaints.  Wear 
good  trail  clothes  and  boots  to  avoid 
oak  on  the  way  down.  You'll  have  25  to 
100  users  to  keep  you  company  at  thq 
six-year-old  free  beach. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Within  the  accepting  do¬ 
main  of  the  GGNRA. 

How  to  find  It:  Look  for  the  nude  beach 
area  just  below  Rodeo  Lagoon  and 
south  of  Rodeo  Beach  at  Fort 
Cronkhite  Military  Reservation.  The 
spot  is  topped  by  the  Marin  Headlands. 
From  San  Francisco,  go  north  on 
Highway'101  across  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  to  Sausalito's  Alexander 
Avenue  exit  (going  south,  take  the 
Sausalito  exit).  Instead  of  heading 
toward  Sausalito,  cross  the  highway  to 
enter  Conzelman  Road.  Now,  here’s 
where  things  get  tricky:  follow  Con¬ 
zelman,  passing  McCulloch,  until  It 
becomes  a  one-way  street.  Continue 
until  you  come  to  a  small  parking  area 
on  the  ocean  side  of  the  street  (two 
good  landmarks:  a  number  of  parked 
cars  and  a  GGNRA  "No  Fires"  sign), 
then  park  either  there  or  next  to  the 
road.  Take  the  wide  trail  leading  down 
toward  the  beach.  You’ll  soon  notice 
another  intersecting  trail  next  to  a  "No 
Animals”  sign.  Don't  turn  off  the  wide 
path  but  look  for  the  very  next  intersect¬ 
ing  trail;  follow  this  rather  narrow  path 
all  the  way  to  the  beach.  (Please  con¬ 
tact  us  with  your  improved  directions.) 
The  beach:  Two  coves  topped  by  a 
towering  rock;  one  cove  is  the  only 
black-sand  nude  beach  in  the  northern 
half  of  California.  Can  be  windy  at 
times.  The  water  Is  too  cold  and  swift 
for  swimming.  Also  known  as  Poison 
Oak  Beach  because  of  sumac  on  the 
overgrown  trail. 

The  crowd:  A  mix  of  men,  women, 
families,  singles,  straights  and  gays 
makes  this  a  delightful  nudet>each. 

27.  MUIR  BEACH. 

While  lots  of  users  swear  by  one  beach 
or  another,  Muir  gets  our  vote  as  the 
Best  Nude  Beach  this  year  because  it 
has  the  fewest  problems.  Unlike  nearby 
Red  Rock,  there’s  no  long,  tight,  poison 
oak-infested  trail  to  brave  and  com¬ 
pared  to  the  nearer  San  Francisco 
beaches,  there’s  less  fog.  Add  to  these 
qualities  Muir’s  long  track  record  of  no 
legal  hassles,  plus  easy  parking  and 
this  season’s  improved  access,  and 
you  know  you’ve  got  a  winner.  Muir  is 
also  a  romantic  beach  for  couples  and 


would-be  couples  —  perfect  for 
neweomers  to  try  for  reading, 
meditating,  snacking  or  wading.  Call 
868-1922  for  weather  information. 

Rating:  A. 

•ay  Guardian  Award:  Best  Nude 
Beach. 

Legal  status:  Though  the  nearby  public 
beach  is  part  of  the  tolerant  GGNRA, 
the  nude  portion  is  on  county  land 
leased  to  local  homeowners.  Before 
1982,  deputies  sometimes  visited  the 
area  to  dole  out  citations,  but  only  after 
getting  complaints  and  Issuing  oral 
warnings. 

How  to  find  it:  Muir  is  easier  than  ever 
to  get  to  this  year,  with  fewer  rocks  to 
climb  over.  Head  north  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  on  Highway  1.  Muir  Is  just  south 
of  Stinson  Beach.  Watch  for  the  cutoff 
sign,  then  turn  left  from  Highway  1  onto 
Pacific  Way.  Even  If  you  see  cars 
parked  on  Pacific,  avoid  the  temptation 
to  park  there;  they’ll  all  have  $25  tickets 
on  them  by  the  end  of  the  day.  Another 
rule  of  Muir  thumb:  On  weekends,  ar¬ 
rive  before  11:30  am  to  beat  the  “Lot 
Full"  sign  (if  you  have  a  compact  car, 
ignore  the  sign  and  look  anyway  — 
you'll  probably  find  a  space).  After  park- 
eJngJn  the  public  lot  and  entering  the 
^rrfain  beach,  turn  right,  and  using  good 
hiking  shoes  (don’t  go  barefoot),  head 
north  along  the  sandy  strip  that  begins 
at  the  bottom  of  the  hill  behind  the 
phone  booth.  We  usually  tell  folks  to 
cross  the  rocks  that  separate  the  two 
Muir  beaches.  But  this  year,  if  you  stay 
close  to  the  hill,  you’ll  hardly  have  any 
rocks  to  skirt.  Once  inside  the  nude  por¬ 
tion  of  the  cove,  you'll  appreciate  the 
privacy  that  this  barrier  creates. 

The  beach:  About  60%  the  size  of  near¬ 
by  Red  Rock.  Come  early  to  get  a  good 
spot  or  beat  the  crowds  by  coming  on  a 
weekday.  The  beach  is  warm,  sunny 
and,  in  the  afternoons,  a  little  windy. 
The  crowd:  Lots  of  singles,  men, 
women,  oldsters  and  youngsters,  plus 
Marin’s  "Beautiful  People,"  continue  to 
come  here.  A  real  yuppie  scene. 
Definitely  less  of  a  gay  hangout  than 
Red  Rock.  Paddleball  Is  more  popular 
here  than  Frlsbee  or  volleyball,  both  of 
which  take  more  space.  Too  crowded 
for  dogs. 

28.  RED  ROCK  BEACH. 

Much  improved  over  the  past  two 
seasons  —  and  In  particular,  over  last 
year  —  Red  Rock  has  developed  Into  a 
community  of  free  beachers  who  care 
about  their  property  and  who  are  taking 
steps  to  maintain  Its  fine  appearance. 
Louie,  who  has  been  visiting  the  beach 
for  many  years,  planted  25  Monterey 
pines  along  the  trail  down  to  Red  Rock 
In  January.  During  February,  he  carried 
water  to  his  fledglings.  James  planted 
daffodils  along  the  path.  Kevin  Is  tend¬ 
ing  a  garden  featuring  strawberries  in 
the  moist  soil  next  to  the  drainage  pipe 
(called  the  "waterfall"  by  regulars)  on 
the  beach.  The  hulking  wreckage  of  an 
old  car  was  finally  carried  from  the 
beach  out  to  sea  this  winter.  And  four 
Red  Rocklans,  Alan  Patten,  Danielle 


Schnurer,  Michael  Levy  and  Iris  Bloom 
(her  name  is  really  listed  that  way  in  the 
Marin  phone  book)  have  founded  the 
privately  distributed  "Red  Rock 
Review,"  which  they  call  "the  ultimate 
nudespaper."  Call  868-1922  for  weather 
information. 

Rating:  A. 

Bay  Guardian  Award:  Most  Improved 
Nude  Beach. 

Legal  status:  Thought  to  be  under  the 
ownership  of  Marin  County,  which  has 
not  made  arrests  here  in  recent  times. 
How  to  find  it:  Coming  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  on  Highway  1,  start  checking  for 
a  dirt  parking  lot  full  of  cars  to  the  left  of 
the  highway  about  five  minutes  before 
Stinson  Beach  and  perhaps  five  or  ten 
minutes  after  the  Muir  Beach  (How  to 
find  It:  27)  cutoff  street.  The  lot  is  just 
south  of  Stinson  State  Beach  and 
almost  exactly  one  mile  south  of  the 
town  of  Stinson  Beach;  look  for  it  next 
to  a  cattle  gate.  Park  along  the 
shoulder  of  the  road  here  in  the  lot,  or  at 
the  first  turnoff  on  the  east  side  of  the 
highway.  The  path  that  starts  at  the 
gate  and  garbage  cans  winds  up  at  the 
beach.  You'll  need  good  shoes  to  cross 
the  loose  gravel  at  the  bottom. 

The  beach:  Despite  all  the  other 
beaches  in  the  area,  including  the  ones 
In  the  City,  Red  Rock  (also  called  Red 
Rocks  and  Stinson  Beach)  seems  to  be 
the  most  well-known  and  most  popular 
local  nude  area. 

One  reason  for  Its  traditional  status 
may  be  the  great  social  climate  here  — 
Red  Rock  is  a  good  place  to  meet  peo¬ 
ple  or  recharge  old  friendships.  It’s  a 
talklng-playing-swlmmlng  beach  rather 
than  one  for  quiet  contemplation,  as  at 
Point  Reyes,  or  romantic  coupling,  as 
at  the  more  cliquish  Muir  Beach.  Of 
course,  those  activities  take  place  at 
Red  Rock  too,  but  at  a  less  frequent 
pace.  This  year,  Ultimate  Frisbee,  with 
as  many  as  15  players  on  the  beach  at 
the  time,  Is  the  big  sport.  Expect  a  flat, 
quarter  mile  of  warm,  tide-washed  sand 
completely  hidden  from  the  highway. 
The  beach  is  between  two  rocky  points, 
both  of  which  sometimes  lure  nude 
rock  climbers.  No  entrance  fee.  Some 
gawkers  stand  on  the  cliffs. 

Perennial  problems  Include  lack  of 
parking  space  (come  before  noon  to  get 
a  place  in  the  dirt  lot;  no  spillover  onto 
Highway  1  Is  possible),  lots  of  poison 
oak  (wear  a  long-sleeve  shirt  and  pants 
on  the  hike  down,  even  If  it’s  hot)  and 
the  long  and  arduous,  though  quite 
wide,  trail  this  year.  The  last  ten  feet  of 
the  path  are  somewhat  slippery.  Come 
early  If  you  want  a  sandy,  rather  than 
gravelly  spot  on  the  beach. 

The  crowd:  Several  dozen  to  several 
hundred  users  crowd  In  here,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  weather  and  when  you  come 
(weekdays  are  best).  Frisbees  are  “In,” 
dogs  (though  usually  present)  are 
“out,"  based  on  ouf  Informal  crowd 
opinion  survey.  And  even  though  the 
water  seems  just  a  touch  above  freez¬ 
ing  to  the  uninitiated,  body  surfing  Is  a

leading  to  the  Esalen  Institute,  marked 
by  a  large  sign.  This  Is  your  last  land¬ 
mark,  so  note  your  odometer  as  you 
pass  it.  About  1.3  miles  farther  south  is 
a  large  concrete-pier  bridge,  and  3.2 
miles  beyond’that  is  an  equally  large 
steel  arch  bridge.  The  beach  Is  1.5 
miles  south  of  the  steel  bridge,  just 
beyond  the  large  promontory  visible 
from  the  bridge.”  Exactly  0.8  miles 
south  of  the  bridge,  check  for  the 
"Vista  Point"  sign.  Don’t  pull  off  at  the 
Vista  Point.  Turn  off  Instead  at  the  un¬ 
marked  pullout  on  the  seaward  side  of 
the  highway  along  the  curve  past  the 
Point.  The  turnout  is  just  past  a  big 
pump.  Park  in  the  turnout,  then  head 
down  the  asphalt  road  from  the 
highway  (it  later  becomes  a  dirt  path), 
passing  the  car  barrier  and  “Keep  Out" 
sign  on  the  beach.  You'll  need  good 
shoes  to  make  the  trip. 

The  beach:  A  broad,  sandy,  V«-mile- 
long  cove  with  a  few  rocks,  except  at 
the  south  end.  Wading,  Frisbee  throw¬ 
ing,  volleyball  and  sunbathing  are  just 
some  of  the  options  here.  Because  of 
the  Vista  Point  noted  above,  lots  of 
gawkers  stand  above  the  beach.  "They 
were  frequently  present  throughout  the 
afternoon  on  which  I  visited  it,”  says  a 
visitor.  Some  bushes  offer  shelter  from 
the  wind.  A  few  spots  are  out  of  direct 
view  of  the  tourists. 

The  crowd:  Little  used,  with  only  a 
dozen  users  present  on  a  typical  day. 
About  half  the  bathers  are  suitless.  At¬ 
tracts  both  singles  and  couples. 

25.  SAND  DOLLAR  BEACH. 

Because  of  a  drastic  change  in  condi¬ 
tions  at  Sand  Dollar,  this  is  probably 
the  last  year  we  will  list  it  as  a  nude 
beach.  The  beach  has  lost  whatever 
sand  it  may  have  had  and  is  now  com¬ 
posed  entirely  of  rocks. 

Rating:  C: 

Legal  status:  Part  of  the  Los  Padres  Na¬ 
tional  Forest,  whose  rangers  generally 
Ignore  nudists  unless  they  receive 
complaints. 

How  to  find  It:  The  most  direct  route  to 
Sand  Dollar  is  via  Highway  1,  but  it  can 
also  be  reached  by  following  Highway 
101  to  Highway  46,  then  heading  west 
on  Highway  46  to  the  coast  (where 
you'll  pick  up  Highway  1  and  go  north). 
The  beach  Is  about  six  miles  south  of 
the  little  town  of  Lucia,  past  (in  order) 
Llmekin  Beach,  Redwoods  Camp¬ 
ground,  Kirk  Creek  Campground  and 
the  Pacific  Valley  Ranger  Station  and 
just  north  of  Plaskett  Creek  Camp¬ 
ground.  If  you  pass  Plaskett,  turn 
around  and  try  again;  coming  from  the 
south,  Kirk  Is  a  good  turnaround  point. 
Park  in  the  Sand  Dollar  Picnic  Area  and 
Beach  lot  then  stroll  north  past  the 
public  portion  to  the  nude  beach.  Find¬ 
ing  this  spot  takes  a  good  eye  for  land¬ 
marks. 

The  beach:  A  little  warmer  than  Pfeiffer, 
but  only  seml-sheltered  from  the  wind 
by  the  bluffs  above  the  beach.  The 
ground  is  very  rocky. 

The  crowd:  A  few  years  ago,  this  was  a

popular  sport.  Wind  isn’t  a  major  prob¬ 
lem.  Visitors  include  a  good  mix  of 
young  singles  and  gay  men. 

29.  STINSON  BEACH. 

First,  let's  clear  up  some  confusion. 
This  is  not  Stinson  State  Beach  or  Red 
Rock,  which  Is  sometimes  called  Stin¬ 
son.  And  because  it  is  also  known  as 
Little  Beach  or  Stinson  Little  Beach, 
you  might  wonder  if  this  area  Is  Muir 
Beach,  since  Little  is  a  nickname  there, 
too.  The  virtually  unknown  path  of 
coastline  between  the  two  coves  north 
of  Red  Rock  (see  #28)  and  Stin¬ 
son  State  is  seldom  visited  by  law  en¬ 
forcers.  Access  can  be  hazardous.  Call 
868-192 2  for  weather  information. 
Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Believed  to  be  Marin 
County  property  or  possibly  part  of 
Stinson  State  Beach. 

How  to  find  It:  Continue  north  on 
Highway  101  from  Red  Rock  for  about 
half  a  mile.  Park  where  you  see  cars 
pulled  over  to  the  side  of  the  road,  then 
follow  the  trail  down  the  hill.  Come  very 
early,  since  parking  here  is  scarcer 
than  at  Red  Rock.  Other  options  in¬ 
clude  walking  south  from  Stinson 
State,  or,  for  daredevils  only,  wading 
across  from  Red  Rock  at  low  tide.  Near¬ 
by  Muir  and  Red  Rock  are  both  far  safer 
to  visit. 

The  beach:  As  at  Red  Rock,  the  water  is 

icy. 

The  crowd:  Very  few  users  but  this  site 
remains  popular  among  its  regulars. 

30.  BOLINAS. 

While  Bolinas  can  hardly  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  friendly  nude  beach,  we  in¬ 
clude  it  because  it  continues  to  exist  — 
or,  should  we  say,  persist  —  in  the 
wake  of  pressure  to  drive  away  users. 
Even  though  nude  bathing  has  been  go¬ 
ing  on  here  since  1975,  the  townspeo¬ 
ple  view  the  outsiders  as  “tourists"  in¬ 
vading  their  turf.  A  local  law  bans  any 
nudity  within  public  view,  no  matter 
what  the  property  status  of  the  site.  A 
mounted  posse  of  sheriff’s  auxiliaries 
that  once  patrolled  the  beach  on 
weekends  was  disbanded  a  few  years 
ago. 

Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Part  of  the  land  is  on 
private  property  facing  homesites. 
Parking  ticket-like  citations  provide 
fines  up  to  $50  and  30  days  in  jail  for  the 
worst  offenders.  More  likely,  you'll  be 
yelled  at  by  the  locals,  which  you  can 
ignore,  or  simply  be  left  alone. 

How  to  find  It:  Bolinas  is  off  Highway  1 , 
seven  miles  north  of  Stinson  Beach. 
Drive  past  Bolinas  Lagoon,  turn  left  on¬ 
to  Olema  Bolinas  Road,  follow  it 
through  town  and  park  either  in  the 
town  or  on  Ocean  Parkway  Avenue, 
which  parallels  the  beach.  To  get  to  the 


beach,  just  walk  down  a  short  embank¬ 
ment. 

The  beech:  Wide  and  somewhat 
sheltered  from  wind  by  cliffs.  Because 
the  undertow  is  dangerous  and  raw 
sewage  has  been  dumped  into  the 
lagoon  In  the  past,  we  can’t  recom¬ 
mend  the  water  for  swimming.  The 
beach  is  rocky  near  the  shore  but  sandy 
next  to  the  cliffs. 

The  crowd:  Many  families  and  out-of- 
towners  on  hot  days.  No  gawkers  here. 
Lots  of  dogs. 

31.  RCA  BEACH. 

Though  we  know  of  no  citations  or 
warnings  for  nudity  issued  recently  by 
RCA  Beach's  usually  benevolent 
landlord,  the  Point  Reyes  National 
Seashore,  it’s  wise  to  consider  the 
Feds’  new  policy  of  acting  on  com¬ 
plaints.  In  the  past,  the  Seashore 
rangers  would  ask  families  who  com¬ 
plained  about  nudists  to  move  if  the 
nudists  were  there  first.  Now,  accord¬ 
ing  to  chief  ranger  Leroy  Brock, 
"Clothing  will  take  preference."  The 
site,  which  takes  its  title  from  the  RCA 
relay  station  on  the  adjacent  cliffs, 
takes  patience  and  persistence  to  find. 
Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  The  Nature  Conservancy 
purchased  the  land  in  1977,  then 
transferred  it  to  Point  Reyes,  which 
leased  it  to  a  nonprofit  medical  clinic 
called  Commonweal  Health  Center, 
Inc.  For  enforcement  policy  guidelines, 
see  the  introductions  to  this  entry  and 
the  main  story. 

How  to  find  It:  The  beach  is  four  miles 
north  of  Bolinas.  From  Highway  1  go 
about  eight  miles  by  taking  Olema 
Bolinas  Road  west  to  Mesa  Road  (in 
Bolinas),  then  turn  right  onto  Mesa  until 
you  see  cars  parked  past  the  transmit¬ 
ting  station  towers.  Park  next  to  the 
road  near  the  other  cars  and  the  wire 
fence.  To  get  to  the  beach,  you’ll  have 
to  hike  along  some  fairly  tough  trails 
that  curve  their  way  through  thick 
brush. 

The  beach:  A  beautiful  isolated  cove 
that  faces  the  sea.  Some  outcroppings 
of  rocks  top  a  site  whose  size  varies 
with  each  tide. 

The  crowd:  Small  but  mostly  nude,  a 
trend  that’s  held  steady  since  1980.  The 
first  trickle  of  skinnydippers  showed  up 
some  ten  years  back.  Unless  you’re  a 
good  swimmer,  stick  to  wading  or 
another  activity  that's  more  fun  when 
you  don't  have  anything  on  — 
beachcombing-in-the-buff. 

32.  HAGMIER  POND. 

The  good  news  is  that  tiny  Hagmier 
Pond  still  exists  this  year.  Now  for  the 
bad  news:  Those  who  swim  in  It  will  be 
doing  so  at  their  own  risk.  Posted  by  the 
State  Public  Health  Service  in  early 
May  as  unsafe  for  swimming,  the  pond 
has  a  bacteria  count  that  is  higher  than 
it's  ever  been  this  early  in  the  year.  Last

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year,  It  wasn't  posted  until  mid¬ 
summer.  Says  Leroy  Brock,  chief 
ranger  of  Point  Reyes  National 
Seashore,  which  administers  the  site: 
"We  won't  cite  anybody  who  uses  it. 
They  just  may  get  sick,  that's  all.”  For¬ 
tunately,  the  bacteria-caused  situation 
is  a  seasonal  one  that  will  abate  in  time 
for  some  early  skinnydipping  next 
spring. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  Brock's  policy  is  to  ask 
nudists  to  leave  if  clothed  visitors  com¬ 
plain.  Raids  by  sheriff's  deputies  hap¬ 
pened  here  years  ago  when  the  pond 
was  subject  to  county  rule.  At  one 
point,  the  area  was  owned  by  the  family 
of  State  Sen.  Alan  Sieroty,  who  wrote  to 
the  Bay  Guardian  to  make  sure  his 
name  was  spelled  correctly! 

How  to  find  it:  From  Boiinas,  drive  north 
on  Highway  1,  keeping  your  eyes  open 
for  an  area  where  cars  are  parked  on 
both  sides  of  the  highway  on  good  days 
or  just  on  the  east  side  on  not-so-good 
days.  The  pond  is  about  five  miles  north 
of  the  town  of  Stinson  Beach,  a  mile  or 
two  beyond  Audubon  Canyon  Ranch 
and  south  of  Dogtown.  Look  for  the 
autos  1.5  miles  north  of  the  sign 
marked  "Dogtown  Pottery"  and,  on  the 
left,  a  white  farmhouse.  If  you  pass  all 
of  Dogtown  and  still  don’t  see  the 
beach,  let  out  a  howl  and  turn  around. 
You’ll  also  see  a  fence  with  a  gate  and 
small  turnstile.  From  the  turnstile, 
follow  a  short  path  to  the  two  ponds. 
The  beach:  The  lake  is  cold  and,  during 
the  week,  cows  from  nearby  ranches 
sometimes  pollute  the  area.  With  these 
conditions  and  the  current  chloroform 
count,  swimming  is  only  for  the  brave 
—  or  foolhardy.  Another  pond,  known 
as  Sieroty  Pond,  Is  now  little  more  than 
a  nearby  sinkhole  —  users  switched 
from  Sieroty  to  Hagmier  when  the 
former  dried  up  after  a  1982  storm 
punched  a  hole  in  the  dam  that  kept  it  in 
place. 

The  crowd:  Like  Boiinas,  Hagmier  is  a 
nude  beach  for  never-say-die  veterans 
and  the  adventurous.  Over  the  years, 
some  users  have  sworn  by  it  while 


others  haven’t  been  at  all  impressed. 
On  a  good  day,  there  might  be  25  to  75 
sun  gods  and  goddesses  resting  here. 

33.  SCULPTURED 
BEACH. 

"It's  an  experience  that  will  blow  your 
mind,"  according  to  San  Francisco 
reader  Josiah  Seiver,  who  made  the 
journey  in  1983.  “I  was  the  only  one  for 
miles  around.  Seals  were  frolicking  in 
the  ocean  a  hundred  feet  out.  It’s  the 
best  dose  of  nature  you'll  ever  get  at  a 
beach."  No  wonder  he  went  back  every 
weekend  for  a  month.  Call  663-1092  for 
weather  Information,  trail  directions  or, 
if  you  prefer  to  walk  from  Limantour 
Beach  (during  low  tide  only),  a  schedule 
of  tides.  And  keep  in  mind  that 
Sculptured  is  not  a  nude  beach  per  se 
but  one  where  nudists  and  clothed 
visitors  have  gathered  for  years. 

Rating:  B. 

Bay  Guardian  Award:  Most  Scenic  Nude 
Beach. 

Legal  status:  Former  first-come,  first- 
serve  bathing  rules  have  been  replaced 
by  new  ones  that  give  clothed  com- 
plainers  increased  influence.  Still,  at 
Sculptured,  where  you'll  simply  be 
asked  to  move  on  down  the  shore,  it 
hardly  matters. 

How  to  find  It:  Ask  for  directions  at  the 
ranger's  office  in  Olema,  off  Highway  1. 
There  are  three  ways  to  get  to  the 
beach:  1)  Take  newly  reopened  Liman¬ 
tour  Road  to  Limantour  and  then  hike 
three  miles  south,  passing  Coast 
Camp,  to  Sculptured;  2)  Hike  in  over 
seven  miles  from  the  ranger’s  office;  or 
3)  Battle  the  tides  by  walking  along  the 
coast  from  Limantour. 

The  beach:  Not  as  long  and  a  little  nar¬ 
rower  than  Limantour  Beach.  Cliffs, 
hills  and  tidepools  are  among  the 
features. 

The  crowd:  Probably  just  you  and  a  few 
other  champion  hikers.  Lots  of  in¬ 
teresting  birds  along  the  trails.  "It  does 
get  kinda  lonely  there,"  admits  one 
user,  "but  that,  for  me,  can  also  be  an 
attraction."

34.  BASS  LAKE. 

Bass-less  Bass  Lake,  which  does  have 
other  fish,  Is  one  of  only  two  lakes  In 
Marin  County  where  clothes-optlonal 
bathing  takes  place.  Call  663-1092  for 
weather  Information. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  Same  as  Sculptured 
Beach.  Also  see  introduction  to  that  en¬ 
try. 

How  to  find  It:  After  picking  up  a  map  at 
the  ranger  station  In  Olema,  off 
Highway  1,  follow  Palo  Marin  Trail  from 
the  south  end  of  Point  Reyes  National 
Seashore.  Palo  Marin  will  bring  you  to 
the  lake.  Use  care,  since  the  footpaths 
are  sometimes  soggy. 

The  beach:  A  reedy  pond-sized  lake. 
The  water  is  cold.  You  won’t  have  to 
worry  about  riptides,  waves  or  very 
many  people. 

The  crowd:  Even  on  warm  days,  only  a 
few  people  show  up  at  Bass  Lake  to 
sunbathe  In  the  buff. 

35.  UMANTOUR  BEACH. 

"We  don’t  want  to  encourage  people  to 
think  of  Limantour  as  a  clothing- 
optional  beach,"  says  Point  Reyes  Na¬ 
tional  Seashore  chief  ranger  Leroy 
Brock.  "But  if  It’s  discreetly  done,  we 
don't  hassle  them."  What  Brock  is  talk¬ 
ing  about  is  the  new  PRNS  policy  of  giv¬ 
ing  beach  use  preference  to  clothed 
visitors.  The  watchword  is  obviously 
caution,  at  least  when  there  are 
families  present.  Still,  at  Limantour  and 
Sculptured's  broad  expanses,  there  is 
enough  room  for  both  nudes  and  non¬ 
nudes  to  have  plenty  of  space.  Call 
663-1092  for  weather  information. 
Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Same  as  Sculptured 
Beach. 

How  to  find  It:  The  ten-minute  drive  to 
the  beach  via  Limantour  Road  is  now 
open.  Take  Highway  1  north  about  40 
miles  from  San  Francisco  to  the 
Seashore  headquarters  in  Olema, 
where  you  can  get  directions  to  Liman¬ 
tour  Road.  Or,  for  a  mix  of  hiking  and 
beaching,  take  the  long  Coast  Trail  to 
the  beach. 

The  beach:  Isolated,  windy,  chilly  and 
foggy  are  all  fitting  adjectives.  One  way 
to  beat  the  winds  is  to  sunbathe  in  the 
protective  dunes  that  surround  the 
beach.  Swimming  is  fairly  safe,  without 
the  usual  riptides  and  large  waves  of 
the  upper  coast,  but  there  is  usually  no 
lifeguard.  Pets  and  camping  are 
banned.  Neither  water  nor  toilets  are 
provided. 

The  crowd:  Just  a  few  hikers  used  to 
make  it  here  during  the  period  when  the 
road  was  closed.  Now,  rangers  expect 
hundreds  of  patrons.  Best  bets  for  clear 
conditions  are  warm  late-summer  and 
early-fall  days  and  next  year  during  the 
late  spring. 

SONOMA  COUNTY 

36.  SUNSET  BEACH 
(NORTH). 

From  zooming  almost  out  of  nowhere 
to  become  1983’s  Nude  Beach  With  the 
Most  Dependable  Sun  and  Best  Nude 
River  Hole  and  1984's  Best  Nude 
Beach,  Sunset  Beach’s  rollercoaster 
existence  continues  with  the  news  that 
heavy  law  enforcement  has  almost 
completely  swamped  the  nude  enclave 
there  this  season.  In  an  incredible  turn¬ 
around  of  events,  Sonoma  Sheriff’s 
Sgt.  (now  Lieutenant)  Mark  Idhe  was 
succeeded  as  head  of  the  nearby 
Guerneville  substation  by  Sgt.  Bill 
Hensen  last  year.  Idhe  and  his 
predecessors  had  operated  under  the 
idea  that  they  had  more  important 
things  to  do  with  their  limited  man¬ 
power  than  patrol  the  Russian  River 
beaches,  which  are  all  on  private  prop¬ 
erty,  for  violators  of  the  county’s  nude 
beach  law.  "We  will  respond  on  a  com¬ 
plaint  basis,"  he  said.  "Just  an 
anonymous  call  is  enough.”  But  those 
calls  virtually  never  came. 

Rumors  abound  as  to  why  hundreds  of 
unclad  people  (Hensen  simply  says 
"many,"  since  no  exact  count  was 
made)  were  suddenly  given  parking 
ticket-like  citations  for  nudity  at  Sunset 
last  summer.  The  way  one  story  had  it, 
deputies  claimed  fights  and  child 
molestations  were  taking  place  at 
Sunset,  even  though  the  beach  is  prob¬ 
ably  the  most  peaceful  one  in  our 
survey.  At  any  rate,  more  citations  have 
been  given  out  this  year,  causing  use  to 
shrink  to  semi-nude.  "It  shouldn't  have 
come  as  any  surprise,"  Hansen  says. 
"We’re  just  enforcing  the  ordinance 
we’ve  had  for  many  years.  Simply  put,  It 
Is  illegal  to  be  nude  within  view  of  the 
public,  whether  the  public  can  see  you 
from  canoes,  balconies  or  whatever." 
According  to  Hansen,  deputies  "are 
checking  the  beach  whenever  they  are 
in  the  area."  First  violations  of  the  or¬ 
dinance  are  considered  infractions;  the 
second  time  you  get  a  citation  as  It’s  a 
misdemeanor. 

Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Private  property.  The 
county  ordinance  passed  In  1978  bans 
nudity  and  promises  a  penalty  of  up  to 
$500.  Heavy  enforcement  can  be  ex¬ 
pected  this  year.  Former  users  may 
have  better  luck  at  Wohler  Bridge. 

How  to  find  It:  Follow  Highway  101 
north,  passing  Santa  Rosa,  to  River 
Road.  Take  River  Road  west  to  the  in¬ 
tersection  of  River  Road  and  Sunset 
Avenue  in  the  Hacienda  District 


(Sunset  is  also  known  as  Hacienda 
Beach),  which  is  east  of  Guerneville 
and  about  2.1  miles  east  of  the  Korbel 
Winery  (a  great  place  to  take  the  little- 
known  garden  tour  or  sip  champagne 
on  a  free  winery  tour).  Park  where  you 
see  other  cars  pulled  over  on  the 
shoulder  of  River  Road  (either  side), 
then  —  this  is  the  part  that  takes  a  good 
eye  —  walk  down  the  easy  path  that 
starts  next  to  the  third  "No  Parking" 
sign  down  Sunset  from  River  Road.  At 
the  river,  walk  west  (toward  the  sea) 
about  100  feet.  Just  out  of  the  woods, 
you’ll  come  to  a  sandy  hill  favored  by 
clothed  people,  though  on  crowded 
days,  people  from  the  nude  beach  just 
to  the  west  spill  over  here,  too. 

Or  rent  a  canoe  upstream  at  Mirabel 
(see  #7),  then  let  the  river  push  you 
down  to  Sunset.  Keep  checking  for  the 
nude  beach  on  the  right  side  of  the 
river,  just  past  the  Hacienda  Bridge. 

The  beach:  Like  Marin  County’s  Muir 
Beach,  Sunset’s  biggest  lures  are  Its 
serenity  and  easy  access.  The  walk  to 
the  %-mile-long  beach  is  incredible: 
It's  quick  and  easy,  down  a  wide  rather 
open  two-minute  trail  surrounded  by 
cool,  beckoning  trees.  Lots  of  birds  but 
no  sign  of  poison  oak.  The  swimming  is 
top  notch  —  the  river  is  reported  fine 
this  year  for  human  use,  despite  some 
earlier  sewage  problems.  Lots  of  shady 
spots  can  be  found  under  the  trees  near 
the  dune-like  hills  that  front  what  opens 
into  a  volleyball  area.  The  rest  of  the 
beach  slopes  down  to  a  gravelly  area 
next  to  the  river  (be  sure  to  wear  shoes 
for  swimming). 

The  crowd:  Last  year,  we  counted  a 
peak  crowd  of  106  people,  91  of  whom 
were  totally  nude.  What  a  switch  this 
year.  Of  fewer  than  50  people  on  the 
beach  last  year,  only  two  women  were 
topless. 

37.  STEELHEAD  BRIDGE. 

Like  Sunset,  Steelhead's  future  as  a 
viable  nude  beach  remains  in  question. 
Two  recent  developments  threaten  the 
skinny  dippers  who,  at  times,  have 
shown  up  here  in  bigger  numbers  than 
at  Wohler  or  Sunset:  1)  Sgt.  Bill 
Hensen's  new  policy  of  issuing  we- 
see-’em-we-ticket-'em  citations  for 
nudity  (including  "many”  at  Steelhead 
in  1984),  and  2)  increasing  talk  that  the 
area  may  be  turned  into  a  developed 
public  beach  by  its. owners. 

Rating:  B. 

Legal  status:  Owned  by  three  sets  of 
property  holders,  including  the  part¬ 
ners  who  operate  the  Rusty  Nail  bar 
across  the  street.  The  land  itself  is  on 
three  parcels.  In  1983,  we  Issued  a  warn¬ 
ing  that  citations  could  be  expected 
here,  “if  the  owners  have  their  way." 
Sure  enough,  heavy  enforcement  of  the 
county’s  anti-nudity  ordinance  began 
at  this  spot  last  year. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Highway  101  north, 
past  Santa  Rosa,  to  River  Road.  Go 
west  on  River  Road  to  what  used  to  be 
an  old  gravel  quarry  near  the  Rusty  Nail 
bar  in  the  Mirabel  area;  the  bar  is  one 
block  west  of  Argonne  Avenue  on  River 
Road.  Or  rent  a  canoe  at  adjacent 
Burke's  Canoe  Rentals  in  the  Mirabel 
District,  then  paddle  ’A-Va  mile  west  to 
the  beach. 

The  beach:  Bigger  than  Sunset.  Expect 
mixed  sand  and  gravel. 

The  crowd:  Mostly  gay  males. 

38.  WOHLER  BRIDGE. 

The  main  attractions  of  what  used  to  be 
the  only  nude  beach  on  the  Russian 
River  are  the  easy,  15-minute  walk  (you 
won't  need  shoes  to  cover  the  sandy 
trail),  the  forest-like  environment,  the 
lack  of  poison  oak,  and,  most  of  all,  the 
feeling  among  nudists  that  they  will  be 
safer  from  citations  here  than  at  the 
more  easily  accessible  Sunset  and 
Steelhead  beaches.  See  for  yourself; 
we  can't  guarantee  a  thing.  Definitely  a 
rowdier  beach,  with  more  trash  and 
loud  radios,  than  the  other  Russian 
River  sites. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  The  beach  is  on  private 
property  directly  across  from  a  parcel 
of  land  owned  by  actor  Fred  MacMur- 
ray.  Growing  nudity  here  prompted  the 
county  to  pass  its  anti-nudity  or¬ 
dinance  of  1978. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Highway  101  north, 
past  Santa  Rosa,  to  River  Road.  Head 
west  on  River  Road,  passing  the  fruit 
stands,  for  about  ten  minutes  to 
Wohler  Road.  Turn  right  onto  Wohler, 
which  should  be  followed  until  you 
begin  to  see  the  bridge.  Check  closely 
for  the  dirt  road  and  small  trailer  off  to 
the  left  —  It's  the  entrance  to  the  only 
parking  lot;  you’ll  have  to  pay  a  fee  to 
enter.  If  you  reach  the  bridge,  turn 
around  and  recheck  for  the  lot  entrance 
on  your  right.  After  parking,  walk 
toward  the  two  huge  towers  next  to  the 
river.  The  path  from  here  past  the  public 
beach  to  the  nude  one  is  long  but  soft 
and  even.  Keep  looking  for  the  nude 
beach  on  your  left;  you’ll  be  there  about 
15  miles  after  starting  your  hike. 

The  beach:  About  a  Vi -mile  of  sand  and 
gravel.  The  Russian  River  is  lower  and 
slower  than  in  1983.  This  flat  beach  is 
backed  by  an  opening  in  the  trail  that 
has  also,  at  times,  been  used  for  nude 
sunbathing.  Our  main  complaint  about 
the  beach  is  that  people  forget  to  pick 
up  their  trash  here  —  bring  a  bag  to  put 
yours  in.

Tha  crowd:  A  difficult  topic  to  discuss, 
since  crowds  have  varied  so  much.  Six 
years  ago,  1,500  users  frequented  the 
spot.  By  1982,  only  50  people  a  day 
visited  Wohler  ^during  the  summer. 
Now,  crowd  sizes  are  slowly  building 
again.  Lots  more  men  than  women,  but 
only  a  small  gay  scene;  most  visitors 
are  at  least  25  years  old. 

39.  ELSEWHERE  ON 
THE  RUSSIAN  RIVER. 

At  least  two  other  sandy  sections  along 
the  Russian  River  are  still  being  used 
for  nude  bathing  by  creative  canoers 
who  rent  their  craft  upstream,  then  pad¬ 
dle  down  looking  for  their  own  private 
beach.  Nude  bathing  has  also  been 
reported  at  several  other  locales  on  a 
more  limited  basis. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  Private  property. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Highway  101  north 
to  Healdsburg,  north  of  Santa  Rosa. 
Rent  a  canoe,  rowboat,  inner  tube  or 
anything  that  will  float,  then  make  your 
own  route.  But  be  careful  swimming  or 
paddling;  nine  people  drowned  in  the 
Russian  River  In  1982,  a  least  two  in 
1983  and  one  more  last  year.  Favorite 
skinny-dlpplng  spots  Include  the  river- 
bank  at  the  foot  of  Healdsburg's  Fitch 
Mountain  (try  Balhache  Avenue,  off 
Healdsburg  Avenue)  and  off  West  Side 
Road  (which  parallels  the  Russian 
River  between  Guernevllle  and 
Healdsburg). 

The  beach:  Usually  small  and  semi- 
secluded,  but  within  view  of  passing 
canoes  —  which  can  be  a  problem  If 
you  like  privacy.  Keep  In  mind  that  com¬ 
plaints  from  these  river  rats  are  enough 
to  bring  you  a  fine  of  up  to  $500,  though 
$50  is  the  usual  penalty  for  the  first  of¬ 
fense.  Use  caution. 

The  crowd:  Usually  just  you  and  a  few 
friends,  but  perhaps  as  many  as  several 
dozen. 

40.  CAMP  MEEKER. 

How  do  Russian  River  nude  beach  ac¬ 
tivists  worried  about  this  year’s 
crackdown  spell  relief?  They  visit  the 
shimmering  waterfall  of  Camp 
Meeker’s  skinnydlpping  hole,  that’s 
how.  “There  might  be  nobody  there,  or 
three  nudists,  or  just  some  people  with 
suits  on,"  reports  East  Bay  Naturlsts 
founder  Fred  Foldvary  of  Berkeley. 
Camp  Meeker  is  south  of  the  Russian 
River  between  Monte  Rio  and  Occiden¬ 
tal. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  Unknown.  Keep  In  mind 
that  Sonoma  County  has  a  seven-year- 
old  anti-nudity  ordinance.  Penalties 
range  up  to  $500  per  violation.  So  far, 
no  enforcement  activities  have  oc¬ 
curred  here. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Highway  101  north 
past  Petaluma,  then  Highway  116  west 
to  Sebastopol.  Turn  left,  or  west,  onto 
the  Bodega  Highway.  At  the  town  of 
Freestone,  swing  right,  or  north,  onto 
the  Bohemian  Highway.  Continue  past 
Occidental  and  Camp  Meeker.  The 
nude  hole  is  about  five  miles  north  of 
Camp  Meeker.  Or  from  the  Russian 


River’s  River  Road  (Highway  116),  go 
west  to  Monte  Rio,  then  south  along 
the  Bohemian  Highway.  We're  not  sure 
which  of  the  several  area  creeks  the 
hole  Is  on,  but  Dutch  Bill,  Grub,  Aid  and 
Willow  creeks  are  possible  candidates. 
The  hole  is  about  five  miles  north  of 
Camp  Meeker  (please  send  us  your  Im¬ 
proved  directions). 

The  beach:  Your  visit  to  Camp  Meeker 
begins  along  an  easy,  creekslde  trail. 
The  area  Is  shrouded  In  wood,  and 
poison  oak  is  not  a  problem.  The  trail 
leads  to  a  creek,  three  feet  in  depth,  and 
jewel-llke  little  waterfalls.  Skinnydlp- 
pers  like  to  frollck  In  the  pool  directly 
below  the  waterfall. 

Tha  crowd:  Limited  to  fewer  than  a  half- 
dozen  users. 

MENDOCINO 

COUNTY 

41.  OUALALA  RIVER. 

From  three  sites  a  few  years  ago  to  Just 
two  last  season,  the  news  out  of  this 
northern  county  Is  terrific:  Five  nude 
beaches  have  now  emerged  in  Men¬ 
docino.  Yod’ll  find  them  compiled  In 
the  four  listings  that  follow.  In  all,  this 
gives  the  Mendoclno-Humboldt  region 
a  whopping  14  nude  beaches,  com¬ 
pared  to  a  third  that  number  when  we 
started  our  survey.  Incredibly,  these 
two  counties  now  account  for  about  as 
many  clothing-optional  beaches  as 
San  Mateo-Santa  Cruz  counties,  the 
area  that  was  the  leader  for  the  past 
nine  years.  Gualala,  by  the  way,  Is  not  a 
great  spot  for  nude  sunbathing  nor  do 
we  recommend  It.  Still,  Its  popularity 
over  the  years  demands  that  we  Include 
the  county's  only  coastal  nude  beach. 
Look  for  the  beach  Just  over  the 
Sonoma  line  next  to  Gualala  Point 
County  Park.  Expect  lots  of  wind  but 
some  great  camping  possibilities  near¬ 
by. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  We  wish  we  knew. 

How  to  find  It  Situated  1.5  miles  north 
of  Gualala  Point  County  Park  on 
Highway  1.  Drive  north  on  Route  1, 
passing  Fort  Ross,  then  Plantation  and 
Sea  Ranch.  The  park  Is  operated  by 
Sonoma  County.  The  nude  beach, 
however,  is  In  Mendocino  County. 
Check  for  cars  parked  on  the  side  of 
Highway  1  Just  past  the  park  boundary 
at  Gualala  River,  the  first  landmark 
you’ll  come  to  after  the  park. 

The  beach:  Located  Just  up  the  Gualala 
River,  this  site  Is  wide  and  sandy. 

The  crowd:  Maybe  30  users  on  a  great 
day,  but  usually  far  fewer. 

42.  LILIES  BEACH. 

Also  known  as  The  Lilies  and, 
mistakenly,  Lily’s  Beach,  Lilies  has 
quietly  become  the  most  popular  nude 
beach  between  the  Russian  River  and 
Areata.  The  amazing  thing  Is  that 
almost  all  of  its  users  are  local 
residents.  The  reason:  Lilies  has  been  a 
well-kept  secret  for  several  years.  Best 
of  all,  the  beach  provides  a  welcome 
respite  from  Mendocino’s  persistent 
summer  fog  and  cool  temperatures, 


even  though  It  Is  located  only  a  mile  or 
two  up  one  of  the  main  roads  that  lead 
out  of  the  town  of  Mendocino.  Because 
of  its  Inland  locale,  sunbathers  at  The 
Lilies  often  bake  In  80  and  90  degree 
temperatures,  while  visitors  to  the 
public  beaches  on  the  coast  shiver  In 
the  60s.  The  nude  beach  Is  located  next 
to  a  pond-like  skinnydlpping  hole  along 
the  Big  River,  not  to  be  confused  with 
Little  River,  a  river  and  town  of  the 
same  name  south  of  Mendocino 
village.  The  beach  takes  its  name  from 
the  clumps  of  beautiful  lilies  that  line 
the  path  down  to  the  river.  We  thank 
Steve  Nepove,  Vera  Vloletwater  and 
Rob  Fowler,  director  of  Mendocino's 
historic  Kelley  House  Museum,  for  this 
information. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  atatua:  Unknown.  No  busts  or 
warnings  have  been  reported  In  this 
area,  but  since  It  Is  unincorporated,  the 
county  sheriff’s  department  presumably 
has  jurisdiction. 

How  to  find  It  Lilies  Beach  Is  up  Little 
Lake  Road  In  the  town  of  Mendocino. 
From  the  village  Itself,  take  Little  Lake 
Street  east  (away  from  the  ocean) 
across  Highway  1,  where  It  becomes 
Little  Lake  Road.  Or,  when  heading 
north  on  Highway  1,  turn  right  onto  Lit¬ 
tle  Lake  Road,  which  Is  the  first 
available  right-hand  turn  past  the  main 
Mendocino  turnoff  sign.  Drive  five  to 
six  miles  east  until  you  see  a  sign  that 
says  “Mendocino  Woodlands.”  Turn 
right  onto  the  unmarked,  paved  road  for 
a  mile  or  so.  Park  where  you  see  other 
cars  pulled  over.  The  path  to  the  beach 
requires  about  a  ten-minute  walk  to  the 
right  around  a  bend  In  the  river. 

The  beach:  "It’s  real  nice,"  says  user 
Steve  Nepove.  “Expect  a  mixture  of 
sand  and  gravel."  Some  sklnnydlppers 
climb  the  ten-foot  rocks  next  to  the 
river,  then  dive  Into  the  rushing  water, 
which  is  usually  icy  cold. 

The  crowd:  Usually  limited  to  about  20 
people,  The  Lilies  sometimes  attracts 
bigger  crowds  when  it  Is  Invaded  by 
contingents  of  local  high  schoolers.  No 
gay  scene. 

43.  ELSEWHERE  ON 
BIO  RIVER. 

At  least  two  other  skinnydlpping  holes 
along  Mendocino’s  main  river  are  being 
used  by  veteran  sun  worshippers. 
Rating:  C. 

Legal  atatua:  Unknown.  See  Lilies 
Beach  (#42). 

How  to  find  It:  Follow  our  directions  for 
Lilies  Beach  (#42).  Ask  the  locals  at 
Lilies  for  directions  to  a  second  nude 
beach  that  Is  upstream  from  this  loca¬ 
tion  (then  send  us  the  directions  you 
discover!).  Another  nude  beach  re¬ 
quires  a  trudge  farther  inland  and  is 
best  accessible  by  motorcycle. 

Tha  beach:  Small  skinnydlpping  holes 
like  The  Lilies. 

The  crowd:  Limited  to  just  a  few  local 
residents. 

44.  EEL  RIVER. 

New  to  our  river  roster  In  1982  was  this 
dlfficuit-to-spot  inland  nude  beach.  A 


swami  of  sunbathing  told  us  to  look  for 
the  traditional  bare-bottom  swimming 
hole  along  the  south  fork  of  the  entic¬ 
ing  Eel  River.  It’s  Just  too  bad  that  the 
two  main  landmarks  north  of  the  beach 
are  seldom  found  on  road  maps  as  they 
are  owned  by  PG&E. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  atatua:  Part  of  the  Mendocino 
National  Forest. 

How  to  find  It:  From  San  Francisco,  go 
north  on  Highway  101,  passing  Santa 
Rosa  and  Uklah,  to  Route  20.  Take 
Route  20  east  about  five  miles  to  the 
Potter  Valley  cutoff  on  your  left,  then 
follow  It  northeast.  Once  past  the  town 
of  Pottery  Valley,  follow  signs  to  Lake 
Plllsbury  —  we  just  love  that  name  and 
think  of  the  Doughboy  swimming  there, 
perhaps  bobbing  his  chubby  head  up 
and  down.  Along  the  way,  after  you 
climb  a  ridge  and  begin  to  go  back 
down  the  hill,  follow  the  left  fork  In  the 
road.  Access  to  the  south  fork  of  the 
Eel  River  Is  from  this  same  road  about 
ten  miles  south  of  Van  Arsdale  Reser¬ 
voir  and  Cape  Horn  Dam,  both  owned 
by  PG&E.  The  reservoir  and  dam  are 
south  of  Plllsbury.  Be  sure  to  consult  a 
good  map. 

The  beach:  Tiny. 

Tha  crowd:  Only  limited  numbers  of 
bathers  should  be  encountered. 

HUMBOLDT 

COUNTY 

45.  OARBERVILLE  NUDE 
BEACH. 

A  nude  beach  right  In  the  middle  of 
downtown  Garbervllle?  It’s  true.  Yet 
another  clothing-optional  hole  joins 
our  Humboldt  County  section  this  year, 
bringing  our  total  listings  there  to  an 
amazing  nine.  "In  the  summer,  the 
water  Is  cold  but  refreshing,"  says  a  fre¬ 
quent  user  who  lives  in  Mendocino. 
"It’s  a  pretty  delightful  place.” 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  atatua:  Unknown  but  not  private 
property. 

How  to  find  It:  From  Mendocino,  head 
north  on  Highway  1  to  Rockport  and 
Leggett.  Or  follow  Highway  101  north  to 
Garbervllle,  In  south-central  Humboldt 
County.  The  road  eventually  becomes  a 
two-lane  highway  surrounded  by  red¬ 
woods.  Take  the  first  exit  Into  Garber¬ 
vllle,  then  turn  left  at  the  "To  San  Fran¬ 
cisco"  sign  at  the  first  major  intersec¬ 
tion  In  town.  Instead  of  getting  on  the 
on  ramp,  keep  going  straight.  T urn  right 
onto  the  first  paved  road  you  see  after 
going  down  the  hill  that  starts  after  the 
on  ramp.  Park  where  you  see  a  big  pile 
of  gravel.  An  easy  path  without  poison 
oak  will  lead  you  down  to  the  south  fork 
of  the  Eel  River. 

The  beach:  Mainly  rocks,  with  a  great 
swimming  hole  just  off  the  beach. 
Some  users  dive  off  the  rocks.  The 
beach  Is  fairly  open  to  view  from  a  few 
houses  next  to  the  river  but  secluded 
from  the  road  by  a  hill. 

The  crowd:  Usually  Just  two  or  three 
sklnnydlppers.

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46.  BAKER’S  BEACH. 

Baker's  Beach  still  leads  the  pack  as 
the  most  popular  nude  beach  In  Hum¬ 
boldt  County.  It  got  that  way  when  near¬ 
by  College  Cove  was  hit  by  law  en¬ 
forcers  In  1983,  creating  a  large 
spillover  of  users  to  Baker’s.  "It’s 
become  a  very  peaceful,  social  beach," 
reports  longtime  visitor  Carl  Geldin- 
Myers  of  nearby  Areata.  “When  we  go, 
we  always  see  a  lot  of  friends.  Plus,  it's 
very  beautiful."  Couples,  families 
children  and  singles  all  frequent  the 
foliage-shrouded  beach,  which  is 
curved  like  a  quarter  moon.  The  surface 
Is  composed  of  sesame  seed-sized 
pebbles  that  will  keep  your  feet  cool 
and  comfortable  even  In  the  heat  of  the 
summer.  Minuses  Include  Icy  water,  a 
little  poison  oak  and  a  few  rocks  hidden 
below  the  surf. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  The  beach  takes  its  name 
from  the  Baker  family,  which  owns  the 
property  but  tolerates  local  users. 

How  to  find  It:  From  Areata  on  Highway 
101,  you’ll  need  to  drive  12  miles  north. 
Follow  the  Westhaven  exit  to  Scenic 
Drive,  which  should  be  taken  north. 
Stop  when  you  come  to  a  large,  vine- 
covered  residence  sign  and  its  rusted 
metal  "Private  Property”  marker  on  the 
right.  Or,  easier  yet,  drive  south  from 
College  Cove  for  five  minutes,  then 
stop  when  you  see  other  cars  pulled 
over  on  both  sides  of  the  road.  The  trail 
to  the  beach,  which  Is  steeper,  shorter 
and  more  overgrown  than  the  "main¬ 
tained"  one  at  College  Cove,  begins 
some  20  yards  past  two  mailboxes  near 
the  signs. 

The  beach:  In  addition  to  the  large 
rocks  on  either  side  of  what  is  a  smaller 
cove  than  College,  other  boulders  are 
scattered  along  the  shore.  Fog  and 
flies  can  be  problems.  Though  the  site 
isn’t  completely  shielded  from  the 
highway,  gawkers  are  seldom  present. 
("Sometimes  there's  one  on  the  cliff," 
one  user  says.)  The  end  of  the  trail  Is 
steep  and  precarious.  Sometimes  win¬ 
dy. 

Tha  crowd:  Now  mostly  young  college 
students  who  have  spilled  over  from 
College  Cove,  which  used  to  be  the 
most  popular  nude  beach  here.  In¬ 
cludes  nude,  partially  nude  and  clothed 
users.  Average  crowds  total  30-40  peo¬ 
ple.  Because  of  the  frigid  water 
temperatures,  dips  in  the  ocean  are 
usually  limited  to  15-20  minutes. 

47.  COLLEGE  COVE. 

Once  rated  by  us  as  the  Nude  Beach 
With  The  Best  Setting,  College  Cove 
was  struck  by  disaster  on  Labor  Day 
weekend  of  1983.  Park  rangers  issued 
90  anti-nudity  leaflets  to  sunbathers  at 
what  had  been  a  very  quiet  beach.  Says 
Matthew  Sugarman,  supervising  state 


parks  manager  for  College  Cove  and 
nearby  beaches:  "We  never  told 
anybody  to  put  on  their  clothes  or 
issued  a  written  warning.  We  simply 
gave  out  informational  handouts  to  let 
people  know  that  this  is  not  a  clothing- 
optional  area,  and  we  asked  for  volun¬ 
tary  compliance."  At  last  report,  25 
nudists  a  day  were  still  using  the  site, 
which  has  been  posted  with  warning 
signs,  according  to  Sugarman.  The  first 
crackdown  was  made  on  Instructions 
from  Carl  Anderson,  a  state  parks 
manager,  who  cited  a  letter  of  com¬ 
plaint  signed  by  several  people  as  the 
catalyst.  But  Sugarman  says  his  of¬ 
ficers  now  operate  “under  a  policy  from 
our  Sacramento  office  that  we  have 
lots  more  important  things  to  do.  We're 
trying  to  be  as  fair  to  people  who  use 
the  beach  as  we  can.  But  if  we  get  a  ver¬ 
bal  complaint  from  somebody  on  the 
beach,  we’ll  ask  people  to  get 
dressed.”  Before  the  action,  the  cove 
had  only  about  50  daily  users. 

Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  State  property.  Title  14  of 
the  California  Administrative  Code  pro¬ 
hibits  beachgoers  from  being  nude  or 
semi-nude.  Penalties  for  stripping 
down  include  up  to  90  days  In  jail  and  a 
$50  fine.  The  law,  however,  is  rarely  en¬ 
forced,  especially  In  the  wake  of  the  so- 
called  Cahill  Memo,  which  diluted  legal 
harassment  on  state  beaches  for 
several  years. 

How  to  find  It:  From  San  Francisco,  ex¬ 
pect  a  long  ride  north  on  Highway  101 
(lots  of  camping  spots  along  the  way) 
through  Eureka  to  Areata.  Continue  on 
101  to  the  turnoff  for  Trinidad.  Stay  on 
Stage  Coach  Road  all  the  way  through 
town,  but  rather  than  continuing  as  It 
bears  left  near  the  outskirts,  take  the 
right  fork  to  Trinidad  State  Beach.  Con¬ 
tinue  past  Trinidad  State,  but  keep  your 
eyes  open  for  a  dirt  parking  lot  that  will 
be  on  your  left  about  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  north  of  the  public  beach.  If  you 
pass  Abalone  Beach  or  Sea  Cliff  Camp, 
turn  around  as  you’ve  gone  too  far. 
Another  good  landmark  is  the  stop  sign 
directly  across  from  the  dirt  lot. 

Tha  beach:  A  scenic  paradise.  Fog  and 
clouds  swirl  over  the  area  at  times,  but 
on  other  days  the  sun  is  warm.  It’s  very 
pleasant  and  sandy  but  only  the  daring 
try  the  cold  waters  here  for  swimming. 
Other  popular  actlvltes  Include  volley¬ 
ball  and  Jogging  when  the  tide's  out. 
The  beach  Is  about  a  quarter-mile  wide. 
Tha  crowd:  See  Introduction  to  this  en¬ 
try.  Mostly  young  single  people,  in¬ 
cluding  quite  a  few  students.  This  is 
one  of  the  few  nude  beaches  we  know 
of  where  there  are  more  users  In  spring 
and  fall  than  in  summer. 

46.  VAN  DUZEN  RIVER. 

This  tiny  nude  beach  Is  near  the  Hum¬ 
boldt  County  town  of  Brldgevllle.  Use 
with  discretion. 

Rating:  C. 


Legal  status:  Unknown.  Crackdowns 
have  been  rumored  but  never  con¬ 
firmed. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Highway  101  north 
to  Highway  36.  From  Brldgevllle,  drive 
downstream  to  Goat  Rock. 

The  beach:  A  narrow  strip  of  sand. 

The  crowd:  On  weekends,  a  few  dozen 
people;  on  weekdays,  hardly  anyone. 

49.  MAD  RIVER. 

Clear,  sweet  river  water  that  provides 
Areata  with  Its  drinking  supply  is  Just 
one  of  the  features  of  a  Mad  River  nude 
swimming  dip.  Visit  this  hole  between 
Areata  and  Boogie  Bar  off  Highway  299 
and  you’ll  also  benefit  by  the  lack  of 
crowded  conditions.  Minuses  Include 
the  long  drive  from  the  coast  and  the 
rocky,  generally  sandless  river  bank. 
The  water  is  a  bit  warmer  than  the 
ocean. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  We’d  like  to  know. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Highway  101  north 
to  Areata,  then  Highway  299  (two  miles 
past  Areata)  east  to  the  town  of  Blue 
Lake.  After  crossing  the  Mad  River  at 
Blue  Lake,  following  a  drive  of  about 
seven  miles  from  Areata,  take  Fish 
Hatchery  Road  to  the  parking  lot  at  the 
hatchery.  The  main  nude  area  is  just 
above  the  hatchery,  but  other  skln- 
nydlppers  try  points  both  upstream  and 
downstream.  For  the  best  site,  wade 
across  the  three-foot-deep  river  east 
of  the  hatchery,  then  walk  along  the 
north  bank.  A  ’A -mile-long  dirt  road  will 
lead  you  down  to  the  river  bank.  Look 
for  other  users  spread  out  to  the  east. 
Access  Is  also  via  West  End  Road. 
(Check  the  “Sklnnydlpper’s 
Guldesheet  to  Northern  Humboldt 
County,”  available  from  River  Dippers. 
See  "Addresses"  sidebar  for  details.) 
The  beech:  A  rocky  river  bank,  with 
some  sandy  spots  and  a  few  pools  of 
water.  The  water  can  be  very  low  In  late 
summer. 

The  crowd:  Except  for  College  Cove, 
Baker's  Beach  and  the  Elbow,  this  Is 
the  most  popular  Humboldt  County 
nude  beach.  Still,  the  number  of  users 
remains  limited  to  about  20. 

50.  MYRTLE  CREEK. 

This  nude  beach  near  the  town  of  Myr¬ 
tle  Creek  was  added  to  our  list  in  1983. 
U’s  on  the  Mad  River. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  it:  Access  to  the  village  of 
Myrtle  Creek,  which  has  only  a  few 
buildings,  is  via  a  little  road  that  starts 
In  Blue  Lake  (see  our  Mad  River  listing). 
The  same  drive  Is  also  possible  from 
miniscule  Kneeland,  which  can  be 
reached  from  Areata. 

The  beach:  Tiny. 

The  crowd:  Small. 

51.  BOOGIE  BAR. 

A  bar,  says  our  dictionary,  is  "a 
submerged  or  partly  submerged  bank 
(as  of  sand)  along  a  shore  or  in  a  river." 
In  this  case,  the  partly  underwater  strip 
Is  also  a  skinnydlpper’s  Eden.  The  loca¬ 
tion  is  about  halfway  between  Weaver- 
ville  and  Areata,  on  the  south  fork  of  the 
refreshing  Trinity  River. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  statue:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Highway  101  north 
to  Eureka  and  Areata.  Pick  up  Highway 


299  two  miles  north  of  Areata.  Continue 
east.  Three  miles  west  of  the  town  of 
Willow  Creek,  you'll  cross  the  Trinity 
River  Bridge.  Immediately  thereafter, 
turn  right  onto  South  Fork  Road.  About 
three  miles  down  the  road  Is  a  huge 
meadow  and  a  jurfkyard  of  rusting 
autos,  which  are  your  last  major  land¬ 
marks  before  the  few  cars  you  should 
see  parked  on  the  side  of  the  road 
about  two  or  three  miles  farther.  The 
path  to  the  river  is  only  about  1/10  mile 
long. 

The  beach:  Small. 

The  crowd:  Up  to  20  people  on  a  warm 
day. 

52.  THE  ELBOW. 

By  far  the  most  frequently  used  of  the 
inland  Humboldt  County  sklnnydip- 
ping  holes,  the  Elbow  (other  popular 
names  for  It  are  the  Bend,  Horseshoe 
Bend,  Promontory  and  Danger  Point)  Is 
attracting  lots  of  bathers.  One  problem 
is  that  the  beach  is  very  hard  to  find  — 
so  follow  our  directions  exactly.  You’ll 
discover  the  Elbow,  which  is  at  a 
switchback  In  the  curvaceous  Trinity 
River,  about  eight  miles  farther  east 
along  Highway  299  than  Boogie  Bar 
and  seven  miles  east  of  Willow  Creek. 
Rating:  A. 

Legal  status:  The  property  of  the  U.S. 
Forest  Service,  which  usually  has  a 
tolerant  attitude  toward  nudists. 

How  to  find  It:  Take  Highway  101  to 
Eureka  and  Areata.  Pick  up  Highway 
299  (east)  two  miles  north  of  Areata. 
Continue  past  Willow  Creek  about  1.5 
miles  east  of  Salyer  and  1 .7  miles  north¬ 
west  of  Hawkins  Bar.  Highway  299 
makes  several  dips  and  rises  but  levels 
out  as  It  comes  through  Salyer.  Just 
before  It  starts  ascending  again,  look 
for  a  dirt  road  on  your  left  (facing  north¬ 
east).  The  problem  Is  that  the  road  can 
be  seen  only  from  one  of  the  several 
lefthand  turnoffs  past  Salyer,  not  from 
the  highway  itself.  We  suggest  you 
keep  pulling  over  at  turnoffs  until  you 
see  the  tree-choked  road  to  the  left  and 
east  of  the  correct  turnoff.  Follow  the 
eroded,  chuckhole-fllled  road  a  quarter- 
mile  to  the  end,  then  park  where  you 
see  other  cars  pulled  over.  Walk  200 
yards  down  the  steep  trail  to  the  beach. 
Th«  beach:  A  tiny  bar  of  sand  topped  by 
cliffs  and  a  beautiful  forest.  The  pool 
has  very  deep  water.  Don’t  be  fooled  by 
the  beach  or  by  the  popularity  of  rafting 
and  tubing  —  accidents  happen  fre¬ 
quently  here.  Still,  the  air  Is  very  warm. 
Says  one  user,  "You  get  very  hot  In  a 
short  period  of  time." 

The  crowd:  On  the  best  days,  up  to  30 
users,  Including  people  who  fish  here. 

53.  TASH  TANG. 

Last  year,  Tash  Tang  was  #49  on  our  list, 
so  you  can  see  how  we've  grown.  To  ex¬ 
pand  your  own  nude  beach  adventures, 
try  Tash,  or,  as  some  maps  call  It,  Tlsh 
Tang,  along  the  Trinity  River. 

Rating:  C. 

Legal  status:  Unknown. 

How  to  find  It:  Follow  our  earlier  direc¬ 
tions  to  Willow  Creek,  but  go  north  from 
here  on  Highway  96  toward  Hoopa. 
Look  for  the  Tash  Tang  Campground. 
The  swimming  hole  Is  just  below  the 
camp. 

The  beach:  Very  small. 

The  crowd:  Small  In  size.  ■

If  you  watch  television  talk  shows  or  read 
Psychology  Today,  Newsweek  or  New  York  magazine, 
you  know  the  new  drug  Huey  Lewis  seems  to  be  singing 
about  may  be  here. 

Variously  called  “MDMA,”  “Adam,”  “Ecstasy” 
and  ‘  ‘XTC, ”  it’s  become  popular  among  psychotherapists 
and  cancer  patients,  who  say  it  offers  tranquility  without 
harmful  side  effects.  It’s  also  come  to  the  attention  of 
the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration.  Last  week,  the 
DEA  used  its  emergency  scheduling  procedure  to  have 
the  substance  placed  in  its  Schedule  1 ,  which  encompasses 
the  drugs  the  agency  considers  most  dangerous.  The 
temporary  scheduling  takes  effect  on  July  1st. 

Is  MDMA  the  miracle  its  supporters  say  or  the 
monster  the  DEA  claims  it  to  be? 


First  patented  in  1914  by  Merck  &  Company, 
MDMA  (3,4-methylendioxy-methamphetamine)  is 
derived  from  oil  of  sassafras  or  oil  of  nutmeg.  At  the 
time,  Merck  was  experimenting  with  natural  products 
by  adding  amines  in  an  effort  to  make  phar¬ 
macologically  active  substances.  Back  then,  no  use  was 
made  of  the  drug,  and  it  wasn’t  heard  of  again  until 
1953-54,  when  it  was  one  of  eight  compounds  in¬ 
vestigated  in  Michigan  animal  studies  that  were  funded 
by  one  of  the  acknowledged  leaders  in  experiments  with 
psychedelic  drugs,  the  Army  Chemical  Center. 

S«a  of  calm 

Over  the  past  several  years,  psychiatrists  have 
reported  that  therapeutic  benefits  include  insight  into 
problems,  deep  calmness,  pain  reduction,  enhanced 
body  awareness,  a  sense  of  security  and  the  ability  to 
handle  life’s  turmoils,  and  a  diminution  of  fear  without 
a  loss  of  caution.  Therapists  who  have  used  the  drug 
with  cancer  patients  say  the  drug  relieves  pain  and  .the 
sense  of  hopelessness.

The  DEA’s  emergency  “Schedule  I”  rating  for  the 
drug  creates  a  ban  that  will  last  at  least  a  year. 
“Scheduling”  is  the  DEA’s  method  of  ranking 
drugs  by  comparing  their  potential  for  abuse  to 
their  medical  efficacy.  A  drug  such  as  heroin,  with  a 
high  abuse  potential  and  no  known  medical  efficacy,  is 
placed  in  Schedule  I.  Schedule  II  is  reserved  for  drugs 
such  as  morphine,  cocaine  and  amphetamines  that 
have  a  high  abuse  potential  but  some  recognized 
medical  use. 

An  unscheduled  drug  can  be  used  by  doctors 
on  human  subjects  in  those  states  where  physicians  are 
allowed  to  administer  drugs  they  have  manufactured 
themselves. 

When  the  DEA  first  proposed  putting  MDMA  into 
Schedule  I  last  July,  health  care  researchers  and  profes¬ 
sionals  protested  that  the  agency  was  ignoring  the 
drug’s  therapeutic  powers.  “We  were  not  aware  of  the 
quasi-therapeutic  use  of  the  drug  until  after  we  pro¬ 
posed  scheduling.  .  .  .  We  thought  MDMA  was  only 
being  used  recreationally,”  said  DEA  spokesman 
Frank  Sapienza.  And  while  MDMA  does  have  recrea¬ 
tional  users,  it  was  professionals  —  nurses,  doctors, 
professors  and  biochemists  — who  demanded  to  be 
heard  before  the  DEA  placed  the  drug  in  Schedule  I. 


‘Psychedelic  mimicry’ 


The  DEA  claims  that  MDMA  has  no  legitimate 
medical  use,  a  high  potential  for  abuse  and  a  lack  of  ac¬ 
cepted  safeguards  under  medical  supervision.  It  also 
says  MDMA  has  been  associated  with  reports  in  the 
Drug  Abuse  Warning  Network  and  mimics  MDA,  a 
psychedelic  drug. 

Proponents  disagree  on  all  points.  Growing  numbers 
of  therapists  are  using  MDMA  in  their  clinical  prac¬ 
tices.  Some  investigators  estimate  that  it  has  been  used 
more  than  a  million  times  since  it  became  available  in 
1970.  There  have  been  no  reports  filed  by  DAWN, 
which  tracks  emergency  room  admissions,  since  1981, 
and  the  one  death  supposedly  linked  to  MDMA  before 
1981  is  difficult  to  document. 


Doctors  such  as  Harvard  University’s  Lester  Grins- 
poon  and  Norman  Zinberg  claim  that  the  drug  has  a

low  potential  for  abuse  because  frequent  use  tends  to 
render  it  ineffective  and  increasing  the  dose  increases 
the  unpleasant  side  effects.  As  for  its  relationship  to 
MDA,  David  Nichols,  a  Purdue  University  phar¬ 
macologist,  claims  that  MDMA  goes  through  an  addi¬ 
tional  chemical  transformation  not  used  in  the 
manufactureof  MDA.  “The  psychedelic  properties  are 
removed,”  he  said. 

Side  effects  reported  with  MDMA  use  include  a 
moderate  rise  in  pulse  and  blood  pressure,  transient  jaw 
tension,  periodic  uncontrollable  eye  movements  (sort 
of  like  watching  an  old  silent  movie),  loss  of  appetite 
and  headaches.  Some  people  report  feeling  tired  the 
next  day.  But  no  long-term  toxicity  studies  have  been 
done,  causing  problems  for  champions  of  the  drug. 


Supporters  claim  it  costs  about  $12  million  to  get  a 
new  drug  approved,  and  that  as  long  as  MDMA  is  in  the 
public  domain,  no  drug  company  is  interested  in  in¬ 
vesting  the  money  because  it  would  not  have  exclusive 
rights  to  manufacture  and  sale. 

And  with  MDMA  placed  in  Schedule  I,  the  maximum 
penalty  for  anyone  caught  making  or  selling  it  is 
$125,000  and  15  years  in  prison.  It’s  unlikely  research¬ 
ers  would  risk  the  penalties  to  prove  the  drug’s  efficacy 
and  safety. 

MDMA  poses  interesting  questions  about  ethics  of 
experimentation  before  long-term  toxicity  studies  are 
complete.  It  also  raises  questions  about  whether  a 
Schedule  I  rating  for  MDMA  protects  the  public  or 


prevents  it  from  benefiting  from  a  drug  that  produces 
positive  emotional  and  psychological  changes. 

A  San  Francisco  psychiatrist  who  has  been  using 
MDMA  in  the  treatment  of  psychotics  says  it  has 
“enormous”  therapeutic  potential  when  used  in  limited 
doses.  “The  landscape  of  the  MDMA  experience  is 
benign  and  non-threatening,  one  could  say  pastoral,  in 
that  the  lion  and  the  sheep  can  lay  down  together  and 
get  along.  .  .  .  One  can,  in  fact,  develop  the  ability  to 
return  to  the  peaceful  landscape  that  MDMA  provides 
without  the  drug  itself  after  one  to  several  sessions.” 

If  the  DEA  permanently  places  MDMA  in  Schedule 
III  or  lower,  it  could  allow  continuation  of  research. 
The  DEA  will  begin  hearings  on  the  final  scheduling  of 
MDMA  in  mid-June  in  Los  Angeles.  ■
